ON  THE 

^ministration  of  fctatore 

FOR.  THE  YEAR  M-  E.  1066. 


Four  of  tlie  six  Bills  introduced  into  the  Council 
during  the  previous  year  were  passed  into  law  in  the  year 
under  review.  They  were  : — 

Regulation  I  of  1066  which,  provided  for  certain 
matters  in  connection  with  the  Census  of  the  State  in 
1891.  This  piece  of  legislation  was  necessary  to  legalise 
the  powers  of  the  Census  Officers  and  to  punish  criminally 
such  officials  as  abused  them  and.  any  member  of  the 
public  who  thwarted,  the  taking  of  a  correct  Census  or 
knowingly  furnished  incorrect  information. 

Regulation  II  of  1066  amended  the  Tobacco  Regu¬ 
lation  (YIII  of  1063)  so  as  to  make  punishable  the 
possession,  sale  Ac.,  of  contraband  tobacco  with  guilty 
knowledge  and  regulated  other  matters  in  connection  with 
the  trade. 

Regulation  III  of  1066  amended  the  Travancore 
Civil  Courts’  Regulation  (I  of  1057)  by  enlarging  the 
small  cause  jurisdiction  of  the  Munsiffs  from  20  to  30  Rs 
and  the  final  appellate  jurisdiction  of  the  Zillah  Judges 
from  50  to  60  Rs.  This  relief,  small,  as  it  is,  will  enable 
the  Courts  concerned  to  devote  greater  time  and  attention 
to  the  more  important  suits  coming  up  before  them. 

Regulation  IV  of  1066  provided  for  making  loans  of 
money  by  Government  to  private  individuals  for  agricul¬ 
tural  improvements.  It  was  thought  necessary,  in  the 
interests  of  the  agricultural  population,  that  Government 


should  come  to  their  aid  to  stimulate  their  industry  by 
offering  them  money  at  small  interest,  t  here  being  abund¬ 
ant  scope  both  for  improving  the  production  of  cultivated 
lands  and  for  reclaiming  land  front  our  extensive  back- 
waters  and  wastes.  It  is  hoped  that  when  the  obieet  of 
Government  is  well  understood,  the  facilities  offered  will 
be  largely  availed  of,  though  we  have  to  combat  the 
reluctance  of  the  ryots  to  have  the  Government '  lor  a 
creditor.  '  ' 

2.  Of  the  remaining  Bills,  the  Bill  to  amend  the  Arms’ 
Regulation  (III  of  1061)  so  as  to  allow  horn  III,-  si>orls- 
hnen  to  import  a  raison  able  (piantity  of '  arms  and 
ammunition  without  a  license,  was  allowed  to 'si  and  river 
to  admit  of  its  being  recast  on  a,  more  extended  basis  t  han 
was  contemplated  by  the  Bill  introduced. 

3.  Some  of  the  Members  of  the  Select  Committee  an- 
pointed  to  consider  and  report  on  the  .lenmi  and  Tenant

The  Evidence  Bill  was  dropped  for  the  present  as 
more  urgent  legislation  pressed  for  consideration. 

6.  Only  one  Bill  was  introduced  into  the  Council 
during  the  year,  namely, — a  Bill  to  amend  the  law  for  the 
acquisition  of  land  for  public  purposes  and  for  determining 
the  amount  of  compensation  to  be  made  on  account  of 
such  acquisition.  It  was  referred  for  report  to  a  Select 
Committee. 

7.  The  Council  held  six  sessions  during  the  year,  at 
one  of  which  the  sitting  extended  over  9  days.

8.  No  change  took  place  in  the  staff  of  the  Nayar 
Brigade  during  the  year  under  report. 

9.  Twenty  men  of  the  Brigade  were  transferred  to  the 

Pension  List  during  the  year,  and  three 
ilud  discharged  on  payment  of  gratuities. 

Seven  of  the  old  servants  of  the  Body 
Guard  were  retired  on  pension  during  the  year  on  excep¬ 
tionally  favorable  terms.

The  above  figures  include  135  men  detailed  as  jail

Deducting  those,  there  were 
1,443  men  left  as  the  effective  strength  of  the  Police 
employed  purely  on  Police  duties.  They  were  distributed

13.  The  proportion  of  Police  to  population  was  L  to 
1,770  men  calculated  according  to  the  last  census,  and  to 
area,  1  to  4-6  square  miles,  the  proportion  in  the  Madras 
Presidency  being  1  to  1,628  persons  and  1  to  67  square 
miles  of  territory  in  1890. 


14.  The  strength  of  the  force  assigned  to  the  Trcvan- 
drum  Division  includes  as  usual  the  reserve  of  161 


men  maintained  at  Head  Quarters  for  furnishing  treasure 
escorts  and  meeting  emergent  calls.

The  great  bulk,  viz.  1,539  men  or  94'4  per  cent  are  na¬ 
tives  of  the  country.  Of  the  remaining  90  who  are  foreign¬ 
ers,  the  largest  number  was  as  usual  from  Tinnevelly  and 
Cochin  being  46  and  10  respectively.  The  superior  Offi¬ 
cers  of  the  force  distributed  among  the  sections  of  the

Cost  of  the  Police. 


16.  The  total  cost  of  the  Police 
amounted  to  Sr.  Rs.  1,75,310-12-10 
against  Sr.  Rs.  1,78,276-0-3  in  1 065.  The  charges  are 
shown  below  under  their  separate  heads  : —

The  expenditure  for  the  year  was  Rs  2,905-15-'.)  less 
than  in  the  year  preceding.  That  under  the  item 
‘clothing’  was  considerably  lower  than  in  1005  being-  only 
a  little  more  than  half  the  sum — and  in  furniture  too,  there 
was  a  considerable  saving.  There  was  an  increase  under 
the  heads  of  ‘  salaries  ’  and  also  ‘  mileage  and  batta  to 
Superintendent  and  Assistant  Superintendents.’  The 
former  is  due  to  promotions  made  during  the  year  and  the 
latter  to  more  travelling  on  the  part  of  the  superior  officers. 


17.  Distributed  over  the  population,  tho  cost  of  the 
Police  amounts  to  1  ch.  14<-7  cash  against  2  ch.  l-2  cash  in 
1066.  This  difference  is  due  mainly  to  the  cost  for  10(ib 
being  calculated  according  to  tho  result  of  the  recent 
census  which  gave  a  population  of  1,58,91(5  over  that,  of 
1881.  The  average  annual  cost  of  a  Policeman  calculated 
on  the  strength  on  the  last  day  of  the  year  was  107  Rs. 
17  chs.  5-06  cash  against  110  Rs.  20  chs.  7- 2  cash  in  1005. 
The  average  cost  of  a  Policeman  in  the  Madras  Presidoncy 
in  1890  was  Rs  I8O4  or  As.  1— 9-g-  per  head  of  population. 
But  it  should  be  observed  that  in  calculating  the  cost,  no 
account  has  been  taken  of  the  coat  of  buildings  &c.

35,  and  14  respectively  in  1065.  The  considerable 
increase  in  the  number  of  dismissals  is  an  unsatisfactory 
feature  of  the  report,  as  showing  that  misconduct  in  the 
force  is  of  more  frequent  occurrence,  though  as  the  force 
grows  older  and  the  men  become  more  subject  to  good 
discipline,  the  figure  ought  to  be  on  the  decline.  One  head 
constable  and  2  constables  were  discharged  on  payment  of 
gratuities  against  2  head  constables  and  3  constables  in  the 
previous  year.  The  number  of  men  who  resigned  or 
deserted  was  86  against  73  in  1065,  CG  in  1064  and  48  in 
1063.  The  number  is  steadily  increasing  and  this  confirms 
the  statement  made  in  the  last  year’s  report,  as  to  the  un¬ 
popularity  of  the  service.  It  should  be  observed,  however, 
that  the  resignations  and  desertions  are  confined  chiefly  to 
the  lowest  grade  in  the.  force.

Except  in  the  number  of  dismissals  there  is  an  im¬ 
provement  over1  the  results  of  the  previous  year  in  the 
other  forms  of  departmental  punishment.  The  Acting 
Superintendent  observes  that  the  majority  of  the  dismissals 
was  for  absence  from  duty  for  over  21  days.  It  is  gratify¬ 
ing  to  find  that  no  Inspector  wn.s  dismissed  during  the  year 
while  2  were  so  dealt  with  in  1065. 

20.  Besides  the  departmental  punishments  above  noti¬ 
ced,  115  men  consisting  of  one  Inspector,  11  head  constables 
and  91  constables  were  criminally  prosecuted  with  the 


result  that  *2  head  constables  and  1 0  constables  or  n  total 
of  21  men  were  convicted  and  one  Inspector,  9  head  con¬ 
stables  and  72  constables  or  a  total  of  82  men  were  dis¬ 
charged  against  3  head  constables  and  1 9  constables,  or  a 
total  of  22  men  convicted  and  2  Inspectors,  1 5  head  con¬ 
stables  and  92  constables  or  a  total  of  109  men  discharged 
in  the  previous  year.  12  men  consisting  of  t  head  consta¬ 
bles  and  8  constables  were  under  trial  when  the  year  closed.

21.  It  is  to  bo  observed  that  the  number  of  men  prose¬ 
cuted  and  convicted  was  less  than  in  the  previous  year. 
The  proportion  of  persons  convicted  to  those  charged'  was 
18'2  against  16'1  in  1065.  The  higher  percentage  of  con¬ 
viction  is  due  to  the  fact  that  greater  care  has  been  exer¬ 
cised  in  starting  prosecutions  against  the  Police. 

22.  On  the  other  hand,  11  Inspectors,  22  head  consta¬ 
bles  and  171  constables  were  promoted  during  the  year 
and  2  Inspectors,  2  head  constables  and  6  constables  ob¬ 
tained  money  rewards  for  meritorious  conduct. 

23.  1,547  men  in  the  force  or  94'9  per  cent  can  read 

Education  ancl  write  against  1,518  men  or  94' 2  per 

cent  in  1065.  The  number  of  unedu¬ 
cated  men  is  steadily  decreasing  as  the  men  of  the  old 
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Police  are  weeded  out.  The  results  compare  most  favor¬ 
ably  with  those  of  the  Madras  Police  where  the  percentage 
of  men  who  are  able  to  read  and  write  was  only  78’6  in 
1890.  As  no  difficulties  are  experienced  in  finding  recruits, 
ability  to  read  and  write  is  generally  insisted  upon  as  a 
necessary  qualification  for  enlistment,  in  the  force. 

24.  During  the  year  under  report  4  men  passed  the 
Station-house  Officer’s  test  and  44 
nnirition"1Cntil'  *”u*’  Constable’s  test,  against  7  and  25 
respectively  in  1005.  There  are  now  in 
the  force  529  men  who  have  successfully  passed  depart¬ 
mental  examinations  of  whom  128  have  passed  the  Station 
Officer’s  and  401  the  Constable’s  test.

27.  The  number  of  prisoners  who  escaped  during  the 
year  was  8  against  15  in  1065  of  whom 
ture3CapeS  IUUl  leCiH1"  ;lR  'mti  one  wel'°  vecaptured  before  the 
year  closed.  The  only  prisoner  who 
remained  at  large  at  the  close  of  1065  was  also  recaptured 
at,  the  beginning  of  1066  and  likewise  the  one  who  remain¬ 
ed  uncaptured  at  the  end  of  1066.  It  is  satisfactory  to 
note  the  considerable  reduction  in  the  number  of  escaped 
prisoners.

21,461  warrants  were  executed  and  60,724  summonses 
served  during  tlie  year  against  16,532  warrants  and  57,000 
summonses  respectively  in  1065.  In  addition  to  the  above, 
7,419  miscellaneous  processes  and  1,299  search-warrants 
were  executed  by  the  Police  against  8,103  and  1,531  re¬ 
spectively  in  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  houses 
searched  both  with  and  without  warrant  was  3,350,  The. 
Acting  Police  Superintendent  points  out  that  the  serving 
of  the  continually  increasing  number  of  processes  taxes 
the  time  of  the  Police  very  heavily  and  suggests  that  the 
force  be  relieved  of  the  duty  of  serving  processes  arising 
out  of  revenue  cases  and  the  drawing  up  of  Yadasts  in 
eases  not  on  the  file  of  the  Police  and  the  like.  The  re¬ 
medy  is  not  easy,  as  when  a  revenue  summons  is  disobeyed, 
and  a  warrant  has  to  be  issued,  the  aspect  of  the  case 
changes.  The  subject  is,  however,  an  important  one  and 
will  be  duly  considered.

The  total  number  of  deaths  was  567  against  595  or 
28  less  than  in  1065.  The  number  of  murders  fell  from 
37..to  22  and  the  number  of  suicides  also  from  85  to  62 
while  there  is  an  increase  of  56  under  the  head  of  1  acci¬ 
dental  deaths.’  The  deaths  from  drink  foil  to  one-half 
the  number  in  1065.  Those  from  unknown  causes  were  8 
against  21.  There  were  no  deaths  from  exposure  while 
those  from  other  causes  came  down  to  18  from  46  in  the 
year  preceding.

The  number  of  cases  brought  on  the  Police  registers 
was  334  less  and  those  referred  as  false  12  more  than  in 
1065.  The  percentage  of  detections  and  convictions  was 
more  satisfactory  than  in  the  previous  year  being  75' 1  and 
61'8  against  74'3  and  59’7.  So  also  is  the  proportion  of 
recoveries  of  stolen  property.  The  ratio  of  the  total  number 
of  offences  charged  by  the  Police  and  of  the  number  of 
persons  concerned  therein,  to  the  population  was  1  to  577 
persons  and  1  to  381  persons  respectively.  The  propor¬ 
tion  of  property  lost  was  one  Rupee  to  every  78  of  the 
population  against  one  Rupee  to  every  44  persons  in  1065. 
It  may  be  observed  in  this  connection  that  the  system  of 
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calculation  followed  this  year  was  the  same  as  in  1065  and 
which  is  explained  in  para  32  of  the  last  year’s  report. 
The  number  of  cases  pending  Police  investigation  at  the 
end  of  the  year  exceeded  that  at  the  close  of  1065  by  16. 


33.  Taking  the  same  results  for  each  of  the  four  Divi- 
sions  separately,  they  stand  as  follows  : — 


As  regards  detection,  Trevandrum  takes  the  lead,  fol¬ 
lowed  very  closely  by  Quilon  and  Cottayam  while  the 
latter  stands  first  as  regards  the  percentage  of  persons 
convicted  and  of  property  recovered.  The  Pudmanabha- 
purain  Division  shows  the  worst  results  under  all  these 
heads.  That  Division,  however,  has  difficulties  to  contend 
with  owing  to  its  adjoining  British  territory  and  the  facili¬ 
ties  that  exist  for  offenders  escaping  there  and  the  transfer 
of  stolen  property.

.  Police  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  73

by  night,  17  of  ordinary  thefts,  4  of  robberies,  1  of  arson, 
1  of  cattle  theft  and  2  of  assault  on  public  servants.  The 
remaining  11  were  other  offences.

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Taking  to  account  the  period  of  pendency,  it  is 
found  that  34  cases  were  below  one  month,  13  cases  above 
1  and  under  2  months,  6  between  2  and  3  months  and 
20  above  3  months.  The  Police  got  through  98' 7  per  cent 

of  the  cases  on  their  file  as  compared  with  90 ’0  per  cent 

in  1065. 

35  The  average  duration  of  an  investigation  in  cases 
charged  by  the  Police  varied  from  1  to  14  days  against 
1  to  9'6  days  in  1065.  In  cases  referred  as  I  also  I  he 
period  was  as  follows  : — 

In  9  stations,  the  duration  ranged  from  1  to  10  days, 
in  20  stations  it  was  below  20  days,  in  f>  below  a  month  and 
in  four  others  it  varied  from  32  to  70  days — a 
much  higher  average  as  compared  with  the  55  days  of:  Iasi 
year.  In  cases  charged,  the  prisoners  were  detained  by 
the  Police  for  over  .3  days  in  only  4  stations,  while  in  those 
referred  as  false  they  were  so  detained  for  over  that  period 
in  three  stations  only. 

Besides  the  cases  charged  and  referred,  the  Police 
investigated  515  cases  of  accidental  deaths,  the  period  of 
investigation  in  one  station  (Neduvengad)  having  gone  up 
so  high  as  23’3  days,  the  average  period  in  this  class  of 
cases  being  below  3  days  in  19  stations,  below  10  days  in 
16  and  above  that  period  in  two  others.  The  results  arc 
on  the  whole  less  satisfactory  than  in  1065. 

36.  Statement  No.  2  in  the  Appendix,  unlike  that  in 
former  years,  gives  the  number  of  cases  reported  to  the 
Police  and  taken  up  by  the  Magistracy  under  all  heads  of 
offences.  The  return  is  prepared  according  to  the  form 
used  in  the  Madras  Police.  Statement  No.  3  gives  parti¬ 
culars  of  non-cognisable  offences  dealt  with  by  the  Magis¬ 
tracy  during  the  year.  The  graver  crimes  as  dealt,  with 
by  the  Police  are  noticed  separately. 

37.  Twenty  two  cases  of  murder  were  reported  to  the 

Murder  Police  during'  the  year  and  three  wore 

pending  investigation  at  its  commence¬ 
ment,  making  a  total  of  25  cases  to  be  dealt  with  by  the 
force.  On  investigation,  one  case  was  found  to  be  false 
and  referred  as  such  and  2  were  pending  detection  at  the 
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close  of  the  year.  The  remaining  22  cases  involving  35 
persons  were  charged  during  the  year  and  together  with  5 
oases  involving  8  persons  which  were  pending  trial  before 
the  Courts,  there  were  27  cases  involving  43  persons  for 
trial.

The  number  of  cases  charged  was  only  27  against  33 
in  1065.  In  the  convictions  there  has  been  a  lamentable 
falling  off  being  48'1  against  66'6  in  the  number  of  cases 
and  32  5  against  60-9  in  the  number  of  persons  charged.

95  of  the  cases  were  handled  by  the  Assistant  Super¬ 
intendents,  3,160  by  the  Inspectors  and  the  remaining 
3,029  by  Head  Constables.  Though  the  number  of  cases 
taken  up  by  the  Assistant  Superintendents  is  nearly  8 
times  as  many  as  in  1065,  the  number  of  cases  each  Assist¬ 
ant  Superintendent  had  to  handle  was  still  few,  being  on 
an  average  only  about  32  cases,  giving  not  even  3  cases  a 
month.  But,  of  course,  they  also  directed  the  work  of 
those  below  them. 

The  number  of  cases  taken  up  by  Head  constables 
was  still  large.  It  is  very  desirable  that  the  graver  offen¬ 
ces  should  be  enquired  into  as  a  rule  by  a  higher  class  of 
Police  officers. 

A  more  strict  supervision  over  the  working  of  the  lower 
grades  of  the  Police  is  very  necessary.  Several  important 
cases  were  long  delayed  and  parties  concerned  were  kept 
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in  Police  custody  for  considerable  periods.  Subordinate 
Police  officers  are  under  the  Regulations  invested  with 
considerable  powers  and  considering  the  salaries  they  draw 
and  the  opportunities  they  have  for  abusing  their  powers, 
it  is  incumbent  on  the  magistrates,  for  the  safety  and  pro¬ 
tection  of  the  poor  and  innocent,  that  they  should  closely 
watch  the  work  of  these  Police  officers. 

47.  All  the  Head  Stations  were  visited  by  the 
Superintendent  except  Shoncottah  and 
nspec  on.  Pathanamthittay.  He  visitod  also 

several  of  the  Sub-stations,  The  Assistant  Superintendent 
of  the  Cottayam  Division  visited  all  the  Stations  in  his 
range  and  the  other  Assistant  Superintendents  left  each 
one  Sub-station  unvisited. 

48.  As  adverted  to  in  para  48  of  the  last  year’s  review, 
the  report  of  the  Actuary  engaged  in 
Supemumiation  Engiand  for  the  preparation  of  the  ne¬ 
cessary  tables  with  a  view  to  ascertain 
whether  the  Superannuation  Fund  would  boar  the  pay¬ 
ments,  was  received  during  the  current  year.  As  the 
result  of  his  calculations,  he  has  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  Fund  would  be  self-supporting.  The  necessary 
rules  to  regulate  the  payment  of  gratuities  and  pensions 
out  of  the  Fund  will  now  be  considered  and  passed.

55.  The  percentage  of  conviction  shows  a  decrease  of 
3  per  cent  and  that  of  acquittal  a  corresponding  increase. 
It  should  be  observed  that  the  increase  was  mainly  in 
petty  cases.  There  is  also  a  very  slight  increase  in  the 
percentage  of  persons  discharged  for  want  of  evidence 
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in  cases  charged,  by  the  Police.  These  features  are  not 
satisfactory.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  Magistrates, 
the  Head  Sircar  Vakeel  and  the  Superintendent  of  Police 
whose  attention  was  drawn  to  the  remarks  of  the  High 
Court  in  para  55  of  the  last  year’s  report,  will  pay  earnest 
attention  to  the  suggestions  therein  contained.

The  above  statement  shows  that  one  out  of  55  of  the 
population  was  involved  in  criminal  proceedings  during  the 
year  against  one  out  of  57  in  1065.  The  males  contri¬ 
buted  one  out  of  every  29  and  the  females  one  out  of  431 , 
against  one  out  of  31  and  one  out  of  399  persons  respectively

as  also  in  cases  of  grievous  hurt,  wrongful  restraint  anil 
wrongful  confinement,  robbery  and  dacoity.  'though  the 
increase  under  thefts  is  very  small,  the  number  of  per¬ 
sons  charged  was  larger  than  in  .1.065  by  323.  63' 1 

per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  accused  persons  were 
charged  only  with  petty  crimes  more  or  loss  connected 
with  disputed  possession  of  property,  such  as  assault,  hurt, 
mischief  and  criminal  trespass.  The  percentage  of  per¬ 
sons  charged  with  these  offences  in  1065  was  62'7.  The 
results  under  other  heads  do  not  differ  from  those  of  last 
year  in  any  material  degree 


62.  63  persons  were  charged  with  murder,  of  whom 

Murder  48  were  Hindus,  6  Mahomedans  and 

the  remaining  9  Christians.  Four  of 
the  Hindus  and  two  of  the  Mahomedans  were  females. 
Of  the  total  number  charged,  44  persons  wore  committed 
to  the  Sessions  Courts  on  indictments  for  murder  and  2 
for  culpable  homicide  not  amounting  to  murder.  9  wore 
discharged  by  the  Magistrates  for  want  of  evidence.  Of 
the  number  committed,  40  were  tried  on  charges  of  mur¬ 
der  and  those  against  the  remaining  4  were  amended  into 
indictments  for  minor  crimes.  18  of  the  former  wore 
convicted  by  the  Sessions  Courts,  13  of  the  offences  in¬ 
dicted  for  and  the  others  of  loss  heinous  offences,  The 


convictions  of  10  persons  were  upheld  by  the  High  Court 
on  reference.  In  respect  of  one  of  the  prisoners  the 
conviction  was  altered  into  one  under  Sections  304  and 
326  and  the  sentence  reduced.  The  cases  against  2  per¬ 
sons  were  pending  in  the  High  Court  when  the  year 


63.  The  following  exhibits  the 
property  in  oases  of  nature  and  the  value  of  the  property 
theft,  robbery  and  involved  in  the  theft,  robbery  and  da- 
dacolt5r‘  coity  cases  that  came  up  before  the 

Magistracy  during  the  year : — 


Nature  and  value 


It  will  he  observed  from  the  above  statement  that  60-9 
per  cent  of  the  thefts,  497  per  cent  of  the  robberies,  517 
per  cent  of  the  dacoities  were  in  gardens  and  paddy  lands, 
32'i,  24’8,  34-6  per  Uent  respectively  in  dwelling  houses, 
and  7,  25'3,  and  13'5  per  cent  on  highways.  The  percent¬ 
ages  for  the  last  year  were  617,  67'6,  537,  in  gardens  and 
paddy  lands,  317,  18-0,  36'9  in  dwelling  houses  and  6-6, 
14‘5  and  9‘8  on  highways  respectively.  Comparing  the  re¬ 
sults  of  the  two  years  there  is  an  increase  in  thefts  and 
robberies  in  dwelling  houses  and  highways  and  in  dacoities 
on  the  highways.  The  increase  in  the  case  of  highway 
robberies  and  dacoities  is  rather  high.  Taking  into 
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account  the  value  ol  property  lost,  we  find  that  in.  60‘8  per 
cent  of  the  thefts,  56- 1  per  cent  of  the  robberies,  and  82-7 
per  cent  of  the  dacoities,  the  value  of  property  lost  was  be¬ 
low  5  Rs.  In  31-2  per  cent  of  the  thefts,  the  value  of  pro¬ 
perty  stolen  ranged  from  5  to  50  Rs.  In  13  cases  of  rob¬ 
bery  the  value  exceeded  100  Rupees  against  only  one  such 
in  1065.  In  five  of  the  roberries  the  amount  was  between 
500  and  1,000  Rs.  Only  in  9  cases  of  theft,  one  of  rob¬ 
bery  and  one  of  dacoity  did  the  value  exceed  1,000  Rs. 
Three  of  the  9  thefts  were  committed  in  gardens  or  paddy 
lands  and  the  remaining  6  in  dwelling  houses.  The  Quilon 
District  contributed  one-third  of  the  9  large  thefts,  the 
Trevandrum  and  Cottayam  Divisions  2  each  and  Padum- 
nabhapuram  and  Alleppey  one  each.  It  is  not  stated  in 
which  Division  the  serious  cases  of  robberry  and  dacoity 
occurred.  Out  of  the  189  cases  of  robbery  cliargod  before 
the  Magistracy  during  the  year,  only  3  cases  affecting  4 
persons  were  committed  to  the  Sessions  Courts  for  trial 
and  of  these,  only  in  one  case  was  conviction  secured,  if 
should  be  stated  that  the  percentage  of  conviction  alitaincd 
is  very  poor.  Turning  to  dacoities  charged  in  the  year, 
it  is  found  that  of  the  104  cases  affecting  795  persons,  only 
10  cases  affecting  52  persons  were  committed  to  the  'Ses¬ 
sions  Courts  and  convictions  were  secured  in  only  5  casus 
or  50  per  cent.  Here  too,  the  results  are  far  from  satis¬ 
factory.  It  shows  either  a  lamentable  want  of  care  in  the 
preparation  of  the  cases  or,  what  is  more  probable,  dial 
simple  disputes  about  possession  of  property  are  charged 
as  robberies  and  dacoities. 

64.  The  subjoined  table  shows  flic 
servants.68  by  pubh°  number  of  public  servants  charged  as 
such  with  offences  during-  the  last  two 
years : — 
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Though  there  was  an  increase  of  34  in  the  number  of 
public  servants  charged  as  such,  (the  number  being  25)4 
against  260  in  1065)  the  persons  convicted  were  only  30 
or  18*2  per  cent  in  1066  against  5<S  or  22-3  per  cent  in  the 
year  previous.  The  low  percentage  of  conviction  is 
noticeable  under  all  the  heads  of  offences  above  enumer¬ 
ated  except  “ fabricating  false  evidence  ”  whore  3  out  of 
12  persons  charged  were. convicted  during  the  year,  none 
having  been  punished  under  this  head  during  1065.  82-3 

per  cent  of  the  public  servants  charged  were  those  draw¬ 
ing  salaries  below  10  Ks.,  and  15  per  cent  between  10  and 
25  Rs.  Only  8  men  were  on  receipt  of  salaries  above 
25  Rs.  against  13  such  in  1065. 


65.  The  following  is  a  comparative  statement  of  the 
number  of  women  accused  during  the 
ouentcs  by  v,umui.  pa[jt  two  years  and  the  nature  of  t.hoir 
•  offences : — 
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There  was  a  decrease  of  225  in  the  number  charged. 
Only  214  or  7’6  per  cent  were  convicted  against  362  or  1.2 
per  cent  in  1065.  The  majority  of  the  female  offenders 
stand  accused  only  of  such  offences  as  hurt,  theft,  crimi¬ 
nal  trespass  and  use  of  criminal  force,  the  number  charged 
with  these  crimes  being  2,170  or  77 '7  per  cent  during  the 
year  against  2,147  or  7l'l  per  cent  in  1065.  The  High 
Court  remark  that,  “  but  for  the  extreme  litigiousness  of 
the  people,  most  of  these  offences  might  have  been  com¬ 
pounded.  ” 


66.  1 30  cases  referred  by  the  Magistrates  for  investi¬ 

gation  were  returned  by  the  Police 
Oases  referred  to  against  179  in  the  year  preceding. 
OTestoc{t0imdor°^™-  9,981  persons  were  arrested  by  the 
rant-  Police  under  warrants  issued  by  the 

Magistracy  against  8,616  in  1065.  The 
time  taken  in  returning  cases  referred  to  the  Police  for 
investigation  and  in  making  arrests  under  warrants  aver¬ 
aged  14  and  5  days  respectively  against  7  and  5  days  in 
1065  and  1.6  and  6  in  1.064’.  The  delay  in  returning, 
referred  cases  is  considerably  worse  than  in  last  year 
'  though  slightly  better  than  in  the  year  which  preceded  it. 


67.  The  number  of  witnesses  examined  by  the  Magis¬ 
tracy  during  the  year  amounted  to 
Witnesses  examined.  34^93  agajnst  32,445  in  the  year  pre¬ 
ceding.  Of  this  number,  28,769  or  83 ’4  per  cent,  were 
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examined  on  the  day  of  their  first  appearance,  against 
26,674  or  82'2  per  cent  in  1065.  4,959  witnesses  were 
examined  within  3  days  from  the  date  of  appearance 
against  4,648  in  1065,  the  percentage  to  the  total  number 
examined  being  the  same  as  in  last  year  viz  14'4.  Only 

2  2  per  cent  were  detained  for  more  than  3  days  against 
3-4  per  cent  in  1065.  This  is  satisfactory.  The  number 
of  witnesses  examined  by  a  Magistrate  during  the  year 
averaged  575  against  532  in  the  year  previous.  Among 
Hie  District  Magistrates,  the  Alleppey  District  Magistrate 
examined  the  largest  number  of  witnesses  viz.  143,  and 
the  District  Magistrate,  Padmanabhapuram  the  smallest 
number,  namely  25.  The  High  Court  remark  that  in  cases 
of  the  superior  Magistrates  “  it  is  noteworthy  that  though 
the  disposals  of  the  year  under  review  were  less  than 
those  of  the  preceding  year,  yet  there  was  an  iucrease  of 
as  many  as  887  in  the  number  of  witnesses  examined  in 
1066  over  1065.  This  and  the  gravity  of  the  offences 
that  came  up  for  enquiry  and  trial  before  these  superior 
Magistrates  during  the  year  account  in  a  great  measure  for 
the  increase  in  the  average  duration  of  cases  before  these 
Magistrates.  ” 

68.  255  cases  affecting  969  persons  and  79  cases  affect-

Of  the  above 
number,  281  cases  affecting  1,107  persons  and  81  cases 
affecting  315  persons  were  disposed  of  during  the  year 
against  294  cases  affecting  1,095  persons  and  59  cases 
affecting  234  persons  respectively  iu  1065.  There  was 
thus  left  at  the  close  of  the  year  an  arrear  of  8  cases 
affecting  45  persons  and  3  cases  affecting  4  persons  against 

3  cases  affecting  10  persons  and  one  case  affecting  3  persons 
in  last  year.  The  arrears  were  larger  than  in  1065.  The 
duration  of  a  preliminary  enquiry  before  the  subordinate 
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magistracy  averaged  25  days  and  before  the  superior  ma¬ 
gistracy  40  days  against  22  and  34  respectively  in  106‘5. 
Exclusive  of  the  time  lost  in  the  arrest  of  the  accused 
persons  and  in  the  return  of  cases  referred  for  Police 
investigation,  the  average  duration  amounted  to  19  and 
28  days  against  16  and  15  days  respectively  in  1065 — 
a  falling  off  much  to  be  regretted.

Inclusive  of  arrears,  the  number  for  dis¬ 
posal  amounted  to  16,548  cases  affecting  38,870  persons 
and  1,146  cases  affecting  3,177  persons  against  16,180 
cases  affecting  36,853  persons  and  1,374  cases  affecting 
3,735  persons  respectively  in  the  year  preceding.  Of  this 
number  16,510  cases  affecting  38,720  persons  and  1,132 
cases  affecting  3,150  persons  respectively  were  disposed  of 
against  16,161  cases  affecting  36,798  persons  and  1,361 
oases  affecting  3,711  persons  in  1065.

1065.  Excluding  the  delay  in  the  arrest  of  accused  per¬ 
sons  and  investigati  on  by  the  Police,  the  average  duration 


amounted  to  6  days  in  the  case  of  the  subordinate  magis¬ 


tracy  and  15  days  before  the  superior  magistracy  against 
5  and  8  days  in  1065.  The  average  duration  of  a  case  in 


the  superior  Magistrates’  Courts  is  not  at  all  satisfactory 
being  nearly  double  that  of  last  year.  The  percentage  of 
convictions  and  acquittals  or  discharges  in  the  case  of  the 
subordinate  magistracy  was  1C'4  and  16'7  against  17'4  and 
I4'8  respectively  in  1065,  the  corresponding  percentages 
in  the  case  of  the  superior  magistracy  being  19'G  and  59'5 
against  16'9  and  53'4  respectively  in  the  previous  year. 
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70.  Of  the  work  done  by  the  superior  Magistracy,  we 
find  that  among  the  1st  class  Magistrates,  the  Trevandrum 
Magistrate  held  the  largest  number  of  preliminary  enqui¬ 
ries  viz.  24.  As  regards  trials,  the  District  Magistrate, 
Alleppey,  disposed  of  the  largest  number  of  cases  viz.  38. 
The  smallest  number  disposed  of  was  by  the  Cottayam 
District  Magistrate  namely  10,  the  disposals  by  the 
other  Magistrates  beiog  34,  17,  16  and  11.  The  above 
number,  it  should  be  observed,  includes  cases  sent  up  by 
the  Subordinate  Magistrates  for  enhanced  punishment. 
Of  the  cases  disposed  of  by  the  District  Magistrates  of 
Padmanabhapuram,  Trevandrum  and  Oottayam,  only  1,  7 
and  3  respectively  were  cases  wholly  tried  by  them.  It 
will  thus  be  seen  that  the  District  Magistrates  took  up 
very  little  of  the  original  work.  AmoDg  the  1  st  class  Magis¬ 
trates,  those  of  Oottayam  and  Quilon  disposed  of  258  and 
253  cases  respectively.  The  Trevandrum  Magistrate 
comes  next  with  a  disposal  of  145  cases.  The  Magistrates 
of  Padmanabhapuram,  Areecooty  and  Alleppey  follow' 
in  order  with  129,  123  and  43  cases,  while  the  Anjenad 
Magistrate  had  very  little  Criminal  work  during  the  year, 
the  disposals  not  exceeding  7  cases.  This  was  to  be  ex¬ 
pected  in  a  region  where  the  population  is  very  sparse. 
The  1st  class  Magistrate,  Trevandrum,  appears  to  have 
taken  as  many  as  58  days  on  an  average  for  preliminary 
enquiries.  This  is  fa.r  from  satisfactory. 

71.  Taking  the  results  of  the  work  of  both  the  subordi¬ 
nate  and  superior  magistracy,  the  duration  of  a  preliminary 
enquiry  averaged  27  days  and  of  .a  trial  11  days  against  24 
and  9  days  respectively  in  1065.  Excluding  the  period 
during  which  cases  were  pending  the  result  of  references 
to  the  Police  or  the  arrest  of  accused  persons,  the  duration 
of  a  preliminary  enquiry  and  trial  averaged  21  and  8  days 
respectively  against  16  and  6  days  in  the  preceding  year. 
The  High  Court  remark  that  “  seeing  that  the  file  of  the 
year  was  much  heavier  than  that  of  aDy  of  the  preceding 
5  years,  that,  the  increase  was  mainly  in  graver  crimes  and 
that  a  larger  number  of  witnesses  had  to  be  examined  dur¬ 
ing  the  year,  the  slight  increase  in  the  duration  of  prelimi¬ 
nary  enquiries  and  trials  calls  for  no  adverse  criticism.”

It  will  be  seen  that  3  persons  were  required  to  give 
security  to  keep  the  peace  in  1066  while  the  column  was 
blank  for  1065.  Two  persons  were  required  to  find  securi¬ 
ty  for  good  behaviour  against  3  in  the  j  ear  preceding. 
The  number  of  orders  prohibiting  repetition  or  continuance 
of  nuisances  and  abatement  of  obstructions  made  duriug 
the  year  amounted  to  7 -against  1  in  the  previous  year. 
There  was  also  an  increase  in  the  number  of  orders  made 
for  the  maintenance  of  wives  and  children.  None  of  the 
defendants  in  the  maintenance  eases  had  to  be  imprisoned 
for  default,  while  one  had  to  be  so  dealt  with  in  1065. 
Two  orders  were  made  for  the  dispersion  of  unlawful  as¬ 
semblies,  there  having  been  no  such  order  made  in  1065. 
There  was  little  to  be  done  in  the  exercise  of  preventive 
jurisdiction  in  the  Cottayam  and  the  Cardamom  Hill  Dis¬ 
tricts  and  only  5  orders  for  maintenance  aud  3  orders  in 
respect  of  possession  were  made  respectively  in  the  Padma- 
nabhapuram  and  Quiion  Districts.

74.  676  Appeals  affecting  1,392  persons  were  preferred 
to  the  District  Magistrates  during  the  year  from  the  de¬ 
cisions  of  the  2nd  and  3rd  class  Magistrates  against  686 
appeals  affecting  1,3.98  persons  in  the  year  preceding.  In¬ 
cluding  the  arrears,  the  number  of  appeals  for  disposal 
amounted  to  677  affecting  1,393  persons.  Of  this  number, 
675  appeals  affecting  1,390  persons  were  disposed  of  against 
690  affecting  1,403  persons  in  1065  leaving  undisposed  of 
at  the  end  of  the  year  2  appeals  affecting  3  persons  against 
only  one  such  affecting  one  person  at  the  close  of  1065.

In  the  case  of  56’7  per  cent  of  the  appellants,  the 
sentence  or  order  of  the  Subordinate  Magistrates  was  con¬ 
firmed  and  in  42-9  per  cent  it  was  interfered  with  against

Of  the  94  appeals  disposed  of  by  the  Trivandrum  Dis¬ 
trict  Magistrate,  only  one  was  allowed  to  stand  over  for 
more  than  a  month,  the  number  of  appeals  of  this  duration 
in  the  Quilon  and  Alleppey  Districts  being  3  and  3  re¬ 
spectively.  In  the  latter,  the  number  pending  represented 
one-sixth  of  the  total  number  filed.

The  District  Magistrate  of  Cottayam  had  the  heaviest 
miscellaneous  work  and  those  of  Quilon,  Padmanabha- 
puram  and  Trevandrum  rank  next  in  order.  The  other 
District  Magistrates  had  very  little  to  do  in  the  way  of 
miscellaneous  work. 


80.  The  work  of  the  subordinate  magistracy  requires 
to  be  very  carefully  supervised  by  the  District  Magistrates 
and  with  this  object  in  view,  the  Government  have  direct¬ 
ed  the  latter,  not  only  to  inspect  the  lower  courts  and  to 
examine  the  records,  but  also  to  sit  with  the  Subordinate 
Magistrates  occasionally,  see  how  they  try  the  cases  before 
them  and  correct  on  the  spot  any  errors  of  procedure  and 
practice. 


81.  Sessions  Courts.  The  number  of  Sessions  Courts 
was  the  same  as  in  last  year,  namely  5. 

82.  148  oases  affecting  817  persons  were  committed  to 
the  Sessions  Courts  during  the  year  against  151  cases 
affecting  301  persons  in  the  year  preceding,  and  including 
the  arrears,  the  number  of  cases  for  disposal  amounted  to 
158  affecting  333  persons  against  161  cases  affecting  316 
persons-  in  1065.  The  number  disposed  of  during  the 
year  amounted  to  151  cases  affecting  324  persons  against, 
154  cases  affecting  303  persons  in  the  preceding  year.  7 
cases  affecting  9  persons  remained  undisposed  of  at  the 
end  of  the  year  against  the  same  number  affecting  13  per¬ 
sons  at  the  close  of  1065.

The  percentage  of  conviction  was  ouly  35'2  against 
40-6  while  the  percentage  of  acquittal  was  61-1  against 
59*4  per  cent  respectively  in  the  year  previous.  These 
results  do  not  speak  well  of  the  care  bestowed  by  the 
Committing  Magistrates  or  the  Sirkar  Vakeels  and  the 
remark  of  the  High  Court  quoted  in  para  79  of  the  last- 
year’s  report  that  it  “is  not  very  creditable  to  the  autho¬ 
rities  who  had  charge  of  the  prosecution  ”  applies  witl} 
greater  force.  The  earnest  attention  of  the  Head  Sirkar 
Vakeel  and  the  Magistrates  concerned  is  again  drawn  to 
the  subject. 
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The  comparison  shows  an  increase  in  offences  against 
public  justice  and  in  cases  of  rape  ;  but  seeing  that  convic¬ 
tions  were  had  in  none  of  the  rape  cases  and  that,  of  the 
26  persons  charged  with  offences  against  public  justice, 
only  10  were  convicted,  the  increase  is  merely  nominal  and 
shows  that  charges  were  preferred  without  proper  grounds.

There  was  also  a  slight  increase  in  offences  relating  to 
coins  and  in  cases  of  miscarriage,  kidnapping  and  cheating. 
Oases  of  murder,  culpable  homicide  not  amounting  to  mur¬ 
der,  grievous  hurt,  theft  and  mischief  by  fire  that  came 
before  the  Sessions  Courts,  however,  show  a  satisfactory 
decline.  The  falling  off  in  oases  of  mischief  by  fire  was 
marked . 


85.  The  nature  of  punishments  awarded  by  the  Ses¬ 
sions  Courts  is  shown  below  : — 


86.  The  subjoined  statement  exhibits  the  original  work- 
done  by  the  several  Sessions  Courts  during  the  year  as 
compared  with  1065  : — 


The  Quilon  Sessions  Court  had  the  heaviest  file  du¬ 
ring  the  year  while  Alleppey  took  the  lead  in  1065.  The 
Parur  Court  had,  as  in  last  year,  the  lightest  file.  There 
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were  no  eases  pending  in  the  Nagercoil,  Quilon  and  Allep- 
pey  Sessions  Courts  at  the  year’s  end.  The  2  cases  shown 
as  pending  in  the  latter  court  were  actually  disposed  of  by 
that  court,  but  the  sentences  awarded  being  those  of  death 
and  imprisonment  for  life,  had  to  be  confirmed  by  the 
High  Court.  The  2  and  3  cases  pending  in  the  Trevan- 
drum  and  Parur  Sessions  Courts  respectively  were  those 
committed  about  the  close  of  the  year  to  await  trial  at  the 
Auvany  Sessions. 

87.  The  average  duration  of  a  Sessions  trial  was  11 
.  days  against  8  days  in  1065  and  10  days 

uraiono  ana.  jn  1064.  Talcing  the  results  of  the  in¬ 
dividual  courts,  the  duration  was  the  smallest,  in  the 
Alleppey  Sessions  Court  (5  days)  and  the  longest,  in  the 
Nagercoil  Court  (17  days). 


88.  69  appeals  affecting  141  persons  were  preferred  to

persons  in  the  year  preceding.  Including  the  number  left 
in  arrears  at  the  close  of  1065,  there  were  73  appeals  af¬ 
fecting  146  persons  for  disposal  during  the  year  against 
57  appeals  affecting  89  persons  in  1065.  Ali  these  were 
disposed  of  during  the  year.  The  disposals  showed  an 
increase  of  1 9  appeals  over  the  preceding  year.

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per  cent  against  51-1  in  1065.  This  shows  an  improvement 
in  the  quality  of  the  decisions  of  the  Courts  against  whose 
sentences  the  appeals  were  preferred. 

90.  The  duration  of  appeals  averaged  19  days  against 
21  in  1065.  Taking  the  courts  indivi- 
a  pelir86  duratlon  of  dually,  we  find  that  the  Alleppey  Court 
ap  had  the  shortest  duration  during  the 

year  (15  days)  while  Quilon  took  this  place  in  1065  with 
an  average  of  11  days.  The  longest  delay  was  in  the 
Nagercoil  Court.  The  average  duration  of  appeals  in  the 
other  three  courts  was  18  days. 

The  Alleppey  Sessions  Court  had  the  heaviest  and 
Parur  the  lightest  file  in  both  years.  No  appeal  was 
pending  at  the  close  of  the  year  while  3  such  stood  over 
for  disposal  last  year  in  the  Nagercoi-l  Court. 


91.  The  marginal  statement  shows  the  miscellaneous

92.  The  fines  imposed  by  all  the  Courts  during  the  year 
amounted  to  Rs  47,032-1 3  clis.-4  cash  against  Rs  45,052- 
25  chs.-3  cash  in  the  preceding  year.  Distributing  the  fines 
among  the  4850  persons  sentenced  to  this  penalty,  the  fine 
per  head  averaged  9-7  Rupees  against  9  Rs  in  1065.  The 
amount  of  fines  realised  during  the  year  formed  nearly  63 
per  cent  of  the  amount  imposed.  The  fees  &c,  levied  in 
the  Magistrates’  Courts  amounted  to  Rs  5,514-13-7  against 
Rs  5,386-8-2  in  1065  showing  an  incrase  of  R.s  128-5-5 
over  the  preceding  year.

Two  appeals  affecting  5  persons  were,  ho  wevor,  preferred 
by  Government  from  the  decisions  of 
other  appeals.  Sessions  J udges  reversing  tlie  convic¬ 

tions  entered  by  First  Class  Magistrates  against  one  such 
appeal  affecting  one  person  in  1065.  One  of  these  appeals 
affecting  two  persons  was  withdrawn  by  Government  and  in 
the  other  affecting  3  persons,  interference  with  the  decision  of 
the  Sessions  Judge  was  declined.  Three  appeals  affecting 
3  persons  were  preferred  to  the  High  Court  by  Govern¬ 
ment  against  acquittals  ordered  by  Magistrates  while  in 
1065  there  were  no  such  appeals.  In  one  case,  the 
Subordinate  Magistrate’s  decision  was  set  aside  and  con¬ 
viction  entered.  The  remaining  appeals,  having  been  pre¬ 
sented  only  3  days  before  the  close  of  the  year,  were  pend¬ 
ing  disposal  at  the  end  of  1066.  It  will  be  observed  that 
the  High  Court  thus  disposed  of,  on  the  whole,  48  appeals 
affecting  72  persons  against  40  appeals  affecting  67  per¬ 
sons  in  the  year  preceding. 

96.  The  duration  of  an  appeal  averaged  32  days  against)

involved,  2  for  obtaining  the  records  of  other  connected 
oases,  one  for  the  submission  of  findings  on  issues  remitted, 
another  to  enable  the  Government  Pleader  to  consider 
whether  the  appeal  should  bo  withdrawn  or  not,  9  on  ac¬ 
count  of  the  intervention  of  the  Christmas  holidays  and  7 
on  account  of  the  intervention  of  the  midsummer  vacation.

Court  just  a  few  days  before  the  year  closed. 

Of  the  8  persons  recommended  to  sentence  of  death 
and  6  to  sentence  of  life-imprisonment,  the  conviction  in 
the  case  of  o  and  4  persons  respectively  was  confirmed  and 
in  the  rest,  the  sentences  were  altered. 

98.  5  of  the  12  persons  involved  in  the  referred  trials 
disposed  of  during  the  year  were  defended  in  the  High 
Court  at  Government  cost  against  3  in  the  year  preceding. 
In  the  case  of  one  of  the  prisoners  sentenced  to  rigorous 
imprisonment  for  life,  the  sentence  was,  on  the  recom¬ 
mendation  of  the  High  Court,  commuted  by  His  Highness 
the  Maha  Rajah  to  one  of  4  years’  imprisonment  in  the 
exercise  of  the  Royal  prerogative  of  mercy. 

99.  “  Excluding  the  period  for  which  two  cases  had 

to  stand  over  for  the  expiry  of  the 
ferred  nil1  °  a  appeal  term  allowed  by  law,  3  for  the 
escort  of  the  prisoners  from  the  Mo- 
fussil  Jails,  one  on  account  of  the  absence  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  Pleader  on  leave,  another  to  enable  the  prisoner  to 
appoint  and  instruct  a  Vakeel,  one  for  examining  the 
Chemical  Examiner  as  a  witness  in  the  High  Court  and 
two  on  account  of  the  intervention  of  the  midsummer 
vacation  and  the  Christmas  holidays,  ”  the  duration  of  a 
referred  trial  in  the  High  Court  averaged  12  days  in  1066, 
the  same  as  in  the  preceding  year. 
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100.  204  cases  were  reported  for  tbe  orders  of  the  High 

Court  by  Sessions  Judges  and  Distinct 
usee  aneona.  Magistrates  under  Sections  290  and 
296  of  the  Criminal  Procedure  Code  against  184  in  the 
year  preceding.  Including  the  arrears,  all  but  three  re¬ 
ceived  at  the  close  of  the  year  were  disposed  of  during  the 
year.  The  disposals  under  this  head  in  the  year  under 
review  exceeded  those  of  the  previous  year  by  75  cases. 

101.  The  High  Court  revised  182  calendars  relating  ho 
Sessions  trials  and  983  relating  to  trials  before  the  District, 
and  First  Class  Magistrates,  and  received  175  petitions 
under  Section  297  of  the  Code  of  Criminal  Procedure. 
Including  the  arrears,  all  but  4  of  the  petitions  were 
disposed  of  during  the  year. 

102.  The  High  Court  also  revised  619  appeal  statements 
from  the  Sessions  and  District  Magistrates’  Courts ;  dis¬ 
posed  of  107  references  made  by  Sessions  Judges  and 
Magistrates  on  points  of  law  and  procedure  and  20  appli¬ 
cations  for  transfer  of  cases  from  one  Court  to  another, 
and  lastly,  34  miscellaneous  petitions  connected  with 
criminal  cases. 

103.  The  High  Court  thus  summarise  the  leading 
features  in  the  administration  of  criminal  justice  during 
the  year.

of  whom,  602  men  were  under  sentences  of  rigorous  imprisonment. 
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105.  The  average  daily  strength  of  the  Jails  was  590 
against  583  in  1065  and  the  average  mortality,  2'03  per 
cent  against  one  in  the  year  previous.  The  mortality  in 
the  Central  Jail  was  1'5  against  ;9  in  the  year  preceding. 
This  has  contributed  to  the  rise  in  the  percentage  of  mor¬ 
tality  in  all  the  J  ails  taken  together.  The  Durbar  Physi¬ 
cian  attributes  the  high  rate  of  mortality  in  the  Central 
Jail  to  the  convicts  having  been  of  delicate  constitution 
and  not  to  Jail  influence. 

106.  The  following  figures  show  the  number  of  con¬ 
victs  who  after  release  have  again  committed  offences  and 
come  back  to  the  Central  Jail,  during  the  last  3  years : —

107.  Including  the  cost  of  Medical  attendance,  the  ex¬ 
penditure  on  account  of  the  J  ails  amount- 
jxpen  i  uie.  ec)  to  44,845  against.  47,849  in  1065. 

This  gives  an  average  of  70  Rs.-O  ch.-8  cash  as  the  cost  per 
convict,  as  compared  with  82  Rs.-2  chs.-l  cash  in  the  pre¬ 
ceding  year.  The  total  expenditure  is  distributed  as  shown 
below  : — 


The  average  cost  of  a  convict  shows  a  decrease  under 
the  head  of  “  dieting  and  clothing  ”  being  32  Rs.  21  chs. 
4  cash  against  39  Rs.  15  chs.  10  cash  in  the  preceding  year 
while  that  under  other  heads  do  not.  show  any  appreciable 
difference.  The  reduction  is  due  to  the  fact  that  rice  for 
the  convicts  iu  the  Central  Jail  was  supplied  from  the 


Sircar  stores  at  lower  rates  tlian  those  previously  charged 
by  contractors.  The  bids  at  the  annual  auction  were  so 
high  that  the  Government  preferred  not  to  accept  any.

108.'  The  following  is  a  statement 
of  money  spent  on  manufactures  in  the 
Jail  and  that  realised  by  the  sale  of  the 
articles  made: — 


These  are  the  earnings  of  convicts  employed  in  intra¬ 
mural  labor.  Adding  Rs.  9,259-7-0  (the  assessed  amount 
of  labor  on  roads  and  gardens)  the  total  earnings  from 
convict  labor  in  the  Central  Jail  amounted  to  Rs.  14,099- 
8-£  against  an  expenditure  of  Rs.  31,325. 

109.  Towards  the  close  of  the  year,  His  Highness  the 
Maha  Rajah  sanctioned  a  set  of  rules  under  which  a  small 
money  grant  is  given  to  destitute  convicts  on  their  release 
to  enable  them  to  reach  their  homes,  instead  of  begging 
about  the  streets  or  committing  offences  which  will  bring 
them  back  to  the  Jail.  A  permanent  advance  of  15  Rs.  a 
month  is  allowed  to  the  Superintendent  who  makes  pay¬ 
ments  out  of  the  amount,  renders  an  account  and  recoups 
himself  at  the  beginning  of  the  following  month. 

110.  The  Resident  having  very  kindly  procured  for  His 
Highness’  Government  a  copy  of  Mr.  Oardew’s  very  in¬ 
teresting  report  on  the  Madras  Jails,  His  Highness  the 
Maha  Rajah  has  just  been  pleased  to  appoint  a  Com¬ 
mittee  presided  over  by  the  Durbar  Physician  to  examine 
into  the  working  of  the  Travancore  Jail  system  with  a  view 
to  the  reduction  of  cost  and  the  introduction  of  wholesome 
improvements.  The  question  of  abolishing  the  District 
Jail  at  Quilon  and  transferring  the  prisoners  to  the  Central 
Jail  will  be  among  the  subjects  to  be  considered  and  re¬ 
ported  upon  by  the  Committee.

111.  Original  Jurisdiction.  The  number  of  Courts 
which  exercised  original  jurisdiction  during  the  year  was, 
as  in  the  previous  year,  23  viz.  18  Munsifl  Courts  and  5  Zillah 
Courts.

Courts  were  23,963  or  96-3  per  cent  and  911  or  3'7  per  cent 
against  27,197  or  96'7  per  cent  and  934  or  3-3  respectively 
in  the  preceding  year.  The  aggregate  number  filed  dur¬ 
ing  the  year  showed  a  decrease  of  3,257  suits  or  1T57  per 
cent  as  compared  with  that  of  the  last  year  and  1,903  suits 
or  7"1  per  cent  as  compared  with  the  average  file  of  the 
last  five  years.  The  decrease  is  striking,  but  the  High 
Court  think  that  “  no  particular  reason  ca,n  be  assigned  ” 
for  it.  Another  year’s  experience  would  perhaps  lead  to  the 
detection  of  the  cause  of  this  variation.  It  may,  however, 
be  remarked  that  the  falling  off  is  general  and  not  confined 
to  any  particular  locality  or  class  of  persons. 

Inclusive  of  arrears  and  suits  re- admitted  and  received 
by  transfer,  the  total  number  for  disposal  during  the  year 
was  30,905  against  33,127  in  the  preceding  year  showing 
a  decrease  of  2,222  or  6'7  per  cent.  The  disposals  during 
the  two  years  were  26,447  and  27,850  and  the  arrears  at 
their  close,  4,458  and  5,277  respectively. 

113.  The  aggregate  value  of  the  claims  involved  in  the 

v  .  .  .  suits  instituted  during  the  year  amount- 

vame  oi  suits.  ed  to  Eg  24,61,798  against  25,94,535 

and  the  average  value  of  a  suit  was  Rs.  99  against  Rs. 
92-23  in  1065.  Looking  to  the  values  of  the  suits,  it  is 
observed  that  97-17  per  cent  of  the  suits  filed  during  the 
year  were  of  Rs.  500  and  below,  1-82  per  cent  between  500 
and  1,000  Rs  and  1-01  above  1,000  Rs,  against  97-39,  1-73 
and  -88  respectively  in  the  preceding  year.  This  shows 
that,  while  there  was  a  fall  in  the  total  number  filed,  there 
was  a  rise  in  the  number  of  suits  of  higher  value  as  compar¬ 
ed  with  the  last  year.  This  accounts  also  for  the  higher 
average  value  of  each  suit. 


114.  Of  the  institutions  during  the  year,  37'38  per  cent 
were  small  causes  against  33'01  per  cent  in  the  preceding 
year.  The  increase  is  due  to  the  raising  of  the  small  cause 
powers  of  the  Munsifis  from  20  to  30  Us.  under  Eegu- 
lation  III  of  1066  which  came  into  force  about  the  middle 
of  the  year. 


115.  The  proportion  of  suits  contributed  by  the  several 
Zillah  Courts  to  the  total  original  litigation  was  nearly 
the  same  as  in  the  last  year.  In  respect  of  small  causes, 
Nagercoil  takes  the  lead  this  year  instead  of  Trovandruni 
last  year,  while  Alleppey  contributed  the  smallest  percent¬ 
age  of  such  suits  in  both  years.  Nagercoil  contributed  the 
largest  percentage  of  real  property  suits  and  I’arur  the 
smallest.  Alleppey  and.  Nagercoil  occupy  the  first  and 
last  place  respectively  in  regard  to  the  value  of  suits  filed 
during  the  year  as  they  did  in  1065. 

116.  The  total  number  of  persons  concerned  in  the 
suits  instituted  during  the  year  was  (>6,-153 — 28,346  as 
Plaintiffs  and  38,107  as  Defendants  against  74,055,  31,575 
and  42,480  respectively  in  1065.  Those  are  classified 
below  according  to  creed  and  sex  : — 
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This  shows  that  one  out  of  85  persons  appeared  as 
Plaintiffs  and  one  out  of  63  persons  as  Defendants  and  one 
out  of  36  persons  as  Plaintiff  or  Defendant  against  one 
out  of  76  and  one  out  of  56  and  one  out  of  32  respectively 
in  1065.  One  out  of  20  males  and  one  out  of  200  females 
were  involved  in  original  litigation  during  the  year  against 
one  out  -of  18  and  one  out  of  166  respectively  in  the  pre¬ 
ceding  year.

In  the 
Trivandrum,  Alleppey  and  Parnr  Courts,  the  arrears 
chiefly  in  original  suits  were  greatly  reduced  at  the  close  of 
the  year.  Of  the  39  original  suits  pending  in  the  Parin' 
Court,  25  were  filed  during  the  last  quarter.  In  the  Trivan¬ 
drum  Court  50  out  of  155  cases  pending  were  of  less  than  3 


months’  standing.  In  the  Quilon  Court,  the  arrears  in  origi¬ 
nal  cases  were  larger,  hut  in  appeals  less  than  at  the  close 
of  the  previous  year.  In  Nagercoil  the  arrears  were  larger 
in  both  classes  of  cases.  In  the  Paror  Court  there  were 
20  cases  of  more  than  a  year’s  standing,  while  at  the  close 
of  the  preceding  year,  there  were  0  such  eases.  In  the 
Alleppey  Court  the  arrears  were  reduced  from  59  suits  of 
more  than  one  year’s  standing  and  one  of  more  than  2  years’ 
standing  to  1.8  suits  of  move  than  one  hut.  loss  than  2  years’ 
standing.  Tn  the  Nagercoil  and  Quilon  Courts  old  arrears 
showed  an  unsatisfactory  increase  and  the  High  Court  give 
the  following'  explanation.  “  In  tlm  Nagercoil  District 
Court  a  large  numbor  of  old  cases  was  left  undisposed  ol:  by 
(the  late)  Judge  Mr.  Ghokalingnm  Pillay  owing  to  his  in¬ 
ability  to  cope  with  the  work  of  the  Court  on  account  of 
illness,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  present  incumbent  Mr.

incumbents  Messrs.  Maragatliavelu'Moodelliar  and  Harihara 
Iyer  exceeded  the  minimum  work  prescribed.  Mr.  Cosby’s 
disposal  on  the  original  side  fell  short  of  tlie  minimum  'by 
4  suits,  but  it  “  is  more  than  counterbalanced  by  the  large 
increase  of  132  appeals  in  his  disposals.”  The  disposals

nabhapuram  division  and  in  Neduvengad  in  the  Trevan- 
drum  division,  and  (2)  under  tho  new  sytem  in  Kottara- 
karay,  Ambalapulay,  Kunnatoor  and  Mavelikaray  in  tho 
Quilon  division. 

178.  Outside  the  work  of  this  Department  for  pur¬ 
poses  of  Revenue  Settlement,  the  land  about  the  irrigation 
bund  constructed  at  Parur  by  the  Public  Works  De¬ 
partment  in  connection  with  the  backwater  reclamation 
scheme  was  surveyed  and  mapped,  to  enable  this  Govern¬ 
ment  to  determine  whether  the  bund  had  encroached  be¬ 
yond  the  State  boundary  line  as  alleged  by  tho  Cochin 
Government.  A  surveyor  was  also  deputed  to  rofix  fallen 
demarcation  stones  in  the  State  boundary  which  work  had 
to  be  abandoned  in  the  previous  year  owing  to  bad  weather;

There  was  some  interruption  caused 
to  the  steady  progress  of  work  in  this  taluq  partly  by  the 
delay  in  the  field  survey  and  partly  by  the  department 
having  to  work  Puthuval  cases.

,  "  review  of  the  report  for  1065,  a  diagram 
lagramo  piogiess.  ^ikiting  yle  progress  0f  settlement 
work  is  appended  to  this  report.  In  the  taluqs  under 
operation  it  will  be  seen  how  the  work  is  under  various 
stages  of  progress — two  are  close  upon  final  settlement,  one 
is  ready  for  assessment  operation,  three  are  fast  approach¬ 
ing  that  stage  and  the  others  are  under  registration  or 


The  concluding  observations  of  the  Settlement 
Dewan  Peishcar  are  reproduced,  as  pro- 
ro'  traying  the  peculiar  difficulties  impeding 
the  progress  of  Settlement  work. 


“  The  completed  taluqs  are  but  two,  viz.  Trevandrum 
“  and  Sherainkil.  Here  the  work  was  started  under 
“  comparatively  favorable  circumstances  and  was  pursued 
“  with  as  little  friction  and  in  as  compact  a  manner  as 
“  could  be  expected  under  the  given  conditions,  yet  each 
“  of  these  taluqs  has  consumed  5  years  from  beginning  of 
“  field  work  to  the  issue  of  fair  Puttahs.  In  the  case  of 
“  Trevandrum,  the  period  includes  the  time  occupied  by 
“  demarcation  which  was  conducted  by  this  Department.  ” 
“  The  Revenue  Settlement  is  generally  a  tardy  process 
“  and  it  is  more  so  in  Travancore  than  elsewhere  owing  to 
“  its  peculiar  features.  The  work,  so  far  as  it  has  proceed- 
“  ed,  shows  that  the  other  taluqs  are  not  better  off  than 
“  Trevandrum  or  Sherainkil  in  respect  of  the  difficulties 
“  to  be  overcome.  If  there  is  any  difference  in  local  pe- 
"  culiarities  it  is  not  certainly  oh  the  side  of  advantage. 


“  Judging  by  the  facts  and  figures  already  available  and 
“  from  the  experience  I  have  had  in  working  the  details, 
“  I  feel  no  hesitation  to  say  that  the  complete  settlement 
“  of  an  average  taluq,  taken  by  itself,  would  take  not  less 
“  than  5  years.  ” 

“  One  absorbing  item  of  work  is  ‘  Registration  ’  or 
“  the  process  of  determining  the  Puttadars.  Owing  to 
“  the  defective  state  of  the  village  accounts  anil  the  com- 
“plex  system  of  tenures  and  rights  of  inheritance,  the 
“  field  agency  have  a  very  trying  task  to  got  through,  in 
“  this  direction.  ” 

“  The  late  Dewan  who  organised  the  present  scheme, 
“thought,  at  first,  that  the  whole  State  could  be  settled  in 
“  5  years.  From  the  data  gathered  by  me  in  the  course 
“  of  experimental  operations  carried  on  in  two  villages 
“  of  Trevandrvun  and  three  of  Sherayinkil,  T  found  that 
“the  estimate  was  based  on  imperfect  data.  In  my  letter 
“to  Government  No.  127  of  the  f>fch  October  1884,  I  gave 
“  figures  to  show  that  with  field  establishment  then  allow- 
“  ed,  the  registration  work  alone  would  consume  a  much 
“  longer  period.  I  assumed  JO, 000  cases  as  representing 
“the  registration  work  of  a  taluq,  on  an  average.  At 
“  this  rate,  the  aggregate  number  of  cases  for  the  whole 
“  State  I  calculated  to  be  9,00,000  and  the  period  for 
“  clearing  them  29  years.  The  progress  of  work  has 
“  shown  that  I  have  not  over-rated  the  figures,  though 
“  Government  at  the  time  did  not  fully  share  my  view. 
“  The  Government,  however,  saw  the  necessity  of  raising 
“the  field  establishment  from  128  classifiers  to  double 
“  that  number.  ” 

“  The  number  of  Registration  cases  that  had  to  be 
“  dealt  with  in  each  of  the  settled  taluqs  was  more  than 
“  40,000  which  is  in  excess  of  the  average  of  JO, 000  cases 
“  assumed  for  calculation.  Out  of  the  5  years  which  the 
“  Settlement  of  each  of  these  taluqs  has  taken,  3  years 
“  must  be  set-  to  the  account  of  the  Registration  work. 
“  This  was  what  my  calculation  came  to  as  given  in  my 
“letter  to  Government  above  quoted. 

“  Where  the  villages  of  a  taluq  are  constituted  as 
"  they  are  at  present,  3  years  would  be,  more  or  less,  the 


“  time  required  for  completing  the  Registration  work 
“  alone  at  the  rate  of  one  classifier  for  eacli  village.  The 
“  other  process  of  work  including  the  tale  of  trees  cannot 
“  be  expected  to  be  finished  in  less  than  two  years. 

“  In  this  connection  it  may  not  be  inappropriate  to 
“  note  here  that  the  last  settlement  of  1012  M.  E.,  partial 
“  as  it  was,  confined  to  garden  land  and  conducted  on 
“  a  simple  method  took  not  less  than  15  years  for  the  pro- 
“  cess  of  registration  which  after  all  did  not  see  a.  satis- 
“  factory  close.” 

“  As  I  have  all  along'  urged,  the  only  possible  way  of 
“  securing-  greater  expeditiousness  and  saving  of  time  and 
“  money  is  to  enlarge  the  sphere  of  simultaneous  operation. 
“  A  group  of  taluqs — say  half  a  dozen,  worked  together 
would  not  require  considerably  more  time  than  a  single 
“  taluq.  The  material  gain  lies  in  acting  on  this  plan.  So 
“  far  as  the  survey  is  concerned  it  is  all  the  same  whether 
“  this  or  any  other  method  is  pursued.  The  whole  body 
“  of  surveyors  may,  if  necessary,  be  concentrated  on  a 
“  single  taluq  each  dealing  with  a  few  individual  fields. 
“  But  this  is  out  of  the  question  in  the  matter  of  setble- 
“  ment.  Here  the  distribution  of  work  is  restricted  by 
“  the  condition  of  one  classifier  for  one  village.  Multi- 
t!  plicity  of  hands  means  the  splitting  of  registration  cases, 
“  the  repetition  of  enquiries,-  needless  harassing-  of  parties 
“  and  swelling-  of  writing  business,  producing  conflict  and 
“  confusion.  At  an  early  stage  of  the  settlement  opera- 
“  tions  an  experiment  was  made  in  this  direction  and  prov- 
“  ed  an  utter  failure.” 

“  This  subject  I  have  discussed  at  some  length  in  my 
“  letter  to  Government  No.  84  dated  20th  October  1890, 
“  with  reference  to  a  proposal  made  by  the  Survey  Superin- 
“  tendent  in  the  year  under  report  to  work-  the  taluqs 
“  one  at  a  time.” 

“  There  are  now  several  groups  of  taluqs  under  simul- 
“  taneous  operation  though  the  maximum  number  is  not 
"  more  than  three  and  a  proportionate  saving-  of  time  may 
“  be  naturally  expected.” 


REVENUE  AND  FINANCE. 

Land  Rkvkxh:. 


227.  The  rain-fall  of  the  year  was  more  copious  than 
and  rainfall  ^he  yeav  previons,  but  as  much  of  it 
Henson  ant  nun  a..  was  oufc  of  season  and  unevenly  distri¬ 
buted,  there  was  a  general  failure  of  crops  of  overy  des¬ 
cription  throughout  the  country.  The  Kunny  or  first  crop 
of  the  year  failed  largely,  ('specially  in  the  two  Southern 
divisions.  There  whs  a  partial  failure  in  the  second  or 
Kumbhom  crop  also. 


228.  The  fall,  as  gauged  in  the  several  stations,  stood

It  will  be  observed  from  this  statement  that  with  the 
exception  of  Quilon,  Trevandrum,  Hhencottah  and  Padma- 
nabhapuram,  the  fall  in  the  other  stations  was  more  scanty 
than  in  1065.

3,68,883 
acres  assessed  at  Rs.  1 4,07,394  or  Rs.  3- 
Ohs.  22-0.  13  per  acre  on  an  average.  Add  to  this, 
Rs.  4,54,328,  the  assessment  on  garden  lands,  and 
Rs.  3,10,083,  the  demand  on  account,  of  miscellaneous  re¬ 
venue  from  land,  and  the  total  demand  was  Rs.  21,71,805. 
Deduct  therefrom,  the  customary  remissions  amounting  to 
Rs.  1,65,246  and  the  net  demand  was  Rs.  20,06,559,  against. 
Rs.  20,85,971  in  the  previous  year.  Out  of  this,  a  sum  of 
Rs.  18,61,935  was  collected  within  the  year,  or  a  little 
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more  than  92  per  cent  against  95  per  cent  in  1065.  The 
bad  harvest  accounts  for  the  Ion-  percentage  of  collection. 

The  balance  remaining-  uncollected  was  Rs.  1,44,624 
or  a  sum  of  Rs.  43,447  more  than  the  arrears  at  the  close  of 
1065.  A  sum  of  Rs.  7,030  has  been  since  recovered.  Out 
of  the  remainder,  nearly  Rs.  60,000  will  have  to  be  struck 
off  the  books,  on  account  of  waste  and  withered  crops.

With  a  view  to  afford  fur¬ 
ther  relief,  '.His  Highness’  Government 
allowed  the  tax  in  the  Neyyattincaray,  Neduvengad,  Trovan- 
drum  and  Vilavencode  taluqs  to  be  levied  in  money,  instead 
of  in  kind,  at  a  uniform  rate  of  10  chuckroms  per  parali,  a 
much  lower  rate  than  the  rates  ruling  in  the  market.  The 
necessity  for  adopting  such  a  measure  in  preference  to  sus¬ 
pension  or  postponement  of  kists  will  be  apparent,  when  we 
consider  how  difficult  it  is  to  the  ryots  to  pay  up  both  cur¬ 
rent  revenue  and  arrears  at  the  same  time.

242.  As  much  of  the  land  originally  taken  up  for  coffee 
cultivation  was  abandoned,  owing  either 
land3eitnoultivatecl°ffee  to  the  failure  of  coffee  or  the  unsuitablo- 
ness  of  the  soil,  without  the  grantee  re¬ 
linquishing  possession  and  without  the  Government  being- 
able  to  resume  those  lands  by  attachment  and  sale,  so  long- 
as  the  grantee  paid  no  tax  which  was  temporarily  remitted 
during  the  disastrous  seasons  which  coffee,  cultivation  pass¬ 
ed  through  .some  years  ago,  the  Government  imposed  a 
nominal  tax  of  2  annas  per  acre  from  1st  Ohingam  1067  on 
all  lands  registered  for  coffee  or  tea  cultivation,  whether 
the  lands  were  utilised  or  not,  the  proprietor  being  at  liberty 
to  relinquish  the  whole  or  any  portion  of  such  lands,  in 
which  case  the  tax  on  the  portion  relinquished  would  bo 
remitted. 


243.  A  notice  issued  under  date  the  4th  Gunny  1066  re¬ 
mitted  the  interest  on  arrears  accumu- 
lated  up  to  the  end  of  1065,  provided 
the  arrears  were  paid  by  the  end  of  1066. 
This  notice  was  intended  to  apply  to  the  Trevandrum  and 
Palpanabhapuram  divisions  where  the  arrears  had  increas¬ 
ed  to  a  large  extent. 


244.  Having  received  an  advance  of  six  thousand  Bs. 

di  o  cultivation  G'om  ^ie  ^1'avanc01'e  Government,  Mr. 
n  igo  on  iva  um.  jyfackay  set  to  work  to  cultivate  indigo. 
According  to  his  reports,  in  April,  he  imported  50  maunds 
of  the  best  North-west  Provinces  indigo  seed  from  Bengal. 
Some  favourable  localities  in  the  south  were  selected  to  be¬ 
gin  with,  in  all  100  aores.  Improved  methods  of  cultiva¬ 
tion  were  resorted  to.  Sowing  commenced  in  May  and  the 
early  part  of  June.  About  1 00  acres  germinated  freely  and 
promised  well.  But  unfortunately,  there  was  a  drought. 
Mr.  Mackay  observes,  “  Indigo  requires  in  this  soil  continual 
“  moisture  after  it  puts  out  10  leaves  until  it  reaches  a  height 
“  of  15  to  18  inches.  After-  reaching  this  height,  only  oe- 
“  casional  rain  is  necessary.  I  relied  on  the  usual  rainfall 
“  of  some  7  inches  in  May  and  11  inches  in  Juno.  Unfor- 
“  tunately  for  indigo,  and  all  other  crops,  the  usual  mon- 
“  soon  proved  a  total  failure.  The  indigo  crop,  owing  to 
“  the  excessive  drought,  never  progressed  beyond  the 
“  stage  of  a  seedling  but  became  stunted,  and  failed  to 
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“  reach  that  maturity  when  dye  would  have  been  developed, 
“  and  instead  of  having  good  healthy  plant  with  a  fair  per- 
«  centage  of  dye  matter,  the  result  was  a  stunted  seedling 
“  of  no  value  for  dye  producing  purposes.  It  is  most  un- 
“  fortunate  that  a  new  enterprise  like  this  should  have  had 
“  such  an  unpropitious  year  for  its  commencement.” 

An  experiment  was  made  in  manufacturing  the  poor 
crop  obtained  and  one  pound  of  dye  per  ton  was  ex¬ 
tracted.

Forest  officer  and  subsequently  Deputy  Conservator  of 
Forests,  was  appointed  Conservator.  In  this  connection, 
His  Highness’  Government,  wisli  to  place  on  record  the 
good  service  rendered  by  Mr.  0.  R..  Vernede  as  head  of 
the  Forest  Department  for  a.  period  of  nearly  27  years,  in 
recognition  of  which  they  granted  him  a  pension  of  one 
half  of  his  salary  and  a  bonus  of  Rs.  4,200. 

283.  Two  appointments  were  made  in  the  upper-  grade 
of  the  Department.  Mr.  Sanderson,  a  planter  of  some  ex¬ 
perience  of  the  country  and  a  professional  surveyor,  was 
appointed  temporarily  a  Deputy  Conservator  at  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  current  year,  and  Mr.  A.  Watts,  who  received 
a  training  in  the  Imperial  Forest  school  at  Debra  Dun,  was 
appointed  an  Assistant  Conservator.  Referring  to  the 
attainments  and  usefulness  of  the  latter,  the  Conservator 
remarks  that  “  the  training  he  has  received  enables  him  to 
take  an  intelligent  interest  in  the  scientific  as  well  as  the 
practical  side  of  Forestry,  while  his  knowledge  of  the 
vernacular  is  of  great  assistance  in  the  holding  of  en¬ 
quiries  and  the  unravelling  of  intricate  cases.” 

284.  Alive  to  the  importance  of  employing  educated 
and  experienced  men  in  the  department  with  a  view  to  its 
efficient  working,  Government  sent  at  their  expense 
a  young  man,  Mr.  A.  Sawyer,  to  the  Debra  Dun  school  in 
June  1891.  to  undergo  a  course  of  study  for  a  period  of  21 
months. 

285.  The  want  of  a  comprehensive  legislative  enact- 

Forest  law  ment  for  the  proper  protection  of  our

“  a  school  is  opened  here  and  there  at.  the  suggestion,  it 
“  may  bo,  of  a  public-spirited  Government  official  or  at  the

445.  In  the  Matriculation  examination  held  during  the 
year,  32  pupils  or  42  per  cent  'of  those 
veraiw  raamiiatiS'  w^°  appeared  were  successful,  a  result 
which  does  not  compare  favourably  with 
that  of  1066,  when  nearly  70  per  cent  passed.  Three  of 
the  successful  youths  were  placed  in  the  first  class.  The 
Acting  Principal  states  that  the  results  in  the  College, 
though  falling  short  of  the  previous  year,  were  better  than 
most  of  the  other  Colleges  affiliated  to  the  University. 
The  greatest  number  of  failures  seems  to  have  been  in  Ge¬ 
neral  Knowledge.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  a  Malayali 
Brahmin,  a  class  that  does  not  take  kindly  to  English  edu¬ 
cation,  took  the  first  place  from  amongst  the  College  candi¬ 
dates  in  the  Matriculation,  and  his  example  will,  it  is  hoped, 
be  followed  by  others  of  his  community. 


'446.  The  results  of  the  Matriculation  examination  in 
the  District  High  schools  at  Kottar,  Alleppey  and  Quilon 
were  better  than  those  of  the  previous  year,  the  percentage 
having  been  29,  54  and  50  respectively. 
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447.  Of  the  aided  Boys’  schools  at  the  capital,  the 
Fort  High  school  passed  only  one  out  of  fifteen,  a  very 
unsatisfactory  result.  The  Town  High  school,  however, 
did  very  well,  having  passed  11  out  of  30. 

448.  The  best  percentage  of  results  in  the  whole  of 
Travancore  was  attained  by  the  two  Girls’  schools  at  the 
capital  viz : — the  Sirkar  Girls’  school,  and  the  Convent  of 
the  Holy  Angels,  an  institution  which  was  brought  under 
the  grant-in-aid  system  within  the  year.  The  Sirkar  Girls’ 
School  presented  4  for  the  Matriculation  and  the  Convent 
School  6,  and  all  passed.  One  young  lady  from  the  latter, 
Miss  Kate  Mitchell,  secured  the  honor  of  a  first  class. 

449.  The  steady  progress  of  English  education  is  ex¬ 
emplified  by  the  numbers  that  appear  every  year  for  the 
Matriculation  -examination.  In  the  year  under  report,  360 
are  reported  to  have  presented  themselves  from  all  Tra¬ 
vancore  against  326  in  1065  and  117  two  years  ago.  The 
percentage  of  passes  in  the  whole  State  Avas  26-6  in  the 
year  under  reporfragainst  26-3  the  year  before. 

450.  There  was  a  decided  improvement  in  the  results 
of  the  First  Examination  in  Arts,  which  show  a  percentage 
of  41  as  against  27  in  the  previous  year.  The  largest 
number  of  failures  appears  to  have  been  in  Physiology. 

451.  Greater  suocess  than  in  the  previous  year  was 
also  attained  in  the  Language  Branch  of  the  B.  A.  Exami¬ 
nation,  63-4  having  passed  as  against  55-6  in  1065.  Of 
the  26  who  passed,  one  was  second  in  a  first  class  of  three, 
11  were  in  the  second  class  and  14  in  the  third.  These 
results  are  very  creditable.  The  College  did  very  well  in 
the  Optional  Branch  also,  having  secured  a  percentage  of 
43  against  26-6  in  1065.  In  the  Philosophy  section  three 
candidates  passed  out  of  six,  two  in  the  second  class  and 
one  in  the  third  class.  It  is  gratifying  to  learn  that  all 
these  three  young  men  belong  to  the  Mavalikaray  house, 
allied  to  the  Royal  family.  In  the  Science  section  three 
candidates  passed  out  of  eight,  tAvo  in  the  second  class  and 
one  in  the  third.  Mr.  Read  reports  that  the  tAvo  candi¬ 
dates  who  headed  the  list  in  the  Presidency  were  students 
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of  the  College  till  July  and  then  went  to  the  Presidency 
College  for  the  last  term.  One  of  them  obtained  the  Ami 
Gold  Medal  for  Chemistry. 

452.  An  interesting  event  in  connection  with  the 
University  Examinations  was  the  success  of  His  Highness 
the  2nd  Prince  in  the  History  branch  of  the  B.  A.  Exami¬ 
nation.  This  is,  it  is  believed,  the  first  instance  of  a 
Prince  of  a  reigning  house  in  India  obtaining  the  degree 
of  B.  A.  The  Prince’s  fellow  student,  Kerala  Varma  Koil 
Tampuran,  also  passed  the  B.  A.  in  the  same  branch. 

His  Highness  the  Maha  Rajah  is  much  gratified  at 
the  success  of  his  nephew  and  is  also  very  much  pleased 
that  the  Prince  has  resolved  to  go  up  for  the  M.  A. 
degree.  Mr.  Read  records  the  success  of  an  old  student  of 
the  College,  Raja  Raja  Varma  Coil  Tampuran,  in  tlio  M.  A. 
Examination  in  Sanskrit. 


453.  In  the  B.  L.  Examination  two  passed  out  of  five 
Law  oiass  who  appeared,  being  a  percentage  of  40 

w  as  compared  with  30-4  in  the  whole 

Presidency.  Seven  students  passed  the  Madras  Pleaders’ 
Grade  Examination,  which  is  reported  to  be  by  no  means 
an  easy  test.  One  of  the  successful  candidates  from  Tra-  : 
vancore  headed  the  list  in  the  Presidency. 

The  Acting  Principal  states  that  from  the  Law 
Professor’s  report  the  conduct  of  the  students  seems  to 
have  been  excellent.  To  meet  the  wants  of  the  class 
which  has  expanded  considerably  of  late  years,  and  to 
keep  pace  with  the  legal  education  imparted  elsewhere, 
Dr.  Ormsby  recommended,  during  the  year,  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  an  Assistant  Professor  of  Law.  Government 
have  since  sanctioned  it  and  trust  that  Mr.  Govinda  Pillay 
b.  a.  and  is.  i.,  the  new  Assistant  Professor,  will  prove  a 
useful  eo-adjutor  to  the  Professor  of  Law.  The  College 
prize  for  the  Law  Class  was  secured  by  T.  Pulpu  Pillay  b.a., 
and  a  certificate  for  distinguished  answering  in  the  class 
examinations  was  awarded  to  S.  T.  Veeraraghava  Chary  b.  a.

The  increase 
is  thus  Rs.  4,418  chs.  20  which  is  attributed  to  the  enhanced 
rates  of  fees,  referred  to  in  para  .436  of  the  report  for  1065 
having  been  in  operation  throughout  the  whole  of  the  year 
under  report.

457.  Taking  806  as  the  average  strength,  the  net  cost 
for  each  pupil  was  Rs.  85  ch.  1  c.  10  against  Its.  39 
ch.  9  in  1065.  Both  the  High  school  and  the  Pre¬ 
paratory  school  are  found  to  have  been  self-supporting. 

458.  Idle  Cullen  b.  a.  prize  for  the  year  was  awarded 

to  M.  Revi  Varma  n.  a.  and  the  Law 
nzes'  '  prize  to  N.  Krishna  Iyengar  n.  a.  and 
b.  l.  The  winner  of  the  Boss  Gold  Medal  was  A.  It.  Raja 
Raja  Yarrna  m.  a.  Prizes  were  also  offered  for  sjiecial  sub¬ 
jects  by  His  Highness  the  Second  Prince,  Dr.  Mitchell, 
Mr.  LaBouchardiere  and  the  Malaynli  Sabha.

459.  The  College  Library  is  reported  to  contain  at 
present  over  two  thousand  volumes. 

College  Library.  ^  Read  says  that,  it  is  a  fairly  repre¬ 
sentative  collection  and  that  large  numbers  of  students 
avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  offered  for  consulting 
the  works  of  standard  authors  on  the  subjects  of  their 
study. 


460.  The  Debating  Society  is  also  re- 
Oinbs.  ported  to  have  sprung  into  renewed  life 

during  the  year. 

461.  Mr.  Read  reports  that  the  Tennis  Club  was  in  a 
Ph  aical  trainin  flourishing  condition  and  that  other 

ysio  raining.  games  suqP  as  football,  rounders  &c, 
were  indulged  in  by  the  younger  members  of  the  institution. 
He  reports  favorably  of  the  attendance  at  the  gymnasium 
and  of  the  work  of  the  gymnastic  instructor.  The  annual 
physical  games  competition  was  held  after  the  close  of  the 
year  under  report,  and  an  account  of  it  will  find  a  place  in 
the  next  report. 

462.  The  work  of  the  High  School  and  College  during 
the  year  was  on  the  whole  successful,  and  in  congratulating 
the  Acting  Principal  and  his  Assistants  Government  trust 
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it  ■will  continue  to  maintain  the  position  it  holds  among 
the  several  Colleges  in  the  Presidency. 

463,  English  District  Schools.  There  was  no  addition 

to  the  number  of  Government  schools  in 

Number^  of  ^schools  £jie  department,  which  remained  the 
mic  tenc  ling  SB,  .  same  as  jn  the  previous  year,  viz.  22. 
But  in  pursuance  of  the  policy  of  extending  the  grant-in-aid 
system,  three  new  schools,  viz  the  Convent  of  the  Holy 
Angels,  Trevandrum,  the  Anglo-Vernacular  school  at 
Ohenganoor  and  St.  Ephraim’s  Convent  school,  Mannanom, 
were  added  to  the  list  of  aided  institutions,  thus  rais¬ 
ing  the  number  of  these  schools  to  eight. 

464.  The  only  addition  to  the  teaching  staff  was  the 
appointment  of  a  Sanskrit  Munshi  for  the  Quilon  High 
school,  where  classes  for  the  study  of  that  language  had 
been  opened  as  a  tentative  measure. 

465,  From  a  statement  furnished  by  the  Superintend¬ 
ent,  it  appears  that  there  are  only  5  B.  As.,  11 E.  As.,  and  70 
Matriculates  out  of  a  total  of  118  masters  and  teachers, 
and  only  one  graduate  head-master  in  the  District  school 
establishment.  Mr.  Duthie  has  been  informed  that  as 
vacancies  occur  Government  expect  that  they  should  be 
filled  up  with  graduates  and  under-graduates  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity.  Government  will  be  glad  to  see  eventually  a 
graduate  placed  at  the  head  of  every  District  school. 

466.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  falling-off  in 

the  strength  recorded  in  the  report  for 

'  ,rengj1'  1065  was  but  temporary,  the  total 

number  of  pupils  in  both  Government  and  aided  institu¬ 
tions  having  risen  from  3,220  in  the  previous  year  to  3,679 
in  the  year  under  review.  Even  taking  out  of  calculation 
the  strength  of  the  newly-aided  schools  added  to  the  esta¬ 
blishment  within  the  year,  there  was  an  increase  in  numbers 
by  191.  The  improvement  is  more  marked  in  the  Govern¬ 
ment  schools,  where  the  increase  was  100.  This  is  a 
gratifying  feature.  Taking  the  schools  individually,  the 
increase  is  greatest  at  Eottar  and  Quilon.  Alleppey,  At- 
tengal,  Shencottah,  Boothapandy  and  Eraniel  show  a  con¬ 
siderable  falling  off.  The  District  school  at  Boothapandy, 


whose  condition  lias  been  watched  from  year  to  year  is 
reported  to  be  showing  no  sign  of  improvement.  Mr. 
Duthie  states  that  it  lias  again  fallen  into  an  unsatisfactory 
state,  exhibiting  a  decline  not  only  in  numbers  but  in  the 
standard  of  instruction  as  well.  He  has  been  asked  to 
report  on  the  condition  of  the  school  after  six  months, 
when,  if  any  further  deterioration  is  uoticed,  the  advisa¬ 
bility  of  removing  it  to  some  more  congenial  locality  will 


467.  The  Special  school  at  Mavalikaray,  for  the  scions 
of  the  ancient  houses  allied  to  the  R.oyal  Family,  is  report¬ 
ed  to  be  progressing  satisfactorily  under  .tho  altered  ar¬ 
rangements  by  which  the  supervision  of  the  boarding-house 
attached  to  the  institution  is  vested  in  the  Head  Master. 


468.  The  average  attendance  in  both  G-overmnent  and 
aided  schools  shows  a  slight,  falling  off 
en  aucc.  from  8fr3  in  1065  to  84-6  in  the  year 

under  review.  That  in  Government  schools  alone  remained 
almost  the  same.  The  highest,  percentage  was  attained  at 
Ambalapulay  viz.  93.  The  lo  west  was  70T>  at  Eraniel. 


469.  Of  the  pupils  under  instruction  2,571  or  44*8  per 
cent  were  admitted  in  the  course  of  the 
and  tea.121,  admltlod  year,  while  2,1 1 2  or  36-5  per  cent  were 
removed  from  school . 


470.  The  average  time  spent  in  school  by  the  pupils  on 
the  register  was  22'7  months  or  the 
i>iis  In'sdwoi!116  °f  1>u"  same  as  the  previous  year.  Of  those  in 
Government  schools  alone,  the  average 
was  24’5  against  23-9  in  the  year  preceding. 

48'5  per  cent  of  the  pupils  who  left  school  during  the 
year  remained  under  tuition  for  less  than  1 2  months.  So 
short  a  course  is  absolutely  of  no  use  to  a  boy,  and  Mr. 
Duthie  has  been  asked  to  direct  the  teachers  to  persuade 
the  parents  and  guardians  to  allow  their  children  to  remain 
in  school  for  a  reasonably  long  period.  The  average  time 
spent  in  school  by  those  pupils  who  left  tho  Government 
schools  in  the  course  of  the  year  was  22-7  months  against 
20'2  in  1065.  This  is  a  decided  improvement.  Taking  the 
aided  schools  alone,  the  result  was  not  so  satisfactory,  being 
only  21‘5.

12  in  1065,  showing  an  increase  of 
Rs.  595-14-14. 

474.  The  expenditure  on  the  Government  schools  on 

„  ...  account  of  establishment  and  contingen¬ 

cies  was  Rg.  33,906-2-13  as  compared 

with  Rs.  33,451-4-15  in  the  previous  year.  The  increase 
is  due  to  the  raising  of  the  salaries  of  certain  masters  and 
the  appointment  of  a  Sanskrit  Munshi  at  Quilon.  and  of  an 
additional  clerk  for  the  Superintendent’s  office.  A  sum  of 
Rs.  4,693-20-0  was  also  spent  on  account  of  buildings, 
furniture  and  repairs.  Thus  the  total  cost  was  Rs.  38,599- 
22-13.  Deducting  from  this  the  fees  realized,  the  net  cost 
to  Government  was  Rs.  18,280-20-3.  The  cost  for  each 
pupil  was  Rs.  6-20-12  against  Rs.  5-1-11  in  1065,  The 


increase  is  due  to  the  cost  of  buildings,  furniture  and  re¬ 
pairs  having  been  taken  into  calculation  in  the  present  year 
for  the  first  time.  The  District  school  at  Ambalapulay 
was  self-supporting. 

475.  A  sum  of  Rs  2,795-22-14  was  disbursed  during 
the  year  to  the  aided  schools  on  the  establishment.  The 
cost  to  Government  for  each  pupil  in.  the  aided  schools  was 
Rs  3-17-3. 

476.  The  High  school  at  Quilon  is  reported  to  bo  the 

largest  on  the  establishment,  the  number 

ig  fee  ioo  .  0f  pUpiis  having  risen  to  402 — the  high¬ 

est  on  record.  This  is  very  gratifying.  The  accommodation 
having  been  found  to  be  insufficient,  some  of  the  classes 
were  removed  to  the  new  vernacular  school  building.  It 
is  contemplated  to  erect  a  new  school-house  on  a  suitable 
site.  Fourteen  candidates  were  presented  for  the  Matri¬ 
culation  examination,  of  whom  seven  passed. 

477.  A  falling  off  iu  numbers  is  recorded  in  the  Alleppey 
High  school.  The  Head  Master  attributes  it  to  the  opening 
of  other  schools  in  the  town,  which  charge  lower  fees  and 
are  lax  as  regards  the  conditions  of  admission  and  promo¬ 
tion.  Of  the  twenty-two  who  appeared  for  the  Matricula¬ 
tion,  twelve  were  successful. 

478.  The  Kottar  High  school  is  favourably  reported  on. 
The  accession  to  its  strength  was  chiefly  in  the  lowest 
class ;  and  the  increase  is  stated  to  be  due  to  the  collapse 
of  one  or  two  elementary  schools  in  the  neighbourhood  and 
in  part  to  the  change  in  the  head-mastership.  Five  stu¬ 
dents  passed  the  Matriculation  out  of  seventeen  that 
appeared. 

479.  The  nomenclature  of  classes  under  the  Madras 
Educational  Rules  lias  been  recommended  to  be  adoptod^in 
the  District  schools. 

480.  The  annual  comparative  examination  was  held  as 

usual  in  eight  different  centres.  The 
owmi\atioCu.Ulpal'atlVU  Superintendent  reports  that  the  results 
were  on  the  whole  satisfactory.

482.  Mr.  Dnthio  reports  that  the  school-houses  are  kept

483.  The  discipline  in  most  of  the  schools  is  reported

schools  however  the  importance  of  it 
does  not  seem  to  have  been  realized.  The  attention  of 
masters  and  teachers  lias  been  directed  to  Rule  XI  Section 
II  of  the  Madras  Educational  Rules  under  the  head  of 
Moral  Training. 

484.  The  Superintendent  states  that  this  branch  of 

Physical  Training.  is  receiving  attention  in 

schools  where  Gymnasia  have  been 
provided.  The  more  advanced  students,  it  seems,  do  not 
show  much  inclination  for  this  exercise,  but  it  is  hoped 
that  the  institution  of  the  annual  physical  games  compe¬ 
tition  at  the  capital  will  give  physical  education  a  power¬ 
ful  impetus.  The  selected  competitors  sent  from  the 
three  High  Schools  are  reported  to  have  acquitted  them¬ 
selves  creditably  at  the  last  competition. 

485.  Besides  the  five  aided  Schools  on  the  establish- 
Aidod  Schools.  ment,  three  new  schools,  viz.,  the  Con¬ 
vent  of  the  Holy  Angels,  Trevandrum, 

the  Anglo-' Vernacular  school  at  Chenganoor  and  Saint 
Ephraim’s  Convent  School,  Mannanom,  were,  as  stated 
above,  given  grants  during  the  year.  The  work  of  the 
Girls’  Schools  will  be  reviewed  later  on  under  the  head  of 
„  English  Girls’  Schools. 


486.  This  institution  is  reported  to  have  gained  con- 
jfort  High  School.  siderable  accession  to  its  numbers  owing 
to  the  ^  collapse  of  the  Hindu  High 
School.  It  is  hoped  that  this  improvement  will  be  sustained, 
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The  Superintendent  complains  that  the  internal  manage¬ 
ment  is  not  very  carefully  attended  to,  as  regards 
promotion  and  admission.  The  attention  of  the  Manager 
has  been  called  to  this,  and  Government  trust  that  a 
stricter  supervision  will  he  exercised  in  future.  The 
results  of  the  Matriculation  examination  were  very  un¬ 
satisfactory,  only  one  having  passed  out  of  fifteen.  The 
majority  of  the  pupils  in  the  school  are  Brahmins. 


487.  The  Town  High  School  appears  to  have  improved 
,  o  ,  ,  in  attendance  and  made  good  progress 
owu  gl  '  in  other  respects.  It  acquitted  itself 
creditably  in  the  public  examinations,  twelve  having  passed 
the  Middle  School  examination  and  eleven  the  Matricu¬ 
lation.  In  the  latter,  one  of  the  pupils  was  eighth  in  the 
Presidency  and  first  in  Travancore.  It  is  gratifying  to 
note  that  attention  is  paid  to  physical  education  as  well. 


488.  This  school  is  favourably  reported  on.  Mr. 

Duthie  says  it  is  making  progress  under 
the  energetic  management  of  its  present 
Principal,  A  graduate  of  some  experi¬ 
ence  has  been  appointed  Head  Master 
and  arrangements  have  been  made  to  give  him  a  course  of 
training  in  the  Teachers’  College  at  Madras.  Ho  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  go  up  for  the  L.  T.  degree  this  year.  This  is  a 
step  in  the  right  direction.  Government  are  glad  to  loam 
that  the  school  has  been  recognized  by  the  Madras  Edu¬ 
cational  Department  as  a  normal  school  of  the  secondary 
higher  grade.

489.  The  condition  of  this  school  is  stated  to  bo  satis- 
,  ,  factory.  The  Mission  intend  to  enlarge 

Sdicot  bottayam.  01'S  tlle  school-house  permanently.  The 
boys  are  reported  to  have  clone  much 
better  in  Arithmetic  than  in  the  previous  year.  Mr. 
Duthie  remarks  that  copy  writing  is  not  attended  to  and 
that  several  of  the  pupils  have  acquired  a  had  pronunci¬ 
ation  of  English.  These  defects  should  be  remedied. 


490.  A  grant  of  Us.  12  a  month  has  been  allowed  to 
the  Anglo- Yernacular  School  at  Ohen- 
Scho^ChelSnoo^'  8auoor  from  tlie  24th  Chittray.  The 
building  in  which  the  school  is  located 


is  reported  to  have  been  built  by  public  subscription,  an 
example  worthy  of  imitation.  The  school  is  stated  to 
have  reached  the  Lower  Fourth  standard  and  promises  to 
do  well  in  the  future.  The  pupils  are  mainly  Christians 
and  Malay ali  Sudras. 


491.  This  school  has  been  allowed  a  grant  of  Rs.  twelve 
and  a  half  a  month  from  the  1st  of 
^r1’88^1,  Andy-  it  is  held  bi  a  spacious  and 
well-ventilated  building  and  is  reported 
to  be  well  equipped  with  furniture  and  other  requisites. 
Nearly  all  the  pupils  are  Christians,  many  of  them  being 
boarders  in  the  Convent.  The  institution  is  reported  to 
have  done  well  in  the  last  Middle  School  examination,  all 
the  six  presented  having  passed. 


492.  The  usual  statemonts  will  be  found  in  the  appen¬ 
dix. 


498.  On  the  recommendation  of  the  (Superintendent, 
Government  sanctioned  an  increase  of  salary  to  some  of 
,  the  Head  Masters  in  recognition  of  the  good  work  they 
had  done  in  improving  the  condition  and  raising  the  stan¬ 
dard  of  the  schools  in  their  charge.  Mr.  Duthie  says  that 
with  few  exceptions  the  teachers  are  a  diligent  and  faith¬ 
ful  body  of  men  devoted  to  their  work  and  taking  a  real 
interest  in  the  progress  of  their  schools. 

494.  On  the  whole  the  work  of  the  English  District 
Schools  is  satisfactory. 

495.  Besides  the  aided  (Schools  noted  in  the  preceding 
paras,  there  is  a  large  English  Seminary  at  Nagercoil, 
established  by  the  London  Missionary  Society,  and  a 
College  at  Cottayam  by  the  Church  Missionary  Society, 
which  are  mainly  supported  by  the  rents  of  land  granted 
by  the  Travancore  Government  in  the  early  part  of  this 
century.  There  is  also  a  large  Girls’  School  in  the  Fort 
established  by  the  Zenana  Mission,  which  receives  a 
monthly  grant  of  72  Rs.  and  is  allowed  the  free  use  of  a 
large  building  for  a  school  house.  These  schools  however 
do  not  come  under  Government  inspection.

The  number  ot  pupils  on  the  rolls  rose  from  77  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  to  94  at  the  end  of  Andy  1066.  I  he 
strength  of  the  senior  school  fell  from  40  to  ?i8 ;  but  the 
number  of  junior  pupils  advanced  from  37  to  56.  Nix  pu-  • 
pils  are  on  the  free  list.  There  were,  besides,  3  pupils 
attending  the  drawing  class  only.  The  admissions  during 
the  year  numbered  24  in  the  senior  and  54  in  the  j  unior 
school  as  against  14  and  21  respectively  in  1065.  The 
withdrawals,  which  were  greater  in  the  junior  school,  are 
attributed  by  the  Lady  Superintendent  to  the  existence  of 
other  schools  which  charge  no  fees  whatever.  There  was 
a  satisfactory  increase  in  the  average  attendance,  which 
rose  from  86-6  to  95'67  in  the  senior  and  from  76-2  to  88  1 8 
in  the  junior  department.  Miss  Donnelly  notes  that  there 
was  a  marked  improvement  in  the  health  of  the  pupils, 

497.  Of  the  94  pupils  on  the  register  20  were  Europeans

■198.  The  results  of  the  public  examinations  held  in 
December  1890  were  highly  creditable. 
tions™1*3  °f  exami"a"  4  girls  appeared  for  the  Matriculation 
lons'  examination  and  all  passed;  five  pre- 
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sented  themselves  for  the  Higher  Examination  for  Women 
and  all  passed,  4  in  the  first  class ;  for  the  Special  Upper 
Primary  examination  5  girls  appeared  and  all  passed,  ex¬ 
cepting  in  needlework,  the  optional  subject  in  the  case  of 
three.  In  the  Normal  class  there  were  6  students,  of  whom 
5  have  appeared  for  the  Teachers’  School  Management  exa¬ 
mination. 


499.  There  were  12  pupils  in  the  drawing  class.  The 
subjects  taught  wore  drawing  from  mo- 
vawnig  C  nss-  tie]s  crayons  and  painting  in  oil  and 
water  colors  from  natural  and  artificial  objects.  The  pu¬ 
pils  also  attended  the  School  of  Arts  classes  two  days  in 
the  week  for  geometrical  drawing  and  linear  perspective. 
Besides  the  regular  instruction  in  drawing  imparted  to  the 
pupils  of  this  class,  the  whole  school,  under  the  immediate 
supervision  of  the  Lady  Superintendent,  practised  elemen¬ 
tary  pencil  drawing,  which  she  states  cultivates  powers  of 
observation.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  ihe  love  of  draw¬ 
ing  induces  many  grown-up  girls  to  remain  in  the  class 
long  after  their  interest  in  examinations  has  ceased.  Miss 
Donnelly  further  observes  that  the  liking  for  this  branch 
of  the  Fine  Arts  is  characteristic  of  the  young  girls  of  this 
State,  and  attributes  it  to  the  luxuriant  charms  of  nature 
the  country  abounds  in.  The  annual  prize  of  Rs  30  given 
by  His  Highness  the  Maha  Rajah  was  divided  into  four 
prizes  of  Rs.  10, 10, 7  and  3  respectively.  Two  advanced 
students  received  a  prize  of  10  Rs.  each  for  a  design  of 
sprays  of  wild-flowers  and  butterflies  &c.  from  nature  in 
oil  colors.  The  prize  of  Rs.  7  was  awarded  for  a  painting 
in  oil  of  a  group  of  Indian  vegetables  on  an  enamelled 
bracket,  and  the  last  prize  of  Rs.  3  for  a  model  drawing  of 
two  jars  in  crayons. 


500.  12  pupils  were  receiving  instruction  in  the  music 

Mnsiohjasa  class,  and  Miss  Donnelly  reports  that 

they  made  good  progress  in  the 
year.  Vocal  music  was  taught  to  the  whole  school  by  the 
Lady  Superintendent  herself.  His  Highness  the  Maha 
Rajah  gave  two  prizes  of  8  and  7  Rs.,  one  for  music  and  the 
other  for  singing. 
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501 .  An  important  feature  in  the  improvement  made

practical  carrying  out  of  the  proposal 
made  in  the  previous  year’s  report  of  putting  the  girls 
through  a  course  of  drill  and  calisthenics.  A  drill  ins¬ 
pector  was  appointed  during  the  year.  Both  the  senior 
and  junior  pupils  passed  through  a  regular  course  of  physi¬ 
cal  exercise  including  musical  drill  two  hours  a  week,  and 
Miss  Donnelly  is  glad  to  report  that  a  wholesome  change 
has  been  noticed  in  the  physique  of  the  elder  girls. 


•  502.  Various  descriptions  of  work  were  taught  during 
the  year.  But  more  time  was  bestowed 
NeecUe-wor 0n  pj^  sowjng  ail(i  cutting  Ollt  from 
measurement,  since  these  were  found-  to  be  of  greater  im¬ 
portance  in  the  public  examinations  than  fancy  or  orna¬ 
mental  work.  It  is  interesting  to  observe  from  the  report 
that  sewing,  which  was  generally  looked  upon  as  a  drud¬ 
gery  by  the  infant  class,  owinu:  to  the  samplers  being 
worked  on  a  square  surface  of  white  cloth  in  white  thread, 
is  highly  favored  by  the  infants  since  the  introduction  of 
bright-colored  threads  in  the  work.  Government  are  glad 
to  note  that  there  are  excellent  needle-women  among  the 
advanced  scholars.  The  needlework  and  paintings  done 
by  the  pupils  were  exhibited  for  sale  at  the  last  annual 
distribution  of  prizes,  and  with  the  proceeds  realized  Miss 
Donnelly  was  able  to  purchase  music  for  school  use  and  a 
magic  lantern  as  an  aid  to  lessons  in  history  and  illustrative 
astronomy^,  the  balance  being  utilized  in  the  payment  of 
the  annual  subscriptions  for  the  periodicals  supplied  to  the 
sohool, 


503.  Besides  the  annual  prizes  given  by  His  Highness 
„  .  ,  •  the  Maha  Rajah,  Mr.  Grigg  presented  a 

Special  prizes.  ^  Qf  Rg  ^  ^  mark 

of  his  approval  of  some  embroidery  done  by  the  advanced 
pupils.  A  sum  of  Rs.  10  given  by  Mrs.  Hannyngton  was 
divided  into  two  prizes  of  Rs.  5  each,  which  were  awarded 
to  the  pupils  of  the  sewing  class ;  and  the  Valia  Koil 
Tampuran  presented  the  school  with  the  sum  of  Rs.  12, 
which  was  given  to  the  best  student  in  Mathematics.

505.  The  work  done  by  the  school  is  very  satisfactory 
and  reflects  great  credit  on  the  Lady  Superintendent  and 
the  teaching  staff.  The  results  of  the  public  examinations, 
always  gratifying,  have  been  more  so  during  the  year 
under  report.  The  progress  made  in  plain  needlework 
and  calisthenics  is  a  very  favorable  feature  of  the  report. 
The  useful  should  always  be  preferred  to  the  mere  accom¬ 
plishments  in  a  school  like  iliis.  Miss  Donnelly  has  been 
asked  to  suggest  a  scheme  for  the  establishment  of  a 
cookery  class  in  connection  with  this  school. 

506.  C'inverit  Girls’  School,  Q.irilon.  This  school  continu¬ 
ed  within  the  year  to  receive  the  grant  of  50  Rs.  a  month  from 
Government.  Mr.  Duthie,  the  Superintendent  of  District. 
Schools,  reports  that,  the  number  on  the  register  fell  of 
slightly  from  56  in  1065  to  53  in  the  year  under  report. 
The  Superintendent  observes  that  the  classes  are  on  the 
whole  fairly  well  taught  by  the  Sisters  with  the  assistance 
of  one  or  two  male  teachers.  He  regrets,  however,  that 
there  is  a  steady  decline  in  the  number  of  senior  pupils 
attending  the  institution.  The  results  of  the  year’s  exami¬ 
nations  were  also  not  so  good,  only  one  girl  having  passed 
the  Higher  Examination  for  Women  and  three  the  Special 
Upper  Primary  in  needlework  only.  Mr.  Duthie  also 
remarks  that  he  noticed  on  inspection  that  many  of  the 
girls  were  hardly  fit  for  the  classes  into  which  they  had 
been  placed.  The  attention  of  the  Lady  Superior  has  been 
drawn  to  this. 

507.  CJonvmt  of  the  Holy  Angel*,  Tveoandnm.  An 
exceptional  grant  of  1 00  Rs  a  month  was  allowed  this  in¬ 
stitution  from  the  1st  Pangum  of  the  year  under  report,  in 
consideration  of  the  large  numbers  attending  the  institu¬ 
tion  and  the  high  standard  of  instruction  imparted,  the 
school  having  been  the  first  in  Travancore  to  present  girls 
for  the  Matriculation  and  with  brilliant  results.  The  sohool 
is  located  in  aTarge  and  commodious  building  provided  by 
the  Quilon  Roman  Catholic  Mission.  The  number  on  the 
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rolls  in  1066  was  159.  The  Superintendent  inspected 
the  school,  and  is  "  glad  to  testify  to  the  efficiency  with 
“  which  it  is  conducted,  and  the  satisfactory  character  of 
“  the  work  it  is  accomplishing.”  The  school  has  now  been 
in  existence  for  about  eleven  years.  It  is  provided  with  a 
large  staff  of  teachers.  French,  music  (both  vocal  and 
instrumental),  drawing  and  plain  and  fancy  needlework 
are  taught  in  the  school.  Some  of  the  students  are  reported 
to  have  gone  through  a  course  of  drill  once  a  week.  It  is 
contemplated  to  make  this  branch  compulsory.  The  results 
of  the  last  public  examinations  are  reported  to  have  been 
very  good.  One  passed  the  Special  Upper  Primary  out  of 
three  presented ;  six  out  of  eight  the  Middle  School ;  three 
out  of  five  the  Women’s  Higher  Grade  with  two  in  the  first 
class  ;  and  all  the  six  presented,  passed  the  Matriculation 
examination,  one  taking  a  high  place  in  the  first  class. 
Four  pupils  also  appeared  for  the  Middle  School  examina¬ 
tion  in  Music  and  two  of  them  passed. 

Vernacular  Schools. 


The  number  of  schools  in  the  Vernacular  Education 
department  rose  from  1,214  in  1065  to 
1 ,464  in  the  year  under  report.  Of  the 
additional  230  schools,  218  are  aided  and  12  are  Govern¬ 
ment  institutions. 


Number  of  schools. 


509.  The  following  is  a  comparative  statement  of  the 
number  and  strength  of  the  schools  for  the  years  1065  and 
1066:— 
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The  number  of  pupils  in  the  schools  also  rose  from 
56,298  in  1065  to  67,635  in  1066,  showing  an  increase  of 
11,337.  Taking  each  class  of  schools  separately  there  was 
an  increase  of  1 2  Government  schools  with  1,760  pupils, 
of  44  Mission  aided  schools  with  2,867  pupils  and  of  174 
Native  aided  with  6,710  pupils.  From  the  interesting  sta¬ 
tistics  furnished  by  the  Director  of  the  general  vernacular 
education  of  the  country,  it  appears  that  there  were  in  the 
year  87 1  private  schools  with  no  less  than  28,456  pupils, 
all  helping  in  the  work  of  imparting  elementary  instruc¬ 
tion  and  anxious  to  secure  the  benefits  of  Government 
aid. 

510.  The  pupils  under  instruction  in 
pup?lTed  a'ld  B6X  °f  ^he  Government  and  aided  schools  clas¬ 
sified  according  to  creed  and  sex  give 
the  following  results :  — 
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It  is  thus  seen  that  there  was  a  perceptible  increase 
under  every  head.  The  Mahomedans  under  instruction,  it 
is  pleasing  to  find,  were  almost  double  the  number  of  those 
in  the  previous  year.  The  grant-in-aid  schools  added  to 
the  establishment  during  the  year  were  attended  mostly  by 
the  lower  classes.  57  per  cent  of  the  pupils  were  Hindus, 
33'09  Christians,  and  5-6  per  cent,  the  lower  orders  as 
Pulayars,  Paravers,  Yedars  and  ICuravers,  and  4-2  Maho¬ 
medans. 

511.  There  were  13,987  girls  under  instruction  during 
Proportion  of  girls.  tlie  .Year.  as  compared  with  10,386  in 
the  previous  year.  This  is  a  gratifying 
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feature,  and  shows  that  the  general  population  is  becoming 
gradually  alive  to  the  benefits  of  female  education.  The 
Director  reports  that  the  prejudice  that  hitherto  existed 
among  the  native  community  against  allowing  their  girls 
to  remain  in  school  for  a  reasonably  long  period  until  their 
minds  are  matured  is  fast  dying  out.  Government  are  glad 
to  learn  this.  4,710  of  these  pupils  were  in  separate  girls’ 
schools,  and  9,227  in  mixed  schools.  The  proportion  of 
girls  to  the  total  strength  was  20-6  as  against  18'4  in  1065, 
The  proportion  of  girls  to  boys  was,  as  usual,  greatest 
among  Christians  and  smallest  among  Mahomedans. 


512.  The  following  statement  gives  the  average  number. 

of  pupils  on  the  register  and  the  aver- 
Steengfcli  ancl  aver-  ag0  daily  attendance  with  the  cor¬ 
responding  figures  for  1065 : — 
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The  average  daily  attendance  remained  the  same,  a 
the  .previous  year.  There  was  a  slight  falling  off  in 
attendance  in  the  Government  institutions.

1,336  of  the  lower  grade,  consisting  of  153  Government, 
550  Mission  aided  and  633  Native  aided  schools.  There 
were  also  250  indigenous  schools  under  inspection  by  the 
Government  educational  officers  but  not  receiving  grants. 

515.  The  Director  makes  special  mention  of  some  of 
the  vernacular  schools  at  the  capital.  They  will  be  briefly 
dealt  with  here. 


Central  Vernacular 


516.  The  Central  Vernacular  school  is  reported  as 
being  efficiently  managed.  The  1  st  and 

_ _  2nd  assistant  masters  are  graduates. 

'The  strength  of  the  school  was  221. 

.  517.  Mr.  Rama  Row  speaks  very  favourably  of  the 
Female  Normal  school.  The  number 
,chooiI’emale  1  on  the  rolls  was  250,  the  highest  ever 
attained.  Twelve  girls  from  the  mo- 
fussil  were  admitted  into  the  school  during  the  year.  15 
students  appeared  for  the  qualifying  examination,  and  1 1 
were  successful,  7  having  been  placed  in  the  first  class. 
It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  this  institution  has  so  far 
progressed  as  to  afford  a  guarantee  of  its  stability.  The 
passed  teachers  from  the  institution,  who  have  been  placed 
in  charge  of  schools,  are  reported  to  be  doing  good  work 
and  giving  satisfaction.

The  number  of  pupils  attending  the  institution  rose 
from  65  in  the  previous  year  to  222  in  the  year  under 
report,  a  result  which  the  Director  states  is' in  a  great 
measure  due  to  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Raja  Raja  Varma,  b.  a., 
the  Inspecting  officer  of  the  institution.  The  cost  to  the 
State  during  the  year,  exclusive  of  boarding  charges,  was 
Rs.  3,1 51  chs.  11  c.  5  for  the  whole  institution,  which  gives 
an  average  per  pupil  of  Rs.  14  chs.  5  c.  7  per  annum. 


519.  Of  the  out-station  schools,  the  Director  reports 
Normal  school  Kot-  that  the  Normal  school  at  Kottar,  and 
tar  and  Central  schools  the  Central  schools  at  Thiruvella  and 
Paravohor”Vella  ana  I)aravoor  are  making  fair  progress,  un¬ 
der  their  respective  graduate  headmas¬ 
ters.  There  are  4  of  these  central  institutions,  one  for 
each  division ;  and  their  object  is  to  impart  instruction  of  an 
advanced  standard  to  pupils  who  have  already  received 
an  elementary  education  in  other  schools  of  the  department, 
as  well  as  to  train  up  a  body  of  teachers  for  elementary 
schools. 


520.  Most  of  the  other  schools  in  the  department  are 
reported  to  be  progressing  fairly,  taking  into  consideration 
the  nature  of  the  country  and  the  circumstances  of  the 
population. 


521.  The  number  of  Head  and  Taluq  Inspectors  on  the 

Tispection  establishment  was  35.  There  are  4 

Head  Inspectors,  -whose  circles  almost, 
correspond  with  the  revenue  divisions  of  the  State,  and  31 
Taluq  Inspectors,  one  for  each  Taluq.  The  Director  re¬ 
ports  that  the  Inspectors  did  their  work  fairly  well.  Each 
school  was  visited  about  4  times  on  an  average  during  the 
year.  The  Director  visited  most  of  the  .important  schools 
in  th8  Cottayam  and  the  Southern  divisions. 

522.  The  receipts  and  expenditure  of  the  Vernacular 

Education  Department  for  the  years 
08 '  1065  and  1066  are  compared  in  the 

following  statement : — 
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The  total  cost  to  Government  was  Rs.  1,23)764-5-6 
in  the  year  against  Rs.  1,13,191-5-5  in  1065.  The  fees 
collected  were  Rs.  18,794-21-6.  Deducting  this  from  the 
total  cost,  the  net  oost  to  Government  wasRs.  1,04,969-11-15 
The  cost  chargeable  to  the  State  for  each  pupil  in  the  Go¬ 
vernment  schools  was  Rs.  2-11-3  which  is  slightly  less 
than  that  for  the  previous  year;  in  the  aided  schools 
Rs.  „-23-5  and  in  both  classes  of  schools  taken  together 
Re.  1-14-14,  which  is  less  than  the  figure  for  the  previous 
year. 


523.  The  total  number  of  teachers  in  the  Vernacular 
„  , .  .  „  Education  Department,  taking  the  aided 

Teaching  staff.  schools  into  account,  was  1,892.  The 

Director  states  that  though  by  far  the  majority  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  lack  professional  training  they  do  their  work  fairly 
well.  Every  effort  is  however  made  to  improve  the  teach¬ 
ing  staff  by  appointing  passed  candidates  as  opportunities 


524.  Government  are  glad  to  observe  that  the  Verna¬ 
cular  Education  department  is  doing  good  work,  and  that 
progress  has  been  made  towards  extending  primary  edu¬ 
cation  among  the  masses. 

525.  Industrial  School  of  Arts.  The  Superintendent 

Art  branch  reports  that  the  apprentices  attached  to 

the  institution  appeared  in  the  year  for 
the  Middle  School  examination  in  Drawing,  the  subjects 
for  whioh  were  practical  geometry,  free-hand  drawing  and 
model  drawing.  Eleven  of  them  passed,  one  in  the  first 
class,  five  in  the  second  and  five  in  the  third.  One  private 
student,  an  Eurasian  young  lady,  also  appeared  for  the 
examination  with  the  apprentices  and  passed  in  the  third 
class.  The  apprentices  are  now  reported  to  be  preparing 
,  foe  the  Preliminary  Higher  examinations  in  Drawing,  Paint¬ 
ing  and  Designing,  first  and  second  stages,  instituted  by 
the  Madras  Government.  The  Superintendent  brings  to 
notice  the  want  of  a  proper  hall  for  drawing  classes,  as 
without  it  the  teaching  of  certain  subjects  such  as 
“  Shading  in  Sepia  ”  or  any  other  painting  is  almost  im¬ 
possible.  The  Chief  Engineer  will  be  asked  to  provide  for 
this  in  his  next  budget. 
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A  few  of  the  apprentices  were  taught  photography 
during  the  year.  A  fee  of  oue  Rupee  a  month  is  charged 
for  this  class  hut  few  students  are  disposed  to  pay  it. 


526.  The  usual  branches  of  industry  viz.  carving  on 
,  . , ,  ivory,  wood,  horn  and  cocoanut  shell, 

uc  us  m  lanci.  kuftgari,  filigree  and.  rejmtsse  work,  lac¬ 
quer  work  and  the  manufacture  of  pottery  and  porcelain 
were  continued  during  the  year  under  report.  The  students 
were  all  set  to  work  in  tho  several  branches  of  industry 
carried  on  and  the  Superintendent  reports  that  some  of 
them  have  shewn  marked  progress  in  carving,  casting, 
moulding,  pottery  throwing  and  kuftgari  work.  Most  of 
them  are  able  to  design  and  paint  on  porcelain  in  enamel 
colours  and  to  do  lacquer  work  and  wood  engraving. 


527.  The  workmen  were  taught  the  principles  of  carv¬ 
ing  and  trained  to  sketch  designs  for 
Carving.  themselves  in  tho  pure  Indian  style. 

Every  design  may  not  be  suited  to  a  particular  work  and 
some  designs,  though  good  on  paper,  prove  useless  when 
worked  in.  Thus,  by  sketching  the  design  and  then  work¬ 
ing  it  out  on  material,  the  workman  is  best  ablo  to  learn 
what  styles  of  designs  suit  particular  works. 

Photographs  of  carvings  done  in  the  school  in  the  old 
Indian  style  were  sent  to  the  Society  for  the  Encourage¬ 
ment  and  Preservation  of  Indian  Art,  London,  through 
Mr.  E.  B.  Efavell,  the  Superintendent  of  tho  Madras  School 
of  Arts,  who  in  forwarding  them  wrote  as  follows  : — 

“  Be  (the  Superintendent,  School  of  Arts,  Trevaudrum) 
“  has  collected  a  large  number  of  drawings  of  wood  and 
“  stone  carvings  from  old  temples  and  other  buildings  in 
“  Travancore  and  has  set  to  work  to  reform  the  ivory 
“  carvers,  who  have  been  placed  under  his  charge.  You 
“  will,  I  think,  see  from  the  photographs  that  he  has  so  far 
“  been  remarkably  successful  The  designs  of  the  mirror 
“  frames  and  picture  frames,  which  were  drawn  by  him  for' 
“  the  workmen,  show  great  taste  and  ability,  and'  I  doubt 
“  whether  anything  so  good  in  this  class  of  work  has  been 
“  made  by  the  Travancore  carvers  for  the  last  50  years. 
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These  photographs  were  presented  by  the  society  to 
Her  Majesty  the  Queen  Empress,  His  Royal  Highness  the 
Prince  of  Wales,  and  Her  Imperial  Majesty  the  Empress 
of  Germany. 

528.  Efforts  are  being  made  to  have  an  exhaustive 
collection  of  the  designs  found  in  carvings  on  wood  and 
stone  throughout  the  country. 

529.  A  large  portrait  frame  in  blackwood,  gilt,  was  made 
in  the  institution  for  the  Museum  Library.  This  was  a 
first  attempt  at  this  kind  of  work  and  it  gave  satisfaction. 


530.  The  usual  statement  showing  the  manufacture 
and  sale  of  articles  in  this  branch  of  industry  during  1066 
is  given  below  : — 
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531.  The  value  of  the  out-turn  in  this  branch  of  indus¬ 
try  during  the  year  was  Es.  881-19-4. 
otll?1'  Articles  to  the  value  of  Es.  430-12-14 
were  sold,  and  there  remained  a  balance 
of  24  articles  of  the  value  of  Es.  843-2-14.  The  bust  of 
His  Highness  the  Maha  Eajah  referred  to  in  the  report  for 
1065  is  valued  at  Es.  1,500. 


532.  The  services  of  most  of  the  apprentices  having 
Lacquer  work.  been  utilized  for  painting  on  porcelain, 

1  -  '  only  a  few  trays  in  lacquer  of  the  value 

of  Es.  8-4-0  were  made  during  the  year.  Hone  of  the 
articles  in  this  department  were  sold  in  1066. 
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533.  Several  new  compositions  for  stone-ware  and 

porcelain  were  tried,  and  also  glazes. 
manttS“e.VOTOelain  transparent  and  opaque,  for  those 
bodies.  A  few  new  patterns  of  articles 
were  made  and  moulds  taken  for  inkstands,  paper-weights, 
statuettes,  busts  and  flower-pots.  Two  new  kilns  for  bak- 
ing  and  glazing  were  constructed  in  the  year.  Nearly 
20,000  fire-bricks  were  required  for  this  purpose,  and  they 
were  manufactured  in  the  school.  They  are  -valued  at  Rs, 
1,628  ch.  16.  The  white  ware  manufactured  in  the  school 
was  painted  in  different  enamel  colours  and  glazed,  and,  a 
large  quantity  of  coloured  stone-ware  was  also  glazed 
during  the  year.  The  pugmills  and  other  machinery 
required  for  this  department  have  not  yet  been  supplied, 
and  in  their  absence  the  school  has  not  been  able  to  show 
as  large  an  out-turn  as  it  otherwise  would  have  done.  In 
spite  of  these  drawbacks,  the  Superintendent  manufactured 
several  articles  such  as  paper-weights,  ink-stands,  goglets, 
flower  vases  and  a  large  number  of  country  jars,  the  value 
of  which,  inclusive  of  the  cost  of  the  fire-bricks  previously 
alluded  to,  was  Rs.  3,361-25-11-1.  The  purchase  of  a  tijle 
press  for  the  manufacture  of  encaustic  tiles,  for  whiijh 
there  seems  to  he  a  great  demand,  was  sanctioned  during 
the  year,  and  Mr.  Havell,  the  Superintendent  of  tfie 
Madras  School  of  Arts,  kindly  undertook  to  procure  it  for 
us.  The  press  has  since  been  received,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  it  will  soon  be  set  up,  and  turn  out  a  large  quantity 
of  tiles,  which  will  doubtless  find  a  ready  sale  both  in  and 
out  of  Travancore. 

534.  The  total  value  of  the  out-turn  for  the  year  in

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535.  There  was  no  change  in  the  establishment  during 
the  year.  The  salary  and  contingencies 
^Establishment  and  amounted  to  Ea.  9,246-15-3  and  build- 
0  '  ings  and  repairs  cost  Rs.  1,129-23-6. 

Thus  the  total  cost  of  the  institution  was  Rs.  10,376-10-9 
of  which  Rs.  1,946-23-12  was  realized  by  the  sale  of  articles 
manufactured.  Thus  the  institution  has  not  begun  to  pay 
its  way.  But  there  is  no  doubt  that  with  the  supply  of 
the  required  machinery  the  School  of  Arts  will  be  able  to 
meet  the  great  demand  for  crockery,  jars  and  other  domes¬ 
tic  utensils,  and  thus  be  self-supporting.  Jars,  roughly  gla¬ 
zed,  are  used  in  almost  every  household  in  Travanoore  for 
holding  oil,  salt,  pickles,  and  salted  provisions.  The  great 
demand  is  met  from  foreign  markets.  There  is  no  reason 
why  local  industry  should  not  step  in  to  supply  this  de¬ 
mand,  considering  that  the  materials  for  the  manufacture 
are  ready  at  hand. 


536.  Superior  specimens  of  the  workmanship  of  the 
country,  especially  in  wood  and  metal,  were  purchased  by 
the  Division  Peishcars  and  forwarded  to  the  school  for 
exhibition  and  sale,  the  Government  providing  a  fund  for 
this  purpose  wherewith  skilled  artisans  may  be  encouraged 
to  improve  the  quality  of  their  work. 


537.  Besides  the  European  and  Native  officials  of  the 
Visitora  town,  6,894  people  visited  the  institu¬ 

tion  in  the  course  of  the  year.  Their 
Highnesses  the  Junior  Ranee  and  the  Second  Prince  honor¬ 
ed  the  institution  with  two  visits,  and  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Eannyngton  and  Mr.  Grigg  visited  the  school  several 
times,  and  manifested  great  interest  in  its  progress. 
Mr.  E.  Seshadri  Iyer  c.  i.  jbj.,  Dewan  of  Mysore,  and 
Nawab  Abdul  Latif  Khan  Bahadur  o.  i.  is.  also  paid  the 
institution  a  visit  during  their  stay  in  Trevandrum. 


538.  Booh  Committee.  The  Book  Committee  continued 
Book  Committee  :^s  useful  work  during  the  year  under 
report  under  the  Presidentship  of  the 
Valia  Eoil  Tampuran.  There  was  no  change  in  its  person¬ 
nel  during  the  year. 
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589.  A  portion  of  Maunder’s  “  Treasury  of  Biography  ” 
and  of  “Akbar”,  an  Indian  romance,  were  translated 
during  the  year ;  a  large  portion  of  the  former  translated 
in  previous  years  was  revised  and  finally  submitted  to 
Government  together  with  an  index  to  the  volume.  A 
manual  on  the  subject  of  Sanitation  based  on  Dr.  Mae 
Hally’s  “  Sanitary  Science  ”,  the  introductory  chapter  of 
which  was  translated  in  the  year  preceding,  is  in  course  of 
preparation. 

The  President  also  revised  several  works  of  vernacu¬ 
lar  literature  submitted  to  him  by  the  authors. 

54-0.  Considering  that  the  .President  was  absent  from 
the  capital  for  about  three  months  of  the  year,  the  pro¬ 
gress  made  by  the  Committee  was  satisfactory  and  the 
thanks  of  His  Highness’  Government  are  due  to  the 
gentlemen  on  the  Committee  for  their  valuable  contri¬ 
butions  to  its  language  and  literature. 

541.  frihlir  lectures.  The  Rev.  8.  M'ateer  r.  l.  s. 

resigned  his  seat  on  the  Lecture  Com- 
m»«rS8S  lU  the  V°r'  mittee  about  the  middle  of  the  year 
under  report  and  the  Rev.  A.  Thompson 
was  appointed  in  his  place.  M.  R.  Ry.  A.  Govinda  Pillay 
Avergal  b.  a.  and  b.l.  attended  the  Committee  as  ex-officio 
member  during  tho  time  he  was  acting  a,s  Dewan  Peishcar 
of:  the  Trevandrum  division. 

542.  The  Committee  met  9  times  during  the  year  as 

against  8  in  1065,  and  the  average 
Mootings.  attendance  at  these  meetings  was  only 

4-7  as  against  5  in  the  year  preceding. 
Thus  only  a  little  more  than  one-third  of  the  Committee 
attended  the  meetings.  The  business  generally  transacted 
was  to  select  the  lectures  and  decide  on  the  payment  of 
honoraria  &c.  There  was  a  falling  off  in  the  number  of 
lectures  delivered  during  the  year,  which  was  only  14  as 
against  17  in  1065.  The  names  of  the  lecturers  and  the 
subjects  on  which  they  lectured  are  given  in  a  statement 
to  be  found  in  the  appendix.  Seven  of  these  lectures 
were  on  subjects  of  scientific  interest,  one  on  Sanitation 
and  two  dealt  with  History  and  Archaeology,  while  the 
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remaining  four  were  of  a  general  literary  nature.  The 
vernacular  lectures  during  the  year  are  reported  to  have 
been  more  largely  attended  than  in  previous  years,  and  the 
lectures  in  English  continued  to  be  as  attractive  as  before. 

543.  The  total  expenditure  for  the  year  was  Rs.  874 

,  ohs.  20  e.  10  as  against  Rupees  1,250 

xpen  i  me.  0hg.  20  c.  10  in  1 065,  thus  showing  an 
unexpended  balance  of  Rs.  125  chs.  7  c.  6  out  of  the  sanc¬ 
tioned  allotment.  This  is  due  to  the  smaller  sum  paid  as 
honoraria,  which  amounted  to  Rs.  615  against  Rs.  900  in 
the  previous  year.  There  was  no  payment  made  for  the 
publication  of  any  of  the  lectures,  as  no  one  appears  to 
have  availed  himself  of  the  Committee’s  sanction. 

544.  The  thanks  of  Government  are  due  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee  and  the  Secretary,  as  well  as  to  the  several  lecturers 
for  their  labours  to  interest  and  instruct  the  public.  The 
Government  have  suggested  to  the  Committee  the  expedi¬ 
ency  of  having  these  lectures  delivered  once  a  month 
instead  of  fortnightly,  so  that  by  increasing  the  amount 
of  honorarium  for  each  they  may  be  able  to  command  the 
delivery  of  lectures  of  a  superior  class. 


545.  Government  Book  Depdt.  The  transactions  of  the 
Government  Book  Dep6t  for  the  years  1065  and  1066  are 
shown  below : — 


54(1  The  cost  of  establishment  and  contingencies  in¬ 
clusive  of  house-rent  was  Rs.  1,349  as  compared  with  Rs. 
1,344  in  1065.  The  earnings  from  sales  was  Rs.  458-3-14. 
The  loss  to  Government  for  the  year  was  therefore  Eg. 
8 Q 1-24-2.  It  is  clear  that  the  Depdt  is  maintained  at  an 
annually  recurring  loss,  and  there  is  no  hope  of  its  paying 
so  long  as  there  are  private  book-shops  in  active  competi-’ 
tion  in  Trevandrum  itself  and  the  students  procure  their 
books  direct  from  Madras  and  Bombay  by  means  of  the 
value-payable  post  system. 

547.  There  is  a  largo  stock  of  unsaleable  books,  the 
accumulation  of  several  years,  which  it  is  under  consider¬ 
ation  to  dispose  of  at  any  price  rather  than  allow  further 
deterioration.  The  heads  of  the  Educational  Department 
will  be  consulted  on  the  desirability  of  closing  the  dep6t 
altogether,  leaving  it  to  private  enterprise  to  supply  the 
local  demand. 

548.  Mnaemn,  mid  Public-  (hivdom.  Mr.  0.  H.  .Bensley, 
one  of  the  members  of  the  Committee  of  Management,  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  Europe  on  furlough  during  the  year  under  report, 
and  his  place  was  taken  by  the  Valia  Koil  Tampuran. 

Mr.  R.  Davey,  the  Superintendent,  resigned  his  ap¬ 
pointment  in  the  year,  and  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  F.  J. 
Ingleby,  a  scientifically  trained  man  from  the  Royal  Gar¬ 
dens  at  Kew,  whose  services  have  been  engaged  on  special 
terms  for  a  period  of- three  years. 

5491  Since  the  advent  of  the  new  Superintendent, 
.  efforts  are  being  made  to  bring  the  gar- 
piwements!  ™  dens  into  better  order  and  to  raise  a 
good  stock  of  plants.  A  collection  of 
plants  was  purchased  from  the  Revd.  Mr.  Mateer,  a  bota¬ 
nist,  many  of  which  were  new  to  the  Gardens. 

The  large  new  cage  for  carnivora  was  all  but  com¬ 
pleted  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Public  Library,  which  had  since  the  opening  of 
the  Museum  occupied  the  east  room  in  the  building,  having 
been  removed  elsewhere,  advantage  was  taken  of  the  free 
space  thus  obtained  to  apportion  the  various  collections  m 
definite  localities. 
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The  Museum  Library  was  removed  to  the  new  build¬ 
ing  provided  for  it  in  the .  Gardens,  and  Government  are 
glad  to  note  that  the  public  take  advantage  of  the  increased 
facilities  for  consulting  the  books  in  it.  The  building  is 
reported  to  have  been  used  on  five  different  occasions  for 
various  purposes  such  as  theatrical  performances,  a  fancy 
fair,  distribution  of  prizes  to  the  Sircar  Girls’  School  and 
a  dance.  It  takes  in  fact  the  place  of  a  town-hall  in  the 
absence  of  one  in  the  capital. 


550.  The  Malayan  Tapir,  an  interesting  specimen  in 
„  „  ..  .  , .  .  the  Zoological  collection  and  a  denizen 

of  the  gardens  for  twelve  years,  died  m 
the  year  under  report.  Provision  was  made  in  the  budget 
estimate  for  the  year  for  the  purchase  of  a  lion.  This  was 
subsequently  supplemented  by  a  grant  of  70  £s.  to  obtain 
one  from  Liverpool.  The  purchase  has  since  been  effected, 
and  the  animal  is  now  in  the  gardens.  A  list  of  stock  at 
present  living  in  the  gardens  and  of  additions  to  the 
Museum  and  the  Zoological  Department,  by  gift  and 
purchase,  will  be  found  as  usual  in  the  appendix.  Govern¬ 
ment  are  obliged  to  the  gentlemen  who  contributed  speci¬ 
mens,  and  especially  to  Mr.  Turner  of  Devicolum  who  took 
great  pains  in  securing  unique  specimens  of  birds  and  rep¬ 
tiles  from  the  High  Ranges  of  Travancore. 


551.  Several  glass  models  of  the  invertebrata  were 
obtained  from  Dresden  and  placed  in  the  Museum,  and  it  is 
reported  that  the  index  collection  of  this  order  is  in  a  fair 
way  to  completion,  as  Mr.  Ferguson  had  already  prepared 
three  cases  of  insects.  The  thanks  of  Government  are  due 
to  this  gentleman  for  his  efforts  towards  enriching  this 
department  of  the  institution. 


552.  The  skeletons  of  an  elephant  and  a  camel  were 
set  up  by  the  taxidermist,  and  placed  in  the  Museum. 


558.  The  Arts  and  Manufactures  being  poorly  re¬ 
presented  in  the  Museum,  efforts  will  be  made  to  have  a

1,81,441  in  1065  and  1,39,139  in  1064. 
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The  increasing  interest  in  the  institution  manifested  by  the 
general  public  is  gratifying. 

555.  The  budget  allotment  for  the  year  was  Rs.  18,000 

and  the  total  expenditure  Rs.  17,601- 

08 '  1 5-7.  Against  this,  a  sum  of  Rs.  125- 

14-9  was  realised  by  fines,  sale  of  produce  &c.,  thus  mak> 
ing  the  net  cost  to  Government  Rs.  17,476-0-14. 

556.  The  thanks  of  Government  are  offered  to  the 
Committee  of  Management  and  their  indefatigable  Secretary 
for  the  unremitting  interest  they  take  in  the  development 
of  the  institution  committed  to  their  care. 

557.  Observatory.  Since  the  retirement,  25  years  ago, 
of  Mr.  J.  A.  Broun  from  the  post  of  Director  of  the  Tre- 
vandrum  Observatory,  the  work  of  the  institution  has  been 
cariied  on  on  a  much  reduced  scale,  limited  in  fact  to  ordi¬ 
nary  meteorological  observations.  The  Assistants  have 
continued  to  do  the  ordinary  routine  work,  hut  having 
been  without  the  supervision  and  guidance  of  a  scientific 
Chief,  they  have  been  altogether  unable  to  prosecute  any 
original  investigation,  devise  new  methods  of  observation, 
or  otherwise  keep  pace  with  the  march  of  scientific  progress. 
The  work  previously  done  in  the  Observatory  is 
acknowledged  by  competent  authorities  to  have  been  of 
high  scientific  value,  and  the  Trevandrutn  Observatory  is 
stated  to  be  very  favorably  situated  for  the  purpose  of 
many  scientific  enquiries.  In  these  circumstances,  the 
Govegiment  were  glad  to  accept  a  very  generous  offer 
made  by  Dr.  A.  Crichton  Mitchell  f.  k.  s.  e.,  Professor  of 
Mathematics  in  His  Highness’  College  and  a  gentleman  of 
high  scientific  attainments,  to  take  upon  himself  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  Observatory  solely  for  the  benefit  of  science. 
He  was  accordingly  appointed,  about  the  close  of  the  year 
under  report,  Honorary  Director  of  the  institution.  The 
services  of  an  additional  assistant  and  the  purchase  of  new 
instruments  for  Rs.  1,200  were  sanctioned  by  Government, 
on  the  recommendation  of  Dr.  Mitchell.  An  account  of 
the  improved  working  of  the  institution  under  his  super¬ 
vision  will  find  a  place  in  the  current  year’s  report,  For 
the  year  under  report  the  work  was  carriad  on  in  precisely 
the  same  manner  as  in  former  years.  The  work  of  the 

.  three  different  departments  is  reviewed  below. 
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558.  The  number  of  observations  made  in  this  depart¬ 
ment  during  the  year  was  74  as  against 
As  i-ouomica .  gi  during  the  previous  year.  These 

consisted  entirely  of  observations  made  with  the  transit 
instrument  for  the  purpose  of  determining  local  time,  and 
thereby  correcting,  when  necessary,  the  standard  sidereal 
and  mean  solar  time  clocks  in  the  Observatory.  The  time 
thus  determined  is  communicated  daily  at  11  a.  m.  by  flag 
signal  to  the  ISTayar  Brigade  barracks  for  the  purpose  of 
firing  accurately  the  time  guns  at  5  a.  m.,  mid-day  and 
8  p.  m.  The  time  of  gun-fire  at  noon  was  observed  every 
week  day  throughout  the  year,  viz.  on  311  occasions  alto¬ 
gether,  and  the  gun  was  found  to  have  been  fired  to 
correct  time  on  23  occasions  only ;  the  total  error  for  the 
whole  year  being.  75  minutes  42  seconds  or  an  average 
error  of  nearly  quarter  of  a  minute  daily.  To  obviate  this 
error,  Dr.  Mitchell  suggests  that,  as  in  Madras,  the  time 
gun  be  fired  by  electric  methods  manipulated  at  the  Obser¬ 
vatory,  or  by  a  system  of  electrically  controlled  clocks 
which  is  now  in  use  over  the  whole  of  Great  Britain. 


The  usual  astronomical  tables  for  the  almanac  were 
calculated  and  supplied. 

559.  The  usual  number  of  observations  was  made, 

reduced  and  tabulated.  .  Dr.  Mitchell 
juagne  ica .  proposes  making  an  attempt  to  deduce 

from  these  hitherto  useless  and  unused  records  the  scienti¬ 
fic  results  obtainable  from  them. 

560.  The  usual  number  of  meteorological  observations 

Meteorolo  cal  was  taken  and  their  results  transmitted 

e  eoro  ogica .  t0  severaj[  places  hitherto  supplied. 
The  usual  notices  of  local  meteorological  conditions  were 
published  weekly  in .  the  Government  Gazette,  and  daily 
telegrams  despatched  to  the  Meteorological  Reporter  to 
the  Government  of  India  containing  the  observations 
made  at  8  A.  m.  each  day  together  with  a  summary  of  the 
meteorological  conditions  obtaining  during  the  previous 
24  hours. 


561.  The  amount  of  daily  rainfall  is  observed  at  37 
Rainfall  different  stations  throughout  Travan- 

m  core,  and  the  information  thus  obtained 
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is  transmitted  to  the  Observatory  whore  it  is  duly  tabu¬ 
lated. 

562.  The  usual  weekly  telegram  of  rainfall  was  sent  . 
to  Simla  as  also,  a  monthly  statement  of  these  obser¬ 
vations. 


568.  Out  of  87  stations,  only  in  14  was  the  downpour 
scanty  and  in  the  rest  it  was  not  only  greater  than  the 
normal,  but  exceeded  that  of  1065.  Of  the  14  stations 
refer  rod  to,  8  are  in  the  Northern,  2  in  the  Quilon,  one 
iu  the  Padmanabhapuram  and  3  in  the  Southern  Divi¬ 
sion.  The  distribution  of  the  total  amount  of  rain  over 
the  twelve  months  was  also  quite  peculiar.  In  the  N.  E. 
monsoon  period,  the  fall  was  less  than  the  average  in  26 
stations  out  of  37,  viz.  9  in  the  Northern  Division,  7  in 
Quilon,  3  in  Trevandrum  and  7  in  the  Southern  Division. 
In  the  months  which  constitute  the  period  of  the  S.  W. 
monsoon,  the  fall  was  excessive  in  20  and  scanty  in  17 
stations. 


E.  MEDICAL  SERVICE. 


564.  During  the  year  under  report,  one  Assistant  Apo- 

guft.  thecary  died  and  another  was  transfer¬ 

red  to  the  pension  list.  On  the  other 

hand,  3  passed  Apothecaries  from  the  Madras  Medical 
College  were  entertained  in  the  sendee. 

565.  The  want  of  medical  aid  having  been  much  felt 

in  the  malarious  district  of  Canjirapally 
Hospitals.  jn  the  Northern  division  a  dispensary 

was  opened  at  that  place.  The  special  dispensary  at  Tho- 
dupulay,  another  malarious  district  in  the  same  division, 
was  made  permanent  in  the  course  of  the  year.  The 
arrangement  made  in  1065  of  vaccinators  treating  epidemic 
eases  and  ordinary  diseases  with  medicines  made  up  and 
supplied  from  the  General  Stores,  in  localities  where  they 
may  be  engaged  in  vaccination  work,  was  continued  during 
the  year  with  favorable  results. 

566.  The  subjoined  statement  shows  the  work  done 

in  the  several  institutions,  compared  with 
treated1**  °*  °”e“  that  of  the  previous  year  : — 


567 .  The  aggregate  number  of  sick  treated  was  1,37,880 
against  1,20,883  in  1065,  There  was  thus  an  increase  of 
16,997  patients.  Of  this  number,  9,354  patients  were 
treated  in  the  new  dispensaries  at  Thodupulay  and  Canji- 
vapally,  4,301  by  Vaccinators  and  native  Vythians  on 
speoial  duty  during  epidemics,  while  in  the  General  Hospital 
and  Fort  Dispensary  at  Trevandrunx  and  in  the  District 
hospitals  at  Quilon,  Mavalikaray,  Cottayam  and  Shertallay 
there  were  respectively  572,4,752,  850,  564, 1,187  and  656 
oases  treated,  in  excess- of  the  previous  year. 
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568.  There  -was  a  large  falling  off  in  the  number  treated 
in  the  Charity  Hospital,  Trevandrum,  which  is  now  called 
the  Tycaud  Hospital.  The  decline  was  entirely  in  the  out¬ 
patients  and  this  is  probably  due  to  persons  living  in  and 
near  the  fort  seeking  treatment  in  the  Fort  Dispensary. 
Among  the  in-patients  there  was  an  increase  in  admissions 
of  91  leper  patients.  This  is  due  to  the  Government  sanc¬ 
tioning  during  the  year  a  more  liberal  scale  of  diet  than 
was  hitherto  allowed  them.  No  reason  is  assigned  for  the 
large  falling  off  in  the  number  treated  in  the  Parachalay 
Hospital  and  in  the  dispensaries  in  Lalam  and  Kottarakaray. 


•569.  255  prisoners  were  treated  against  359  in  1065. 

Central  .Jail  Hospital.  J*®'  f  ®gth  of  the 

Central  Jail  was  452-8  against  433  m 
1065,  and  the  average  daily  sick  was  1 0-7  against  18‘4  in 
the  previous  year.  7  deaths  occurred  against  4  in  1065. 
The  percentage  of  deaths  to  average  strength  was  1‘5  com¬ 
pared  with  -9  in  the  year  before.  Of  the  .7  deaths  which 
occurred,  one  was  from  tubercule  of  the  lung,  two  from 
pneumonia  and  one  each  from  cholera,  dysentery,  ansemia 
and  pleurisy. 


570.  There  were  no  cases  of  cholera  other  than  the  one 
fatal  case  noticed  above,  nor  were  there  any  other  cases  of 
epidemic  diseases  brought  under  treatment  during  the  year 
in  the  Jail.  The  prevailing  diseases  were  fevers,  diarrhoea, 
dysentery  and  affections  of  the  chest  and  skin,  in  all  of 
which  the  convicts  attacked  were  discharged  cured. 


571.  The  returns  of  this  hospital  show  an  increase  in 
Maternit  Hos  iltai  ^  admissions  of  in-patients,  the  number 
y  '  being  50  against  44  in  the  previous  year. 
Among  the  out-patients  there  was  a  falling  off,  there  being- 
only  29  cases  against  40  in  1065.  The  Durbar  Physician 
observes  that  “  probably  ”  the  midwife  attached  to  the  Fort 
Dispensary  “  may  have  attended  some  of  the  cases  ”  for¬ 
merly  admitted  as  out-patients  in  this  hospital. 


572.  To  the  77  patients  who  remained  at  the  beginning 
.  „  ,  ,  of  the  year,  59  were  added  by  admis- 

una  io  sy  urn.  gjons  ^llring  t}le  year  .  thus  the  number 

of  patients  under  treatment  was  136  of  whom  81  were 
males  and  55  females,  against  89  males  and  43  females  in 
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1065.  Two  of  the  cases  were  ve-admissions  of  discharged 
patients.  In  both  cases  the  patients  were  brought  back  4 
months  after  their  release. 

573.  20  of  the  patients  were  cured,  12  relieved,  8  died 
and  96  remained  at  the  close  of  the  year.  The  average 
daily  strength  was  84-66  and  the  percentage  of  mortality  ' 
5-8  against  2013  in  1065.  This  is  ascribed  to  the  absence 
of  any  epidemic  in  the  Asylum  and  to  a  larger  number  of 
warders  having  been  sanctioned  by  Government  for  this 
institution,  as,  under  their  supervision,  the  patients  were 
enabled  to  bo  kept  out  in  the  open  air  more  than  they 
used  to  be  formerly.  Of  the  8  deaths  which  occurred,  4 
were  from  general  dropsy,  one  each  from  diarrhoea, 
Bright’s  disease,  general  debility  and  dysentery. 

574.  The  following  statement  shows  the  supposed 
causes  of  insanity  in  the  patients  under  treatment,  so  far 
as  it  was  possible  to  ascertain  them  : —

577.  Surgical  operations.  572  major  and  minor  opera- 

.  tions  were  performed  in  the  General  and 
opSiotis"  11111101  Maternity  hospitals  in  Trevandrum, 
against  418  in  the  previous  year. 


Six  of  the  patients  died  after  operation.  Of  these,  one 
from  whom  a  large  tumour  was  removed  died  from 
the  shook,  “  the  tumour,  being  a  malignant  one,  would 
have  caused  death  in  a  short  time.  ”  The  remaining  5 
were  lying-in  cases  all  of  which  are  reported  to  have  been 
brought  to  the  hospital  “in  a  great  state  of  exhaustion.” 

578.  Taking  the  out-station  institutions,  the  largest 
number  of  operations  performed  was  768  in  Quilon,  704  in 
Mavalikaray  and  332  in  Alleppey.  The  smallest  number 
was  again  in  Shencottah,  viz.  33. 

579.  298  post  mortem  examinations  were  held  in  all 

the  hospitals  against  310  in  1065.  Of 
mfioo.m°rtem  exalm"  these,  280  were  for  medico-legal  cases 
and  18  for  pathological  purposes,  against,  , 
303  and  7  respectively  in  the  previous  year. 

580.  Public  health.  Cholera  was  prevalent  throughout 

Cholera  the  country  during  the  year.  The  di- 

0  era"  sease  began  in  Puratasy  and  continued 

more  or  less  until  the  year  closed.  In  South  Travancore, 
it  prevailed  with  greater  severity  than  in  other  parts.  A 
quarantine  was  established  at  Aramboly  on  the  frontier, 
but  as  the  disease  had  spread  in  the  Southern '  taluqs  in 
the  State  the  quarantine  was  removed  to  Nemom,  with  a 
view  to  protect  the  capital.  This  preventive  failed,  as 
cases  occurred  within  the  fort  and  in  the  town  and  the 
quarantine  had  to  be  abandoned.  In  North  Travancore  a 
quarantine  was  established  at  the  junction  of  the  roads 
from  Paravoor  to  Kanjirapally  and  Cottayam,  to  prevent 
the  epidemic  spreading  into  the  low  country  from  Periyar 
where  it  was  reported  to  be  prevailing.  All  available  hands 
were  detailed  for  duty  and  the  number  sent  out  was  com¬ 
posed  of  5  assistant  apothecaries,  7  compounders,  one  pri¬ 
vate  practitioner  and  4  native  Yythians.  In  South  Tra¬ 
vancore,  the  medical  men  were  placed  under  the  immediate 
supervision  of  a  sub-assistant  surgeon,  and  at  the  capital 
the  operations  of  the  medical  and  sanitary  departments 
were  conducted  under  the  direction  of  an  assistant  surgeon, 
specially  deputed  for  the  work.  The  number  of  cases 
brought  under  treatment  was  3,869  of  which  1,465  proved 
fatal. 
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581.  48  cases  of  smallpox  were  treat¬ 
ed  during  the  year,  of  which  9  proved 
fatal.

588.  The  progress  made  by  the  second  batch  of 
students  entertained  in  the  previous 

Victoria  Medical  year,  consisting  of  8  paid  and  one  ori- 
wom°eir  Plt  '  vate  student  and  two  volunteers,  is 
reported  to  be  satisfactory. 

584.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  lying-in 

cases  admitted  into  this  hospital  during 

Number  of  lying-in  the  year,  the  total  number  being  120 
oases  admitted.  against  105  in  1065.  Of  the  patients 

delivered,  99  were  natural  labor  and 
the  remaining  21  instrumental  cases.  Of  the  latter,  4  of 
the  mothers  died,  one  from  dropsy  and  anaemia,  one  from 
convulsions,  one  from  hemorrhage  and  ooe  from  perito¬ 
nitis.  Fourteen  of  the  infants  died,  9  of  which  were  born 
premature. 

585.  Of  the  7  midwives  who  passed  out  of  the  school 

successfully  and  were  entertained  in  the 
pasYed’mfdwhre^  tlie  servios  last  7eai'>  onQ  die<h  and  the 
other  6  are  reported  to  have  done  good 
work  in  the  districts  to  which  they  were  posted,  and  it  is 
gratifying  to  note  that  “  the  services  of  these  women  are 
gradually  being  appreciated.”  Their  work  is  summaris¬ 
ed  below : — 
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586.  Pursuant  to  the  scheme  sanctioned  on  the  re-orga¬ 
nization  of  the  medical  department  in  the  previous  year,  of 
entertaining-  a  batch  of  compounders  in  order  to  pro¬ 
vide  aid  in  large  hospitals  and  to  be  sent  out  to  treat 
epidemic  cases,  the  first  batch  of  students  was  entertained 
in  the  beginning  of  the  year  under  report.  The  class  was 
composed  of  1 0  Government  and  one  private  student.  In 
addition  to  compounding,  they  were  taught  minor  surgery 
and  medicine.  During  the  year,  the  services  of  the 
students  were  availed  of  in  the  treatment  of  cholera  in 
South  Travancore,  and  they  are  reported  to  have  done 
good  work.  The  class  was  examined  at  the  end  of  the 
year  and  all  the  students  having  passed  out  successfully 
were  entertained  in  the  service  and  posted  for  duty  in  the 
several  institutions. 

587.  Vaccine  operations  numbered  65,867  against 

Vaccination  103,765  in  1065,  thus  showing  a  de- 

accma  ion.  crease  of  37,898  cases  compared  with 

the  previous  year.  The  falling  off  is  ascribed  to  the  closer 
supervision  of  the  work  of  the  vaccinators  by  the  In¬ 
spectors  appointed  for  the  purpose  under  the  re-organization 
scheme  in  the  previous  year,  and  to  the  consequent  check 
on  the  submission  of  fraudulent  returns. 


588.  The  following  statement  compares  the  several 
classes  operated  on  during  the  years  1065  and  1066 : — 


589.  The  propagation  of  animal  lymph  was  kept  up, 
and  the  vaccine  virus  is  reported  to  have  been  effective. 


590.  A  permanent  vaccine  shed  was  constructed  during 
the  year.  The  subjoined  statement  ■  shows  particulars  of 
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the  supply  of  the  lymph  to  out-stations  and  the  number  of 
subjects  vaccinated  directly  from  the  calf : —

study  the  method  ot  pre-  King  who  kindly  offered  to  instruct  him. 
serving  amnia  ymp  .  rjjle  guperintendent’s  interesting  report 
submitted  to  Government  on  his  return 
from  Madras  showed  that  he  had  acquired  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  system  adopted  by  Surgeon  Major  King. 
While  the  Superintendent’s  suggestion  for  the  introduction 
of  the  system  into  Travancore  was  under  the  consideration 
of  Government,  the  Durbar  Physician  proposed  an  alterna¬ 
tive  scheme,  on  an  offer  made  by  Dr.  King  to  supply  this 
Government  with  lanoline  lymph  in  the  same  way  as  he 
proposed  to  supply  Ooorg,  Mysore  and  Cashmere,  at  a  cost 
of  2  pies  for  material  for  a  single  case.  This  proposal  was 
sanctioned  just  before  the  year  closed  on  the  under¬ 
standing  that  the  calf  vaccination  at  the  Government  dep6t 
in  Trevandrum  was  not  to  be  abandoned  altogether,  until 
such  time  as  the  arrangement  with  Surgeon  Major  King 
was  found  to  work  satisfactorily,  and  until  it  was  found 
that  the  people  had<taken  kindly  to  imported  lymph.

.medical  stores,  with  the  entertainment  of  new  hands, 
with  the  increment  to  salaries  made  under  the  re¬ 
organization  scheme  in  the  previous  year,  and  with  in¬ 
creased  cost  for  diet  and  contingencies,  it  was  found 
impracticable  to  circumscribe  the  expenditure  within  the 
sanctioned  limits.  The  expenditure  for  the  year  was  . 
1,51,167  Rs,  against  1,22,492  Rs  in  the  previous  year,  and 
was  3,167  Rs  more  than  the  sanctioned  allotment.  'While 
sanctioning  this  additional  expenditure  and  being  alive  to 
the  necessity  for  placing  the  benefits  of  medical  aid  within 
easy  reach  of  all  classes,  His  Highness  the  Maha  Rajah  was 
pleased  to  accord  sanction  for  the  allotment  for  the  Medi¬ 
cal  and  Yaccine  departments  being  still  further  raised  to  a 
maximum  of  1,60,000  Rs  for  the  current  year’s  expenditure, 
or  37,508  Rs  more  than  the  expenditure  in  1065  and  8,833 
Rs  more  than  in  1066. 

593.  The  annual  contributions  by  the  Government  to 

the  London  Mission  Society’s  hospital 

i  e  ms  in  ions.  ^  Heyyoor,  the  Roman  Catholic  Mission 
hospital  at  Magnamay  and  the  Madura  Local  Fund  dis¬ 
pensary  at  Bodinaickanoor  were  continued.  Good  work 
is  reported  to  have  been  done  in  all  these  institutions. 

594.  The  North  Travancore  Land  Planting  and  Agricul¬ 
tural  Society  established  a  hospital  in  the  An  jenad  District 
and  a  grant  of  1,000  Rs.  was  paid  during  the  year  towards 
the  maintenance  of  this  institution. 

595.  At  the  request  of  the  Travancore  Planter’s  Asso¬ 
ciation  for  help  towards  the  establishment  of  a  hospital  in 
the  Kuldoorty  valley  in  the  Pathanapuram  tarluq,  the 
Government  promised  an  annual  grant  limited  to  a  sum 
equal  to  what  the  planters  are  able  to  raise  among  them¬ 
selves  up  to  a  maximum  of  1,000  Rs. 


596.  During  the  year  a  proposal  was  also  made  by  the 
Association  to  l’aise  the  hospital  at  Peermade  to  the  stan¬ 
dard  of  a  2nd  class  district  hospital  for  the  admission  of 
in-patients.  As  this  ..measure  was  to  some  extent  calculat¬ 
ed  to  meet  the  convenience  of  the  planters  and  the  large 
number  of  coolies  employed  on  the  estates,  it  was  proposed 
that  the  Association  should  undertake  a  portion  of  the 
actual  additional  expenditure  involved,  not  exceeding  1,000 
Rs.  in  the  year.  This  proposal  was  before  the  Association 
when  the  year  closed.

9  out  of  these,  in  which  poison  was  detected,  inorganic 
poisons  were  found  in  5  and  organic  in  4  Arsenic  seems 
to  have  been  more  largely  used  than  any  other  poison.  In 
the  remaining  21  cases,  chemical  examination  failed  to  pro¬ 
duce  any  positive  result.  12  cases  of  suspected  blood¬ 
stains  were  examined,  with  the  result  that  blood  was  dis¬ 
covered  in  11  of  them.  The  number  of  cases  of  spermatic 
stains  investigated  was  2.  In  neither  of  them  was  semen 
detected.  There  were  2  cases  of  cattle-poisoning  for  ex¬ 
amination,  but  no  poison  was  detected  in  either. 


600.  Under  this  head  3  cases  were  attended  to.  In 
Miscellaneous  one  *he  cases  containing  specimen  of 
opium  the  examination  resulted  in  the 
detection  of  7-  per  cent  of  morphia. 


601.  Veterinary  Hospital.  The  usual  return  of  animals 
treated  in  the  Hospital  during  the  year  under  report  will 
be  found  in  the  Appendix.  The  total  number  of  cases 
treated  was  221  as  against  166  in  1065. 

602.  Of  the  admissions,  106  were  in-patients  and  115 
out-patients  against  73  and  93  respectively  in  the  previous 
year.  199  cases  were  discharged  cured,  5  relieved,  3  pro¬ 
nounced  incurable,  7  died;  one  was  destroyed  and  6  re¬ 
mained  under  treatment  at  the  close  of  the  year.  Of  the 
7  deaths,  two  resulted  from  paralysis  and  one  each  from 
chorea,  fits,  hydrophobia,  retention  of  placenta  and 
vertigo.  Three  deaths  were  among  dogs  and  the  rest 
among  cattle.  Nine  bullocks  and  dogs  underwent  opera¬ 
tion  for  tumours,  one  cow’s  hind  leg  was  amputated  and  2 
ponies,  3  bulls  and  a  buffalo  were  gelded.  All  these  opera¬ 
tions  were  attended  with  success. 

603.  The  fees  recovered  for  veterinary  advice,  treat¬ 
ment  and  stabling  charges  amounted  to  Es  62-21  as  against 
Es  87-14  in  1065,  a  large  number  of  cases  having  been 
treated  free. 

604.  Of  contagious  diseases,  a  case  of  variola  vaccina 
and  9  of  eczema  epizootica  were  brought  into  Hospital  for 

-  treatment. 

605.  The  institution  has  performed  good  work  diming 
the  year  and  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  its  usefulness  is 
being  appreciated. 

606.  The  Veterinarian  has  been  directed  to  submit  a 
more  elaborate  report  embodying  the  result  of  his  observa¬ 
tions  on  the  more  serious  and  frequent  diseases,  showing 
their  probable  cause  and  the  class  of  animals  they  usually 
affect. 
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«.  POLITICAL. 

His  Highness  the  Malta  Rajah’s  visit  to  Rametwa/rm, 

607.  Mr.  Nagam  lyei’,  the  Dewan  Peishcar,  was  deputed 
to  make  the  necessary  arrangements  for  His  Highness’ 
trip  to  Rameswarem. 

608.  His  Highness  left  the  capital  at  6-30  a.  m.  on  the 
8th  November  1890  accompanied  by  the  Dewan  and  other 
officers,  and  reached  Neyyattonkaray  for  breakfast  and 
Knlitlioray  for  supper.  After  halting  a  day  each  at  Thrip- 
pathisarom,  Thovalay  and  Nangunery,  His  Highness  reach¬ 
ed  Tinnevelly  at  5  r.  m.  on  the  12th.  At  the  Palamcottah 
toll  gate  the  Collector  and  other  gentlemen  received  His 
Highness  and  the  Tinnevelly  public  presented  an  address 
to  which  His  Highness  made  a  suitable  reply.  At  Tinne¬ 
velly  His  Highness  received  several  visits  both  from  the 
European  and  Native  gentlemen. 

609.  Leaving  Tinnevelly  by  a  special  train  at  9  p.  m.  on 
the  14th,  His  Highness  reached  Madura  very  early  on  the 
15th.  Here  also  His  Highness  received  several  visits. 
Starting  from  Madura  on  the  afternoon  of  the  16th  and 
passing  through  Tripuvanam,  Vana  Madura  and  Parama- 
gudi,  His  Highness  arrived  at  Ramnad  on  the  19th  Novem¬ 
ber,  He  was  received  with  due  honors  by  the  Raja  of 
Ramnad  in  a  pavilion  erected  a  couple  of  miles  from  the 
station.  Addresses  in  English  and  Sanskrit  and  Purna- 
kumbhom  were  presented  to  His  Highness  at  Navapa- 
shanom,  Ochipally  and  Mandapom,  at  each  of  which  stages 
a  day’s  halt  was  made.  His  Highness  crossed  the  Pamban 
Channel  very  early  on  Sunday  the  2 3rd,  the  local  Native 
British  officers  being  in  attendance  and  the  steamers  then 
in  the  channel  being  dressed  for  the  occasion.  Leaving 
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Pamben  at  2  p.  h.,  His  Highness  reached  Rameswarem  on 
the  23rd  amidst  the  cheers  of  the  people  who  were  glad  to 
welcome  the  Dharmarajah,  as  the  Sovereigns  of  Travancore 
are  known  in  that  place.  From  Ramesweram  His  Highness 
made  a  trip  to  Chettysatram  and  stayed  therefor  two  days. 
Leaving  Chettysatram  after  performing  the  necessary  cere¬ 
monies,  His  Highness  arrived  at  Ramnad  on  the  30th, 
touching  at  the  intermediate  stations.  The  European  Port 
Officer  came  to  Rameswei’am  and  made  arrangements  for 
His  Highness’  safe  journey  across  the  channel.  From 
Ramnad  His  Highness  went  to  Dhurbashayanom  and  re¬ 
turned  to  Ramnad  in  two  days  which  station  he  finally  left 
for  Travancore  on  the  2nd  December.  Halting  at  the  same 
stations  as  on  the  way  up,  His  Highness  reached  his  capital 
on  the  15th  December  amidst  the  rejoicings  of  his  subjects, 
who  put  up  a  pandal  to  receive  him  and  decorated  the 
Town  in  his  honor. 

The  British  officers  and  public  showed  marked  atten¬ 
tion  to  His  Highness  during  the  tour  and  the  Raja  of 
Ramnad  was  particularly  courteous.

610,  Service  JSmminuMons.  The  Director  of  Vernacu¬ 
lar  Education  who  was  appointed  Superintendent  of  the 
Service  examinations,  reports  that  the  Subordinate  Service 
Entrance  examination  was  held  in  the  early  part  of 
Dhanoo  of  the  year  under  report.  The  names  of  336 
candidates  were  registered,  of  whom  86  or  25-5  per  cent 
passed,  a  very  poor  result. 

611.  The  results  of  the  Revenue  Test  examination 
held  in  1064  were  published  in  the  year  under  review. 
137  candidates  passed  out  of  661  registered,  giving  a 
pei’centage  of  20'7. 


612.  The  Mint,  in  the  year  under  report  2,04,377 
n  .  tolas  of  copper  were  coined  into 

35,62,000  cash  which  is  equal  to  Rupees 
7,950-25-0.  The  value  of  copper  amounted  to  Rupees 
2,144-25-6.  The  profit  to  Government  on  account  of 
this  coinage  was  thus  Rs.  5,805-27-10. 


613.  Of  silver  coins,  3,38,945  chackrams  equivalent  to 
Silver  coinage  ®lS>  12,105-5-0  were  struck  from  11,113 
ge'  tolas  of  silver.  Deducting  from  this, 
the  cost  of  silver,  viz.  Rs.  12,006-17-8,  the  profit  was 
Rs.  98-15-8. 


614.  1,63,376  fanam  pieces  were  minted  out  of  21,426| 

tolas  of  silver,  valued  at  Rs.  23,149-12-11.  The  fanams 
being  equivalent  to  Rs.  23,339-12-0,  the  profit  derived 
was  Rs.  189-27-5.  13,346  quarter  Rupee  pieces,  equi¬ 

valent  to  Rs.  3,336-14-0  coined  during  the  year  from 
3,063  tolas  of  silver,  left  a  profit  of  Rs.  27-3—15,  deduct- 
ing  the  price  of  silver  viz.  3,309-10-1. 

615.  9,150  half  Rupees  equivalent  to  Rs.  4,575  were 
also  coined,  4,200  tolas  of  silver  being  used  valued  at 
Rs.  4,537-21-4.  Hence  there  was  a  profit  of  Rs.  37-6-12.

20  to  30  Rs  and  the  final  appellate  jurisdiction  of  the  Zillah 
Judges  from  50  to  60  Rs,  and  the  fourth  Regulation  was 
for  enabling  the  Government  to  make  loans  of  money  to 
private  individuals  for  agricultural  improvements. 

632.  Of  the  Bills  remaining  before  the  Legislative 
Council,  the  Bill  to  amend  the  Arms  Regulation  was  allow¬ 
ed  to  stand  over  to  admit  of  its  being  recast  on  a  more  ex¬

2,  The  period  of  three  years  for  which,  according-  to 
Section  4  of  Regulation  II  of  1063,  a  membership  in  the 
Legislative  Council  is  tenable,  having  lapsed  at  the  end  of 
1066,  th &  personnel  of  the  Council  was,  for  the  most  part, 
reconstituted  in  the  beginning  of  the  year  under  review.

63.  There  was  a  decrease  of  about  2  per  cent,  in  the 
number  of  persons  punished  with- fine  only  and  a  corres¬ 
ponding  increase  in  the  number  sentenced  to  imprison¬ 
ment  as  well  as  fine.  4,540  persons  '•or  98'2  per  cent*  of 
those  sentenced  to  fine  were  mulcted  in- sums  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  Rs.  50  against  4,752  persons  or  98-3  per  cent,  in 
1066.  79  persons  had  to  pay  a  fine  of  between  50  and-  200 
Rs.  against  75,  and  two  alone  were  fined  above  that  sum 
against  6  in  the  previous  year.  The  number  imprisoned 
during  the  year  was  2,496  or  29  more  than  last  year.  . 
The  great  majority,  namely,  1,847,  were  imprisoned 


for  periods  below  one  month  and  26  above  one  year  as 
compared  with  1;701  and  26  respectively  in  1066.  1,965 

persons  were  sentenced  to  rigorous  imprisonment  and  the 
rest  to  simple  imprisonment  against  1,932  and  535  in  the 
previous  year.

Magistrate  of  Alleppey,  the  1st  class  Magistrates  of  Cotta- 
yam  and  Alleppey  (special)  and  the  3rd  class  Magistrate 
of  Peermade,  the  average  duration  of  preliminary  enquiries 
also  would  have  shown  an  improvement.”  Exclusive  of 
the  period  during  which  cases  were  pending  the  result  of 
references  made  to  the  Police  or  the  arrest  of  accused 
persons,  the  average  duration  of  preliminary  enquiries  was 
22  days  and  of  trials  8  days  against  2]  and  8  days  respec¬ 
tively  in  the  previous  year.

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67.  There  was  a  satisfactory  decline  in  such  grave 
crimes  as  murder,  grievous  hurt,  kidnapping,  rape  and  at¬ 
tempt  at  rape,  robbery,  criminal  breach  of  trust,  house- 
'  breaking  and  offences  relating  to  coin — and  an  unsatisfac¬ 
tory  rise  in  culpable  homicide  not  amounting  to  murder, 
dacoity,  forgery  and  offences  against  public  justice.  Petty 
charges  which  usually  form  the  bulk  of  the  criminal  pro¬ 
ceedings  before  tbe  Magistracy,  such  as  hurt,  assault, 
mischief,  criminal  trespass  &c.,  show  a  marked  decline  as 
compared  with  the  previous  year.  The  persons  accused 
of  these  offences  formed  65-7  per  cent,  of  the  total  number 
charged  against  70'5  per  cent,  in  1066. 

'68.  47  persons  were  charged  with  murder  during  the 

Minder  .  year,  30  of  whom  were  Hindus,  10  Ma- 
homedans,  and  the  rest  Christians. 
Three  of  the  latter  and  one  of  each  of  the  other  creeds' 
■  were  females.  28  were  committed  to  take  their 
trial  at  the  Sessions  on  charges  of  murder,  one  for  culpable 
homicide  not  amounting  to  murder,  one  for  causing  death 
by  rash  or  negligent  act  and  2  for  hurt.  Of  the  remaining 
15  persons,  9  were  discharged  for  want  of  evidence  and 
the  case  against  the  remaining  6  was  pending  enquiry  by 
the  Magistracy  when  the  year  closed;  Inclusive  of  the 
prisoners  involved  in  cases  committed  about  the  close  of 
the  previous  ye.ar  and  pending  trial  before  the  Sessions 
Courts  in.  the  beginning  of  1067,  those  Courts  tried  30  per¬ 
sons  on  charges  of  murder  and  convicted  7  of  them  of  the 
offence  and  4  others  of  less  heinous  offences.  The  High 
Court  confirmed  the  conviction  for  murder  in  the  case  of 
o  of  the  7  persons,  and  including  the  two  persons  involved 
in  cases  referred  to  the  High  Court  at  the  close  of  1066, 
whose  conviction  was  upheld  by  them,  there  were  in  all  7 
persons  finally  convicted  of  murder  against  10  in  the  year 
previous.

of  the  number  of  offences  of  tliis  class  were  committed  in 
gardens  or  paddy  lands,  24'9  in  dwelling  houses  and  17-8 
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per  cent,  in  highways,  against  49-7,  24>9  and  2 5 ‘4  per 
cent,  respectively  in  the  previous  year.  04  the  185  cases 
charged .  as  robberies,  only  7  cases  affecting  34  pei’sons 
were  tried  by  the  Sessions  Courts  and  3  cases  alone  ended 
in  conviction. 

{There  was  a  regrettable  increase  of  51  cases  of 
Daeoities  dacoity  affecting  277  persons.  46 •  4 

per  cent,  of  the  offences  were  perpetrat¬ 
ed  in  gardens  or  paddy  lands,  44-6  per  cent,  in  dwelling 
houses  and  9  per  cent,  in  highways,  as  compared  with 
5T9,  34-6  and  13-5  per  cent,  respectively  in  the  preceding 
year.  In  44  of  the  cases,  the  value  of  property  did  not 
exceed  5  Rs.  and  in  88,  it  ranged  from  5  to  100  Rs. 
against  38  and  53  respectively  in  1066.  There  were  22 
cases  in  which  the  value  of  the  property  exceeded  Rs.  100 
and  in  3,  Rs.  1,000  against  12  and  1  in  the  preceding  year. 
The  3  latter  cases  were  all  in  the  Padmanabhapuram 
District.  .  Of  the  155  cases  affecting  1,072  persons 
charged  under  this  head,  only  10  cases  with  56  persons 
were  sent  up  for  trial  to  the  Sessions  Courts .  against 
the  same  number  with  52  persons  in  the  previous  year, 
and  of  these,  convictions  were  secured  in  only  2  cases 
affecting  8  persons  against  5  affecting  24  persons  in  the  year 
preceding.

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The  number  charged  with  offences  showed  an  increase 
of  36  as  compared  with  1066  ;  but  the  number  convicted 
was  the  same  and  formed  ITS  per  cent,  against  13*2  in 
the  previous  year.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  no  public 
servant  charged  was  convicted  of  bribery,  criminal  mis¬ 
appropriation,  wrongful  restraint  or  wrongful  confinement 
or  forgery.  A  large  percentage  of  the  persons  charged 
was  convicted -of  criminal  breach  of  trust  and  fabricating 
false  evidence.

tried  by.  the  District  Magistrates  of  Quilon  and  Padmana- 
bhapuram  and  2  and  1  respectively  by  those  of  Cottayam 
and  Trevandrum.  The  cases  disposed  of  by  the  other 
two  Magistrates  (Alleppey  and  Cardamom  Hills)  were 
those  wholly  tried  by  them.  It  is  very  desirable  that 
the  District  Magistrates  should  take  up  more  original 
work.  Among  the  First  Class  Magistrates,  the  Cottayam 
Magistrate  takes  the  lead  with  264  cases  besides  2  cases 
which  he  disposed  of  as  Special  Magistrate  of  Alleppey. 
The  Quilon,  Padmanabhapuram  and  Trevandrum  First 
Class  Magistrates  stand  next  in  order  with  a  disposal 
of  197,  161  and  129  cases  respectively.  Though  the 
First  Class  Magistrate,  Arecootty,  disposed  of  111  cases,  it 
should  be  noted  that  they  were  mostly  petty  cases  of 
smuggling  punishable  under  the  special  laws  of  the  State. 
The  Anjenad  and  Alleppey  First  Class  Magistrates  had  very 
little  criminal  work  during  the  year,  their  disposals  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  31  and  22  cases  respectively.

has  been  more  than  once  drawn  to  the  expediency  of 
posting  to  a  single  day  for  examination  of  witnesses  no 
more  cases  than  could  be  got  through  that  day.  ”  The:

the  year  by  empowering  the  Division  First  Class  Magis¬ 
trate  of  Quilon  to  hear  appeals  from  the  decisions  of  Sub¬ 
ordinate  Magistrates.  There  were  thus  7  Courts  exer¬ 
cising  appellate  jurisdiction  against  6  in  1066.

As .  in  the  previous  year,  Mr.  Krishna  Pillay,  n.  a., 
disposed  of  the  largest  number  of  regular  suits  and  small 
causes,  being.  1,418  and  1,559  respectively.  Mr.  Rama- 
subba  Iyer,  n.  a.,  comes  next  in  the  disposal  of-  regular 
'suits  and  Mr.  Hoogewerf  in  respect  of  small  causes.  Of 
contested  cases,  Mr,  Ramasubba  Iyer,  b.  a.,  heads  the  list 
as  regards  regular  suits  and  Mr.  Krishna  Pillay  in  respect 
of  small  causes.  Taking  together  the  contested  regular 
and  small  cause  suits  disposed  of  during  the  year,  we  find 
Messrs.  Ramasubba  Iyer,  b.  a.,  and  Krishna  Pillay,  b.  a., 
take  the  first  and  second  places  with  a  disposal  of  863  and 
839  suits  respectively.  Messrs.  N.  Ramakrishna  Pillay 
and  M.  Hoogewerf  follow  next  in  order  with  662  and  588 
cases.  'Mr.  Harihara  Iyer,  who  acted  as  2nd  Judge  for 
about  a  month,  has  also  disposed- of  555  contested  cases. 

139.  The  average  duration  of  a  regular  suit  disposed 
.  ,  . .  .  of  by  a  Munsiff  was  3  months  and  6 

fsvtifcf™06  °n  °  days  and  that  of  a  small  cause,  26  days 
against  3  months  and  4  days  and  25 
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days  respectively  in  1066.  The  average  duration  of  a 
contested  regular  suit  was  5  months  and  9  days  and  of 
a  contested  small  cause  1  month  and  8  days  against  5 
months  and  10  days  and  29  days  respectively  in  the  pre¬ 
vious  year.  4270  per  cent,  of  the  regular  suits  and  75-12 
per  cent',  of  the  small  causes  were  disposed  of  within,  a 
month  from  date  of  institution  against  41-2  and  75'2  in 
1066.  The  number  of  regular  suits  disposed  of  within  3 
months  formed  70-82  per  cent,  against  69  per  cent,  and 
only  6'29  per  cent,  of  such  suits  took  more  than  a  year 
for  disposal  against  87  per  cent,  in  the  previous  year.

Leaving  out  of  account  those  who  acted  tor'  short  terms  as 
Munsiffs,  it  is  found  that,  as  in  last  year,  the  lowest  per¬ 
centage  of  appeals  was  from  the  decisions  of  Mr.  Krishna 
Pillay,  b.  a.,  being  2373.  Of  the  appeals  disposed  of  by 
the  District  Courts  on.  the  merits,  the  decisions  of  the 
Munsiffs  were  confirmed  in  57  63  per  cent.,  modified 
in  12-68  and  reversed  in  29 ’69  against  58-76,  11-49 
and  2975  per  cent,  respectively  in  the  year  before.  The 
High  Court  remark,  “  viewing  this  in  the  light 
“  that  the  appeals  preferred  during  the  year  were  of  a

“  year,  which  is  the  inevitable  result  of  the  increase  in  the 
“  small  cause  powers  of  the  Munsiffs,  we  think  that  the

cent,  in  1066.  This  is  very  unsatisfactory  and  the  more 
so  as  he  had  the  smallest  quantity  of  work.  , 

141.  The  number  of  cases  left  in  arrears  by  the  Mun¬ 
siffs  at  the  close  of  the  year  was  3;268 
Arl'oals'  regular  suits  and  319  small  causes 

against  3,477  and  287  respectively,  showing  a  satisfactory 
•decrease  of  177  cases  notwithstanding  the  large  increase 
in  the  total  institutions  and  in  the  file  of  real  property 
suits  during  the  year.  The  largest  increase  -in  arrears  was 
in  the  Krishnapuram  Court  and  the  smallest  decrease,  in  the 
Quilon  Court.  “The  large  increase  in  the  number  of  cases 
“left  undisposed  of  in  the  Krishnapuram,  Chertalay  and 
“Vaikam  Courts,  whose  files  were  comparatively  light,  is 
“  unaccountable  and  far  from  satisfactory.”  It  is  hoped  that 
the  Munsiffs  concerned  will  endeavour  to  produce  better 
.  results  in  future  years.  There  is  an  improvement  in  the 
disposal  of  old  cases  during  the  year.  Of  these,  83  cases, 
only  of  more  than  a  yehr’s  standing,  remained  at  the  end  of 
1067  while  the  number  of  such  cases  at  the  close  of  1066 
was  186.  This  result  would  have  been  still  more  satis¬ 
factory  but  for  the  regrettable  increase  in  the  number  of 
ol«J  cases  in  the  Krishnapuram  and  Thiruvellah  Munsiffs 
Courts.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  in  the  Sherayangiel 
Munsiffs  Court  there  were  no  eases  of  more  than  3  months’ 
standing  and  in  Shencottah,  of  more  than  6  months.  Of 
the  83  cases  of'  more  than  a  year’s  duration,  62  were  pend¬ 
ing  the  examination  of  witnesses  or  the  return  of  commis¬

total  of  28,648  against  20,055  and  5^904  respectively  total¬ 
ling  25,959  in  the  previous  year.  Inclusive  of  arrears, 
there  were  in  all  23,008  applications  in  regular  suits  and 
7,998m  small  causes  making  a  total  of  31,006  against28,983 


in  1066.  Full  satisfaction  was  obtained  in  6,187  applica¬ 
tions  and  partial  satisfaction  in  1,591  against  5,928  and 
1,667  in  the  preceding  year.  ,  Transfer  for  execution  in 
other  Courts  was  granted  in  980  applications  against  905,' 
and  19,712  were  wholly  infract uous  against  18,075  in  1066. 
The  number  of  applications  pending;  at  the  close  of  the 
year  was  2,536  against  2,358.  Of  these,  20  were  of  more 
than  six  months’  standing  against  38  such  in  1066.  ■

small  causes.  The  amount  realised  by  a  Court  averaged

144.  The  Munsiffs  disposed  of  25,828  miscellaneous 
petitions  in  connection  with  the  execution  of  decrees 
against  22,655  in  1066,  leaving  an  arrear  of .  only  486 
against  423  in  the  previous  year. 

145.  The  following  are,  in  the  words  of  the  High  Court, 
the  salient  features  in  the  work  of  the  Munsiffs’  Courts 
during  the  year  : — 

“  (1)  An  unaccountable  increase  in  the  litigation  of 
the  year,  over  the  preceding  years  ; 

“  (2)  The  relief,  though  not  much,  afforded  to  Mun¬ 
siffs  by  Regulation  III  of  1066  raising  their  small  cause 
powers  from  20  to  30  Rs. ; 

“  (3)  A  slight  increase  in  the  average  value  of  suit's 
instituted ; 

“(4)  A  marked  increase  in- the  file  of  real  property

“  (5)  The  satisfactory  manner  in  which  the  Munsiffs . 
kept  pace  with  the  increase  of  work ; 

“  (6)  A  noticeable  despatch  in' the  disposal  of  Cases 
and  consequent  improvement  in  tlie  average  duration ; 

“(7)  -A  satisfactory  falling  off  in  cases  left  undis¬ 
posed  of  and  particularly  in  old  arrears ;  and 
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“  (8)  A  considerable  increase  in  the  work  in  the 
execution  department  and  in  the  amount  realised  by  Courts 
in  execution  of  decrees.” 

146.  The  High  Court  rightly  observe  of  the  work  done 
by  the  Munsiffs  that  they,  “  as  a  body,  have  acquitted 
themselves  creditably  during  the  year.” 

147.  District  Courts.  Mr.  K.  Krishna  Pillay,  sub-pro-

As  Mr.  W.  T.  A;  Cosby, 
Barrister-at-law,  District  Judge  of  Quilon,  was  raised  to 
the  High  Court  on  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Justice  Ormsby 
from  the  service ;  Mr.  M.  K.  Ramachandra  Row,  b.  a.  &  b.  t,., 
sub-protem.  2nd  Judge,  was  appointed  a  .Civil  and  Sessions 
Judge  and  posted  for  duty  at  Parur,  and  Messrs.  Jagan¬ 
natha  Row  and  Padmanabha  Iyer,  m.  a.,  were  transferred  to 
Hagercoil  and  Quilon  respectively.

There 
was  thus  a  decrease  ot  26  original  suits  and  19  appeals. 
This  latter  figure,  however,  does  not  represent  the  actual  dif¬ 
ference  between  the  files  of  the  two  years.  According  to  a 
circular  issued  by  the  High  Court  in  the  beginning  of  the 
year  to  treat  all  appeals  from  orders  »which  come  within  ■ 
the  meaning  of  “  decree  ”  under  the  new  Code  of  Civil 
Procedure  as  Regular  appeals  instead  of  as  Miscellaneous 
appeals  as  hitherto,  76  appeals  had  to 'be  brought  under  this 
class.

Suits  relating  to  real  properly  comprised  70-06  per 
cent,  of  the  original  institutions  of  the  year  and  48p65 
of  the  appeals  against  75'3  and  49'6  per  cent,  respectively 
in  1066.

153.  The  following  statement  ex¬ 
hibits  the  disposals  by  each  Court: — 


As  regards  the  percentage  of1  original  suits  disposed 
of  after  contest,  the  Courts  take  the  same  order  as  in 
1066,  Trevandrum  heading  the  list,  and  Quilon  occupying 
the  last  place.  Parur  shows  the  largest  percentage 
of  real  to  personal  property  suits  and  Nagercoil  the 
smallest.  Taking  all  the  Courts  together,  763  or  .  75 ’j,7 
per  cent,  of  the  disposals  of  the  year  related  to  real 
property  against  -74’4per  cent,  in  1066.  As  regards  the 
appellate  work  done,  Alleppey,  as  usual,  takes  the  lead 
with  a  disposal  of  584  appeals.  The  smallest  number 
was -by  the  Parur  Court,  namely,  242.  The  Trevandrum 


District  Court  had  the  largest,  and  Parur  the  smallest 
percentage  of  appeals  in .  respect  of  real  property  suits 
disposed  of  during  the  year,  while  Nagercoil  and  Quilon 
respectively  had  such  results  in  the  preceding  year. 

The  largest  number  of  appeals  during  the  year,  as 
in  that  preceding,  was  contributed  by  the  Padma- 
nabhapuram  Munsiff’s  Court.  The  Thiruvellah  Munsiff’s’ 
Court  stands  next,  a  position  occupied  by  Nagercoil  the  year 
before.  The  Neyyattankaray,  Nagercoil  and  Cottayam 
Munsifis’  Courts  have  also  contributed  a  large  number 
of  appeals  during  the  year.

duration  ot  amts.  formed  21*26  and  25-95  per  cent,  of 
the  total  disposals  against  1818  and  29'2  per  cent,  res¬ 
pectively  in  1066.  The  percentage  of  suits,  which  took 
more  than  a  year  for  disposal  was  30'27  and  13-76  per 
cent,  against  28"90  and  14-8  per  cent,  respectively  in  the 
preceding  year.  The  apparently  unfavourable  result  in 
the  speed  with  which  the  original  suits  were  disposed  of 
is  said  to  be  due  to  the  disposal  during  the  year  of  several 
suits  of  more  than  twelve  months’  standing  which  were 
pending  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 


155.  The  following  statement  compares  the  average 
-  time  taken  to  dispose  of  original  and  appeal  suits  during 
the  last  two  years  : — 
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On  the  original  side,  the  duration  of  contested  suits 
averaged  only  9  months  and  29  days  against  13  months 
and  9  days  in  1066,  and  of  uncontested  suits,  6  months  and 
6  days  against  4  months  and  25  days  in  1066.  Taking 
both  classes  of  suits  together,  the  averago  duration  was 
8  months  and  6  days  against  9  months  and  21  days  in 
the  previous  year.  The  High  Court  considoi-  this  average 
to  be  “  decidedly  an  improvement  over  the  past  year’s,  and 
“  the  result,  viewed  by  the  side  of  the  appreciable  reduc¬ 
tion  made  during  the.  year  in  the  old  arrears,  is  highly 


As  regards  appeals,  the  duration  of  contested  suits 
averaged  3  months  and  22  days  and  of  uncontested  on  es 
4  months  and  7  days  against  6  months  and  13  days  and 
4  months  and  9  days  respectively  in  1066.  Here  also,  the 
High  Court  are  glad  to  notice  a  “  decided  improvement  in 
the  average  duration  of  appeals  over  the  past  several  years.” 
The  Parur  Court  in  respect  of  original  suits  and  the  Nager- 
coil  Court  in  respect  of  appeals  stand  first.  In  the  latter, 
the  average  duration  of  contested  appeals  was  only  23  days 
and  the  Judges  who  presided  over  the  Court  during  the 
year  deserve  credit  for  this  good  result.  Quilon  shows  the 
greatest  average  duration  both  in  respect  of  original  and 
appeal  suits,  the  time  occupied  being  13  months  and  7 
months  and  23  days  respectively.  The  comparatively 
high  average  in  the  Quilon  Court  in  disposing  of  ap¬ 
peals  is  explained  to  be  due  to  the  fact  that  this  Court 
disposed  of  a  large  number  of  appeals  of  moro  than  a 
year’s  standing  brought  forward  from  previous  years.

of  the  year.  hibits  the  arrears  in  each,  of  the  Courts 

during  the  last  two  years : — 
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611  original  suits  were  left  undisposed  of  against 
694  at  the  close  of  1066,  the  decrease  being  83  or  about  • 
12  per  cent.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  only  107  suits 
of  more  than  a  year’s  standing  were  in  arrears  at  the  end 
of  the  year  in  all  the  Courts,  while  the  number  of  such 
cases  at  the  close  of  1066  was  176.  There  appears  to 
have  been  no  improvement  in  the  disposal  of  old  cases  in 
Quilon  and  Alleppey.  It  is  hoped  that  an  appreciable  ad¬ 
vance  will  be  made  in  the  current  year  in  the  results  under 
this  head.  On  the  appellate  side,  we  find  that  862  appeals 
were  left  in  arrears  at  the  close  of  the  year  against  941 
in  1066,  showing  a  decrease  of  8 '4  per  cent.  The  arrears 
in  the  Nagercoil  and  Quilon  Courts  were  less  than  those 
of  the  preceding  year  by  92  and  57  appeals,  and  in  the 
other  Courts, 'they  were  still  smaller.

160.  The  number  of  appeals  of  this  class  was  50  and, 
Registration  appeals,  together  with  the  arrears,  amounted  to 
61  for  disposal  against  35  and  44  res¬ 
pectively  in  the  preceding  year.  12  were  left  in  ar- 
rears  at  the  close  of  the  year  against  11  at  the  end  of 


161.  The  subjoined  statement  shows 
the  quantity  and  quality  of  work 
turned  out  by  the  Zillah  Judges'indivi- 
dually  during,  the  year : — 
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As  in  last  year,  Mr.  Ramalmgam  Iyer  disposed  of 
the  largest  number  of  original  suits  and  Mr.  1'admanabha 
Iyer,  the  largest  number  of  regular  appeals.  In  regard  to 
the  number  of  contested  suits  disposed  of,  we  find  that  Mr. 
Ramacbandra  Row  takes  the  lead  in  respect  of  original 
suits  and  Mr.  Padmanabha  Iyer  in  respect  of  regular 
appeals.  Messrs.  Ramalingafn  Iyer  and  Jagannatha  Row 
Have  turned  out  more  than  the  minimum  work  prescribed 
by  the  High  Court  both  as  regards  original  suifs  and  regu¬ 
lar  appeals.  The  original  work  done  by  Mr.  Padmanabha 
Iyer  just  came  up  to  the  minimum,  while  his  disposal  of 
appeals  was  by  far  in  excess  of  it.  Mr.  Ramachandra 
Row’s  disposal  fell  short  of’  31  original  suits,  “  but  the 
excess  of  52  appeals  he  has  shown  over  the  minimum  and 
the  fact  that  he  had  to  work  in  three  Courts  during  the 
year  compensate,  to  some  extent,  for  the  decrease  in  his 
original  work.”  Even  making  allowance  for  his  absence 
from  duty  for  a  short  time,  the  disposals  by  Mr.  Krishna 
Pillay  were  not  satisfactory,  the  appellate  work  done  by 
him  falling  short,  and  his  original  work  very  short  of 
the  minimum  prescribed. 

162,  Of  the  original  suits  disposed  of  by  the  Zillah 
Judges;  617  were  appealable  against  647  in  the  year  pre¬ 
ceding  and  of  the  regular  appeals,  1,630  against  1,568  in 
■1066.  49-92  per  cent,  of  the  original  decisions  and  30-78 
per  cent,  of  the  appeal  decisions  were  appealed  against 
compared  with  40- 65  and  24-17  per  cent,  respectively  in 
the  year  previous.  The  High  Court  offer  the  following 
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explanation  for  this  increase  in  the  percentage  of  the  first 
and  second  appeals  preferred  during  the  year 

“  (a)  The  increase  in  the  average  value  of  original 
suits  and  appeals  instituted  during  the  year ; 

"(b)  The  increase  in  the  percentage  of  original  suits 
*  and  appeals  in  respect  of  real  property  decided  during  tho. 
year; 

“  ( c )  The  disposal  during  the  year  of  a  large  number 
of  hotly  contested  suits  and  appeals  of  several  years’ 
standing ; 

"  (d)  The  fact  that  there  were  several  appeals  in  the 
year  in  eonneeted  cases  and  more  appeals  were  preferred 
during  the  year  from  the  same  decree  than  in  previous 
years ;  and 

“(e)  The  beneficial  provisions  of  Sections  512  and 
553  of  the  new  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  which  allow 
.  appeals  from  ex  parte  decrees  and  second  appeals  on  facts 
•when  the  decision  of  the  Appellate  Court  is  in  reversal  of 
the  -original  decree.  These  privileges  did  not  exist  to  the 
parties  under  the  old  Code.  »It  will  further  be  noted  that 
though  the  new  Procedure  Code  was  in  force  also  in  the 
year  preceding,  the  changes  introduced  by  it  were  not  so 
well  known  in  that  year  as  m  the  year  fullowing.  ”  ... 

163.  Turning  to  the  percentage  of  appeals-  preferred, 
we  find  that  the  fewest  were  frfcm  the  original  and  appeal 
decrees  of  Mr.  Krishna  Pillay,  being  33'33  and  13/9-5  per 
cent.  Mr.  Jagannatha  Row  comes  .next.  Mr.  Ramachandra 
Row  had  the  largest  percentage  of  appeals  preferred 
against  his  original  and^-appeal  decrees,  being  74' 5 3  and 

,^^32‘88  per  cent,  respectively. 

164.  Looking  at  the  quality  of  work  done  by  the  Judges, 
as  tested  by  the  results  in  appeals  disposed  of  by  the  High 
Court,  Mr.  Ramalingam  Iyer  takes  the  lead,  followed  by\ 

.  Mr.  Bamachandra  Row,  in  respect  of  original  decisions,  ^ 
and  Messrs,  Krishna  Pillay  and  Padmanabha  Iyer,  take  the 
lead  in  respect  of  appeals.  The  percentage  of  reversals  by 
the  High  Court  was  the  largest  in  the  case  of.  Mr.  Krishna 
Pillay’s  judgments  in  original  decrees  and  of  Mr.  Rama-  ' 

:  ohandra  Row’s  in  appeals.  ’  * 


165.  The  following  is  a  comparative  statement  of  the 
result  of  the  first  and  second  appeals  from  the  decisions  of 
5';- the  Zillah  Judges  disposed  of  by  the  High  Court  on  the 
^  merits  during  the  past  two  years : —

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There  is  a  decrease  in  the  percentage  of  confirma¬ 
tions  and  a  corresponding  increase  in  modifications  and

tion  offered  by  them  (as  quoted  in  para  162  ante)  in  regard 
to  the  increase  in  the  percentage  of  first  and  second  appeals 
accounts,  to  some  extent,  for  the  decrease  in  the  percentage 
of  confirmations.  The  largest  number  of  remands  was  in 
first  appeals  preferred  against  the  original  decisions  of  Mr. 
Ramachamdra  Row  and  in  second  appeals,  against  the 
decisions  of  Mr.  Jagannatha  Row. 

166.  There  were  only  10  original  suits  of  more  than  a 
Pendency  of  suits.  Jear’s  standing  and  31  suits  of  more 
than  six  months  but  less  than  a  year, 
pending  first  hearing  and  settlement  of  issues  at  the  end 
of.  1067  against  16  and  71  such  suits  respectively  at  the 
Cnd  of  1066.  8  of  the  original  suits  of  more  than  a  year’s 

standing  were  pending  final  hearing,  the  trial  having  con¬ 
cluded.’  Only  one  original  suit  of  less  thaD  a  year’s  stand- 
ing  was  pending  judgment  after  final  hearing  against.  8 
such  in,  the  previous  year. 


167.  The  number  of  applications  for  execution  of 

decrees  received  in  all  the  District 

Execution  of  decrees.  Courts  amounted  to  1,928  and,  inclu¬ 
sive  of  arrears,  there  were  2,238 
applications  for  disposal  ‘against  1,932  and  2,479  respec¬ 
tively  in  1066.  Pull  satisfaction  was  obtained  in  the  ease 
of  226  applications  and  partial  satisfaction  in  277  against 
287  and  311  respectively  in  the  preceding  year.  39  appli¬ 
cations  for  transfer  of  decrees  for  execution  from  one  C5urt 
to  another  were  granted  against  32  in  1066.  Only  282  appli¬ 
cations  were  pending^  when  the  year  closed  against  310  in 
1066.  19  of  these  were  pending  for  more  than  6  months. 

The  duration  of  applications  for  execution  of  de¬ 
crees  averaged  50  days  in  the  year  under  review  against 
37  days  in  the  preceding  year.  The  amount  realised 
by  the  District  Courts  aggregated  Rs.  2,36,056  against 
Rs,  2,13,956  in  1066.  The  average  amount  realised  by 
a  Court  was  Rs.  47,211  against  Rs.  42,791  in  the 
preceding  year. 

168.  The  number  of  miscellaneous  petitions  connected 
with  execution  of  decrees  received  during  the  year  was 
8,279,  of  which  3,276  (with  arrears)  were  disposed  of  against 
3,454  and  3,504  respectively  in  1066.  100  applications 
remained  undisposed  of  at  the  close  of  1067  against  97 
in  1066. 

169.  The  leading  features  in  the  civil  work  of  the 
District  Courts  during  the  year  were  : — 

“(1.)  A  slight  decrease  in  the  institutions  of  ori¬ 
ginal  suits  and  regular  appeals  as  also  in  the  percentage 
atauits  and  appeals  in  respect  of  real  property  instituted ; 

“  (2.)  A  marked  increase  in  the  average  value  of 
suits  and  appeals  filed  and  a  satisfactory  decrease  in 
petty  appeals ; 

"  (3.)  The  relief  granted  to  the  appellate  work  by 
Regulation  III  of  1066,  though  not  to  a  desirable  extent; 

“  (4.)  A  satisfactory  increase  in  the  percentage  of 
original  and  appellate  work  got  through  as  also  in  that 
of  real  property  suits  and  appeals  disposed  of ; 


“  (5.)  A  decided  improvement  in  the  averago  dur¬ 
ation  of  original  suits,  regular  appeals  and  civil  miscel¬ 
laneous  appeals  disposed  of ; 

“  (6.)  A  considerable  reduction  in  the  total  arrears 
of  original  suits  and  appeals  as  also  in  cases  of  more  than 
a  year’s  standing ; 

“  (7.)  An  increase  in  the  file  of  registration  appeals 
due  probably  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  documents 
presented  for  registration ; 

“(8.)  A  large  increase  in  the  amount  realised  in. 
execution  of  decrees ; 

“  (9.)  An  unsatisfactory  increase  in  the  percentage 
of  first  and  second  appeals  preferred  to  the  High 
Court;  and 

“  (10.)  A  decrease  in  the  percentage  ©f  original 
and  appeal  decrees  confirmed  by  the  High  Court.” 

170.  The  High  Court  speak  of  the  -work  of  the  Judges 
generally  in  the  following  words : — 

“  We  have  to  observe,  in  conclusion,  that,  as  regards 
the  quantity  of  work  turned  out  and  the  despatch  with 
which  the  suits  and  appeals  were  disposed  of,  the  Zillah 
Judges,  as  a  body,  have  acquitted  themselves  satisfactorily 
during  the  year.  As  regards  the  quality  of  work  done, 
it  must  be  remarked  that  there  is  room  for  improvement 
in  the  case  of  some  of  the  Judges.” 

171.  High  Oourt.  The  Regulation  defining  the  con¬ 
stitution  and  powers  of  the  High  Court  (I  of  1065) 
having  been  found  defective  in  many  respects  and  difficult 
in  its  practical  working,  it  was  repealed  and  a  new  erracj>__, 

'  ment  passed,  which  became  law  as  Regulation  I  of  1067, 
and  this  was  in  force  for  only  four  months  of  the  year 
under  report. 

172.  The  High  Court  express  themselves  as  follows 
on  the  effects  of  the  new  Regulation : —  “  Though  the  new 
Regulation  has  not  remained  in  force  for  a  sufficiently 
long  period  during  the  year  to  enable  us  to  pronounce  an 
opinion  on  the  same,  yet  we  may  safely  observe  that,* 
besides  securing  public  confidence  in  the  administration 


:  of  law  and  ensuring  justice  to  the  parties  at  Aeompara-  - 
tively  little  cost,  its  provisions  are  simple  and  no  Wiffidulty 
is  likely  to  arise  in  working  the  same  in  practice. 

173.  Mr.  Justice  Sitarama  Iyer  was  confirmed  during 
'  _  the  year  as  a  Puisne  Judge  of' the  High 

eieonne  Court.  Mr.  Justice  Ormsby  retired 

■  from  the  service  with  effect  from  the  2nd  May  1892  after 
a  service  of  18  years.  As  already  observed,  Mr,.  W.  T.  A. 
Cosby,  Barriater-at-law,  who  was  a  District  Judge  for  10 
years  and  had  at  intervals  acted  as  a  Judge  of  the  High 
Court,  was  raised  to  a  seat  on  the  High  Court  Bench. 


174.  No  Judge  of  the  High  Court  was  deputed  during 
the  year  on  inspection  or  other  duties. 


175.  The  number  of  first  and  second  appeals  filed 
during  the  year  was  333  and  501  res- 
medmnl5el  °£  aP1>eal8  pectively  against  255  and  377  in 
1066.  Deducting  the  25  first  appeals 
and  lO  second  appeals,  which  were  appeals  from  orders 
within  the  definition  of  ‘  decree  ’  under  the  New  Code  of 
Civil  Procedure  (for  these  were,  as  already  stated,  treated 
as  miscellaneous  appeals  till  the  end  of  1U66),  the  institu¬ 
tions  of  the  year  show  an  increase  of  53  first  appeals  and 
114  second  appeals  over  the  previous  year.  The  number 
of  first  and  second  appeals  preferred  from  the  regular 
decrees  of  Zillah  Judges  showed  an  increase  of  40  and  23 
respectively  or  a  total  of  63  over  the  average  file  of  the 
preceding  five  years.

’176.  The  value  of  the  claims  involved  in  the  first  and 

Value  Of  appeals.  second  appeals  filed  during  the  year  : 
,  4  .  amounted  to  Es.  2,73,673  and  its.  85,971 

against  Rs.  17,08,604  and  Rs.  55,400  respectively  in  the 
year  before.  The  value  of  a  first  appeal  averaged 
its.  893£  and  of  a  second  appeal  Bs.  175  against-  Rs.  6,700 
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and  Rs.  147  respectively  in  1066.  The  comparison  is 
affected  by  the  fact  that  a  first  appeal  of  the  extraordinary 
value  of  nearly  15  lacs  of  Rupees  was  filed  in  1066.  Ex¬ 
cluding  this  appeal,  the  average  value  of  a  first  appeal 
was  only  Rs.  848  in  1066.  Compared  with  this  figure,  it 
will  be  observed  that  on  an  average  the  first  and  second 
appeals  instituted  during  the  year  were  of  a  higher  value 
than  in  the  year  before. 


177.  The  following  statement  shows  the  contribution 
by  the  several  District  Courts  to  the  file  of  first  and 
second  appeals : — 


The  largest  increase  was  in  first  and  second 
appeals  preferred  against  the  decrees  of  the  Nagercoil 
Court.  Trevandrum  stands  next  in  respect  of  first  appeals 
and  Quilon  in  respect  of  second  appeals.  The  Trevan- 
clrum  Court  contributed  the  largest  number  of  first  "and. 
Second  appeals  together,  while  Alleppey  did  this  in  the 
year  preceding.  The  Alleppey  and  Quilon  Courts  come 
next  in  regard  to  the  first  and  second  appeals  respectively. 
The  smallest  number  of  first  and  second  appeals  was  from 
the  decrees  of  the  Quilon  and  Parur  Courts  respectively. 
The  High  Couri  observe  that  “the  variation  in  the  dispo¬ 
sal  of  contested  cases  by  the  several  District  Courts  and 
the  proximity  of  the  District  stations  to  the  High  Court, 
.account,  to  some  extent,  for  the  fluctuation  in  the  contri¬ 
bution  of  first  and  second  appeals.” 


178.  Inclusive  of  arrears  and  re-admissions,  there  were 
431  first  appeals  and  615  second  appeals 
Disposals.  against  858  and  496  respectively  in 

1066.  The  work  of  the  year  was  in  excess  of  that  of 
the  previous  one  by  22-48  percent.  296  first  appeals  ■ 
and  509  second  appeals  were  disposed  of  against  264 
and  385  respectively  in  1066,  the  increase  in  the  dis¬ 
posals  being  24-04  per  cent.  Compared  with  the  average 
of  the  past  five  years,  the  disposals  of  the  year  show  an 
increase  of  22  first  and  40  second  appeals. 

Of  the  disposals,  95'6  per  cent,  of  the  first 
appeals  and  94-7  per  cent,  of  the  second  appeals,  were 
contested  against  94-7  and  96‘9  per  cent,  respectively  in 
the  year  preceding.  199  or  67‘2  per  cent,  of  the  first 
appeals  and  357  or  70-1  per  cent,  of  the  second  re¬ 
lated  to  real  property  against  191  or  72-3  per  cent, 
and  264  or  68-6  per  cent,  respectively  in  1066.

Of  the  second  appeals  in  which  the  decisions  of  the  Zillah 
Judges  were  either  modified  or  reversed  during  the  year, 
the  decrees  of  Munsiffs  were  restored  in  5l  eases  against 
.  35  cases  in  the  year  preceding.  170  of  the  second  ap¬ 
peals  disposed  of  were  on  facts,  preferred  under  clause  C 
of  Section  553  of  the  Oocfe  of  Civil  Procedure,  against  47 
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in  1066.  This  indicates  that  the  above  beneficial  provi¬ 
sion  of  the  law  is  being  appreciated  by  the  public. 

180.  The  average  duration  of  a  first  appeal  was  4  .

tively  in  1066.  Excluding  the  time  taken  up  by  the 
lower  Courts  for  the  submission  of  fresh  findings  in  cases 
remanded  under  Sections  537  and  540  of  the  Civil  Pro¬ 
cedure  Code,  the  disposal  of  a  first  appeal  averaged 
4  months  and  16  days  and  of  a  second  appeal,  3  months  . 
and  5  days  agaiust  4  months  and  6  days  and- 2  months 
and  20  days  respectively  in  1066.  The  greater  delay  is 
thus  accounted  for  by  the  High  Court: — “  This  is  due  to 
the  provision  in  the  new  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  allowing 
6  months’  time  to  appellants  to  apply  for  the  issue  of 
second  processes  to  respondents  on  whom  the  notices 
first  issued  have  not  been  served,  and  to  the  cases  not  be¬ 
ing  ripe  for  hearing  owing  to  frequent  applications  made 
by  respondents  under  Section  521  of  the  said  Code  to  re¬ 
quire  appellants  to  give  security  for  their  costs  before  the 
appeals  are  taken  up  for  hearing.  It  will  also  he  noted 
that  the  number  of  cases  for  disposal  during  the  year 
was  much  in  excess  of  the  number  in  the  preceding 
year.  ” 

4  181.  There  were  135  first  appeals  and  106  second 
appeals  at  the  close  of  the  year  against 
oftSTarat  ^  eI°Se  94  and  111  respectively  in  1066.  The 
increase  of  36  appeals  in  arrears  is  said 
to  be  due  entirely  to  the  great  increase  in  the  institutions. 
None  of  the  second  appeals  pending  at  the  close  of  the 
year  were  more  than  a  year  old,  while,  at  the  end  of  the 
preceding  year,  there  was  one  second  appeal  of  more  than 
that  duration.  There  were,  however,  5  first  appeals  of 
more  than  12  months’  standing  at  the  close  of  the  year 
against  one  such  appeal  at  the  close  of  1066.  Two  of 
these  were  awaiting  the  submission  of  findings  by  the 
lower  Court  on  points  referred  under  remand.  The  third, 
being  an  appeal  connected  with  the  above,  bad  also  to  await  • 
similarly  the  submission  of  fresh  findings.  In  the  fourth 


case,  the  delay  was  due  to  the  submission  of  an  award  by 
the  Arbitrator  to  whom  it  had  been  referred  at  the 
request  of  the  parties,  and  the  last  ease  was  a  very  im¬ 
portant  one,  known  as  the  Thirumala  Devaswam  ease, 
which  had  to  stand  over  for  the  current  year.

Miscellaneous.  decrease  is  due  to  the  cause  already

been  filed  during  the  year  as  regular  appeals  instead  of  as 
miscellaneous  appeals  as  hitherto.  Inclusive  of  arrears, 
there  were  56  appeals  against  115  in  1066  and  all  but  one 
were  disposed  of  before  the  year  closed. 

184.  The  Dumber  of  civil  miscellaneous  petitions  re¬ 
ceived  during  the  year  amounted  to  552  and  with  arrears, 
td  557  against  404  and  409  respectively  in  the  year  pre* 
ceding.

185.  26  applications  from  lower  Courts  for  transfer  of  f 
cases  were  disposed  of  by  the  High  Court  against  32  in 


186.  No  reference  was  made  to,  or  disposed  of,  by  the 
High  Court  during  the  year  under  the  8tamp  Regulation, 
while  there  were  7  such,  references  in  the  previous  year.

There 
may  have  been  a  few — very  few — instances  where  roads 
were  cut  up  and  difficult  of  transit  during  the  rains  chiefly 
owing  to  increased  and  unlooked  for  traffic,  but  these  in¬ 
stances  were  very  rare  and  on  the  whole  the  roads  were 
kept  in  better  order  than  they  ever  were  previously.  To 
do  more  than  this  would  be  extremely  false  economy  and 
an  inexcusable  breach  of  financial  prudence.” 


440.  The  ghat  roads  are  always  difficult  to  keep  in 
order,  but  considering  the  traffic  that  is  carried  over  them 
in  the  tea  and  coffee  districts  at  certain  Reasons  of  the

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493. -  During  the  year  under  report  there  wore  through¬ 
out  the  State  2,359  schools  of  all  denominations  with. 
1,03,493  pupils  under  instruction,  as  compared  with  2-, 413 

■  schools  with  1,04,610  pupils  in  1066.  There  was  thus  ,  a 
decline  of  59  schools  and  1,123  pupils.  This  falling  off 
was  entirely  in  the  private  Vernacular  schools.  Most  of 
these  are  petty  pyal  schools  which  have  but  an  ephemeral 
existence.  The  reduction  of  fees  in  the  lower  classes  of 
'  the  Government.  Vernacular  village  or  Proverfchy  schools, 
has  doubtless  brought  in  an  accession  to  the  strength  of 
those  schools  from  the  private  schools.  The  falling  off  in 
the  number  of  pupils  in  the  private  schools  was  2,740,  of 
which  1,426  represent  the  accession  to  the  strength  of  the 
Government  schools.  The  general  prevalence  of  small¬ 
pox  may  have  also  contributed  to  the  decline  in  the  private  . 
schools,  which  are  mostly  attended  by  very  small  children.;

499.  High  School  ' and  College .  About  the  middle  of 
Changes  in  the  staff,  the  year  under  report  Mr.  H.  N.  ?ead 
m.  A.,  the  Acting  Principal,  proceeded  ., 
on  ono  year’s  leave,  and  his  place  as  the  head  of  the  insti- 
tutioii  was  taken  by  Dr.  A.  Crichton  Mitchell,  Professor  of 
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matnematics.  Mr.  Read’s  duties  as  Professor  of  Chemistry 
and  Physical  Science  devolved  upon  Mr.  M.  Ranga  Chariar 
m.  a.,  whose  services  were  placed  at  the  disposal  of  His 
Highness’ Government  by  the  Madras  Educational  Depart¬ 
ment.  Dr.  Mitchell  says  that  this  gentleman  has,  since,  hi# 
appointment,  continued  to  perform  his  duties  to  his  entire 
satisfaction. 

500.  Mr.  C.  S.  Boyle,  b.  a.,  of  Pembroke  College, 
Oxford,  was  appointed  Professor  of  English,  in  the,  room 
of  Dr.  Harvey,  who  held  that  office  conjointly  with,  the 
Principalship.  He  entered  on  his  duties  on  the  22nd 
February  1892,  and  took  charge  of  the  English  teaching 
which,  during  the  previous  18  months  had  been  carried: 
on  by  Dr.  Mitchell,  together  with  other  work  which  fell  to 
his  share  in  consequence  of  a  re-arrangement  of  duty 
among  some  of  the  teachers  in  the  High  School  and  assis¬ 
tants  in  the  College.  “  The  services  of  an  extra  Professor 
of  English  ”  writes  the  Acting  Principal  “  were  much  re¬ 
quired  for  the  College  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  know  that 
in  Mr.  Boyle,  His  Highness’  Government  have  secured  one 
who  will  serve  them  faithfully  and  well.” 

501.  Mr.  W.  E.  Ormsby  h.  a  ,  l  l.  d,  who  held  the 
Professorship  of  Law  in  the  College  for  a  period  of  17 
years  retired  in  March  of  the  year  under  report.  His 
Highness’  Government  take  this  opportunity  of  placing 
on  record  their  high  appreciation  of  Dr.  Ormsby’s  work  in 
this  capacity,  the  fruits  of  which  are  apparent  in  the 
superior  class  of  men  forming  the  personnel  of  the  bench 
and  the  bar  of  the  State  in  the  present  day.  Dr.  Ormsby’s 
place  wa3  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  W.  T.  A. 
Cosby,  Barrister-at-law  and  Judge  of  the  High  Court  of 
Travancore,  who  had  acted  as  Professor  of  law  on  more 
than  one  occasion.  A  new  office  in  connection  with  the 
Law  Class,  viz.,  that  of  Assistant  Professor  was  created 
in  the  year,  and  the  appointment  was  conferred  *  on 
Mr.  A.  Govinda  Pillay  b.  a.  &  b.  l.  District  and  Sessions 
Judge,  Trevandrum.  This  appointment  was  rendered 
imperative  by  the  large  accession  to  the  number  of 
law  students,  and  the  necessity  for  keeping  pace  with 
the  legal  education  imparted  elsewhere.  Shortly  after 
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his  appointment,  Mr.  Govinda  Pillay  -was  transferred 
to  the  Southern  Division  as  Dewan  Peishcai’,  and 
Mr.  Muthunayagom  Pillay  b.  a.  &  e.  l.  High  Court  Vakil, 
was  appointed  in  his  stead  as  Assistant  Professor. 

502.  A  separate  Head  Master  for  the  High  school  and 
Preparatory  school  was  found  necessary,  and  Mr.  P.  Iyap- 
pen  Pillay  b.  a.,  an  Assistant  in  the  College  Department, 
was  appointed  to  the  new  post  in  the  beginning  of  the 
academic  year.  The  Acting  Principal  states  that  this  ar¬ 
rangement  has  worked  well,  and  that  under  Mr.  Iyappen 
Pillay’s  care  the  High  school  and  Preparatory  school 
have  improved  in  many  minor  details. 

508.'  In  Masi  of  the  year  under  report,  Mr.  K.  G. 
Sesha  Iyer  was  appointed  teacher  of  the  Fifth  Form,  the 
new  class  established  in  consequence  of  the  change  in  the 
High  school  curriculum. 


504.  Messrs.  Valliyanunda  Mudaliar  b.  a.  &  is.  l.  ,  and 
K.  G-.  Sesha  Iyer  b.  a.  &  b.  i.,  obtained  leave  during  the 
year  in  order  to  practise  as  Vakils  of  the  High  Court,  and 
other  arrangements  were  made  for  the  conduct  of  their 
duties  in  the  College.

505.  The  following  table  gives  the 
number  on  the  rolls  of  the  institution 
during  the  years  1066  and  1067  : — 


There  was  thus  jm  accession  of  84  students  to  the 
strength  of  the  institution.  The  increase  was  greatest  in 
the  College  Department ;  the  High  school  gained  16  pupils 
while  the  Preparatory  school  remained  stationary.  Dr. 
.Mitchell  states  that  a  study  of  the  attendance  rolls  for  the 
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past  12  years  shows  that  “  the  three  sections  of  the  insti¬ 
tution  are  liable  to  sudden  and  inexplicable  variations.” 
The  two  lower  departments  are  more  inclined  to  increase 
than  decrease,  while  the  number  in  the  College  is  liable 
to  variations  nearly  equal  in  amount,  both  as  regards  in¬ 
crease  and  decrease.

There  was  a  considerable  increase,  in  the  number  of 
Malayali  students  as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  and 
an  appreciable  decline  in  the  number  of  Brahmins  ;  while 
the  other  sections  of  the  community  remained  very  nearly 
the  same.  4T8  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  were  Mala- 
yali  Sudras,  25-8  Brahmins,  14-09  Bandy  Sudras,  14‘3 
Christians,  4T  other  Hindus  and  l’l  Mahomedans. 


507.  The  percentage  of  attendance  for  the  year  was 
88*1  as  compared  with  89-9  in  1066 
tendancef5  diuly  ilt  and  90T4  in  1065.  There  was  however 
considerable  improvement  in  the  at¬ 
tendance  in  the  College  Department.  The  Principal’s 
attention  is  directed  to  this  continued  decline  in  attend¬ 
ance  in  the  junior  departments. 


508.  122  candidates  appeared  for  the  Matriculation 
„  '  .  ,  .  examination  of  the  Madras  University 

^vexamiStion"1'  °f  whom  51  or  4U8  per  cent,  passed 
with  3  in  the  first  class,  against  32 
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or  42  per  cent,  in  the  year  before  and  nearly  70  per  cent, 
■in  the  preceding  one.  , 

The  number  that  presented  themselves  from  the  insti¬ 
tution  this  year  is  the  highest  on  record.  The  percentage 
of  passes  though  low,  compared  with  the  results  of  the 
two  preceding  years,  was  considerably  higher  than  the 
average  for  the  whole  Presidency,  which  was  under  30 
per  cent. 

509.  The  results  obtained  in  the  First  Examination  in 
Arts  were  more  satisfactory,  20  having  passed  out  of  the 
35  presented,  with  .3  in  the  first  class.  'Lire  proportion  of 
passes  viz.  57  per  cent,  is  considerably  higher  than  the 
average  for  the  whole  Presidency  which  was  only  36.  The 
failures  were  mostly  in  English,  History  and  Physiology. 
In  Mathematics  all  except  two  passed. 

510.  In  the  Language  Branch  of  the  B.  A.  Examina¬ 
tion,  the  success- obtained  was  not  satisfactory.  Only  33 
per  cent,  passed  in  1067  against  63-4  in  1066  and  55-6  in 
1065.  This  is  attributed  to  the  severity  of  the  examina¬ 
tion.  The  College  fared  much  better  in  the  Optional 
Branch  of  the  B.  A.  17  appeared,  of  whom  4  passed  in 
Chemistry  and  Elementary  Physics,  6  in  the  Philosophy 
Branch,  and  one  in  Mathematics.  Besides  these,  5  passed 
in  Philosophy  and  6  in  Chemistry  and  Physics,  who  were 
really  trained  in  the  College,  but  were  registered  either 
as  private  students  or  as  belonging  to  some  otter  College. 

511.  In  the  B.  L.  Examination  the  results  achieved 
were  very  good,  4  having  passed  out  of  7. 

512.  On  the  whole,  Hisy-Highness  the  Maha  Rajah’s 
College  may  be  considered  to  have  taken  up  a  satisfactory 
position  in  the  University  Examinations  held  during  the 
year. 

513.  The  following  statement  distributes  the  success¬ 
ful  candidates  among  the  several  sections  of  the  community 
to  which  they  belong  : — 
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Of  the  total  number,  47*2  were  Brahmins,  29*6  Mala- 
yali  Sudras,  19*7  Christians,  2*1  Bandy  Sudras  and  1*09 
other  Hindus. 


514.  Mr.  Cosby  gives  a  short  history  of  the  class  dnr- 

L-iw  Class  big  the  seventeen  years  since  its  in¬ 

auguration  under  Dr.  Ormsby. 

515.  The  class  came  into  existence  in  1050,  at  the 
desire  of  a  number  of  officials  and  students  of  the  College, 
who  petitioned  Government,  begging  that  they  might  be 
provided  with  the  means  of  instruction  in  Law.  In 
answer  to  this  appeal,  a  law  class  was  opened  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  College  and  Dr.  Ormsby  was  appointed  Pro¬ 
fessor.  He  started  with  46  students,  of  whom  7  were 
Graduates  in  Arts.  The  class  was  affiliated  with  the 
Madras  University,  for  the  purpose  of  qualifying  candi¬ 
dates  for  the  B.  L.  Degree  examination  and  instruction 
was  given  by  lectures,  as  in  the  Law  class  which  existed 
till  recently  in  Madras. 

516.  At  the  close  of  the  first  year,  there  were  50 
students  on  the  register,  but  the  strength  fell  to  20  in  the 
following  year,  and  dwindled  to  12  in  1052.  The  cause 
is  attributed  to  the  professorial  method  of  teaching 
adopted  and  to  the  lectures  having  been  confined  to  the 
subjects  prescribed  for  the  B.  L.  examination. 
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517.  There  was  a  slight  increase  in  105(3  when  the 
average  attendance  rose  to  18/25.  The  number  .remained 
the  same  till  1062,  when  it  rose  to  24.  Of  these,  22  were 
Graduates  in  Arts.  The  large  increase  which  has  occurred 
since  then  is  stated  to  be  due  to  the  effect  of  a  rule  passed 
by  the  High  Court  in  1061,  with  the  sanction  of  Govern¬ 
ment,  by  which  students  who  have  attended  the  class  for 
two  years,  and  passed  the  class  examinations  are  eligible 
fora  Munsiff’s  Court  Pleadersliip.  This  opened  a. new 
field  of  employment  to  those  who  had  not  passed  any 
University  examinations,  and  many,  who  had  no  thought 
before  of  studying  law,  are  now  attending  the  class  with 
the  object  of  obtaining  a  Vakil’s  sunnud  under  this  rule. 
In  1066  the  number  reached  56,  the  highest  on  record. 
In  the  year  under  report  there  were  some  withdrawals, 
but  the  number  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  last 
quarter  was  49.  Of  these,  25  were  Graduates  in  Arts 
preparing  for  .  the  B.  L.,  and  the  remainder  (with  the 
exception  of  one  or  two  officials)  presumably  qualifying 
for  a  Munsiff’s  Court  Pleadership. 

518.  Reviewing  the  work  done  by  the  class,  in 
1877  two  students  appeared  for  the  B.  L.  degree,  but 
.  were  unsuccessful.  Oue  passed  in  1878  and  3  in  1879. 
The  results  attained  in  the  following  years  were 
not  uniform,  some  showing  no  passes  and  others  a  very 
high  percentage  of  successful  candidates.  Up  to  1065, 
the  College  had  turned  out  21  Bachelors  of  Law.  In 
1066  two  more  passed,  and  in  the  year  under  report  four 
were  successful,  two  having  been  placed  in  the  second  and 
two  in  the  third  class.  Eight  students  passed  the  Pleader- 
ship  examination  during  the  year,  thus  raising  the  total 
number  of  these  successful  candidates  to  22  from,  the  class 
since  its  inception.  14  students  of  the  class  passed  the 
Criminal  Test  Higher  Grade.  These  results  do  not  seem 
very  .brilliant,  but  account  must  also  be  taken  of  those 
who,  though  they  have  passed  no  public  examination  in 
Law,  have  the  benefit  of  the  law  lectures  and  of  having 
passed  the  periodical  examinations  held  by  the  Professor. 
Of  the  B.  L.s  two  are  District  Judges,  three  are-Munsiffs, 
one  is  a  first  class  Magistrate,  two  are  Sirkar  Vakils  and 
thirteen  are  Vakils  of  the  High  Court  practising  in  Tra- 
vancore. 


-519--  The  fee  when  the  class  was  opened  was  Rs.  10 
per  quarter,  but  this  was  reduced  the  same  year  to  Rs.  6. 
In  1062  it  was  raised  to  Rs.  21  a  session  or  Rs  42  a  year. 
It  has  bden  raised  twice  since,  and  is  now  Rs.  60  a  year 
or  Rs.  1-5  a  quarter.  .The  fees  realized  now  pay  five-sixths 
of  the  salaries  of  the  two  Professors,  so  the  class  costs 
Government  only  Rs.  -50  per  annum. 

520.  A  small  library  was  opened  in  connection  with 
the  class  in  1062,  and  an  annual  prize  of  Rs.  30  instituted 
for  the  best  student  in  the  class.  There  are  now  about 
40  volumes  in  the  library. 

521.  The  class  prize  for  the  year  was  awarded  to 
S.  T.  Verarag'hava  Chariar,  who  distinguished  himself  at 
.the  class  examinations,  headed  the  list  of  succcessful 
candidates' in  the  Pleadership  examination  of  1891,  and 
stood  sixth  in  order  in  the  second  class  at  the  last  B.  L. 
degree  examination. 

522.  .  Mr.  Cosby  reports  that  the  attendance  during  the 
year  was  regular  and  the  conduct  of  the  students  irre¬ 
proachable. 

523.  The  fees  collected  in  the  several  Departments  cf 

_  ...  .  the  College  during  the  year  amounted 

eesieaif.ee.  to  Rs.  25,256-26-0  as  compared  with 
Rs.  19,669-12-0  in .  1066.  The  increase  is  Rs.  5,587-14-0 
which  is  accounted  for  by  the  larger  number  of  students 
attending  the  institution.

1,029.  New  rules  enforcing  greater  punctuality  in  return¬ 
ing  books  came  into  force  during  the  year. 

527.  Dr.  Mitchell  reports  that  the  various  clubs  in 

Clubs  connection  with  the  College  continued 

to  prosecute  their  work  of  mutual  im¬ 
provement.  The  Dramatic  club  rehearsed  the  ‘  Twelfth 

ight’  with  the  object  of  performing  in  public.  Messrs. 
Boyle  and  LaBouchardiere  are  reported  to  have  strongly- 
supported  the  Debating  Society  and  the  Lawn  Tennis  club. 
Dr.  Mitchell  suggests  that  an  association  should  be  started 
by  the  teachers  for  the  purpose  of  self-improvement,  more 
especially  as  regards  the  best  methods  adopted  in  their 
own  profession.  The  suggestion.^  worthy  of  consideration. 

528.  During  the  year  under  report,  a  College  Council, 

consisting  of  the  Principal  and  Profes- 

Ouliego  ounoi .  sor£J;  was  established  by  order  of  His 
Highness’  Government.  The  functions  of  this  body  are 
similar  to  those  of  the  Councils  in  several  of  the  Madras 
Colleges.  The  Council  met  several  times  during  the  year 
and  discussed  various  matters  of  business. 
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529.  Dr.  Mitchell  reports  that  the  conduct  of  all  con¬ 
nected  with  the  College  and  High  school  has  been  un¬ 
exceptionable.  Several  improvements  have  been  made  in 
the  working  of  the  institution,  and  others  suggested  which 
will  engage  the  attention  of  Glovernment. 

■580.  The  Government  are  glad  to  observe  that  the 
High  school  and  College  continue  to  maintain  their  high 
reputation  and  to  acknowledge  the  good  services  done  by 
the  Acting  Principal,  Professors  and  masters  during  the 
year. 

581.  English  District  Schools.  The  number  of  Go- 
Number  cf  schools  vernment  schools  remained  unchanged, 
81  °  °  but  four  additional  private  schools  were 

brought  under  the  grant-in-aid  system  during  the  year*. 
These  were  Miss  Baker’s  C.  M.  S.  Girls’  school,  Kottayam, 
St.  Joseph’s  Girls’  school,  Krishnapurom,  the  Town  Girls’ 
school  at  Hagercoil  conducted  by  the  London  Missionary 
Society  and  the  0.  M.  S.  Buchanan  Institution  at  Pallam. 
The  number  of  aided  schools  on  the  establishment  thus 
rose  to  12.  Another,  the  Sacred  Heai’t’s  Girls’  school  at 
Alleppey,  was  also  placed  on  the  list  of  Aided  schools,  but 
the  grant  was  withdrawn  after  two  months  owing  to 
disputes  about  the  management  and  the  consequent  un¬ 
satisfactory  condition  of  the  school. 

532.  Tire  teaching  staff  was  strengthened  by  the 
Teaehii « stair  appointment  of  eight  additional  teacli- 

eac  1  " b  a  '  ers.  A  graduate  was  appointed  to  each 
of  the  District  High  schools  in  corinection  with  the 
opening  of  an  additional  class  (the  Fifth  Form),  an  addi¬ 
tional  assistant  was  employed  in  each  of  the  schools  at 
Kottar,  Ambalapulay  and  Alwaye  and  Sanskrit  and 
Tamil  Munshees  provided  for  the  Kottar  High  school. 

Mr.  Duthie  testifies  "to  the  uniform  good  conduct  of 
the  teachers  on  the  establishment.  He  states  that  they 
discharge  tlieir  duties  faithfully  and  honestly  and  many  of 
•  them’  with  much  efficiency.  There  are,  however,  some 
old  hands  who  are  hardly  equal  to  the  requirements  of  the 
present  day.  Every  endeavour  is  made,  as  vacancies 
occur,  to  secure  thoroughly  capable  men  for  the  department. 
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533.  A  large  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  is  noted 

in  the  year  under  report.  The  '  total 
reng  1.  number  under  instruction  in  both  Go¬ 

vernment  and  aided  schools  rose  from  3,679  in  1066  to 
4,194  in  1067,  showing  an  increase  of  515.  Taking-  out 
.of  consideration  the  strength  of  the  aided  schools  admit¬ 
ted  into  the  establishment  during  the  year,  there  was  an 
increase  of  248.  In  the  Government  schools  alone,  the 
number  rose  by  112. 

534.  The  District  schools  at  Alleppey,  Quilon,  Thiru- 
yellah  and  Aripaud  show  the  greatest  improvement  in 
point  of  numbers.  The  decline  was  greatest  at  Paravoor, 
Thuckalay  and  Chunganacherry.  •  The  fall  in  the  first  is 
attributed  to  the  unsuitability  of  the  locality  where  the 
school  is  held,  in  the  second  to  the  prevalence  of  an  un¬ 
usually  severe  epidemic  of  small-pox ,  for  about  5  months 
of  the  year  and  the  establishment  of  an  Anglo- Vernacular 
school  in  the  vicinity  where  education  is  cheaper,  and  in 
the  third  to  the  presence  in  the  same  place  of  a  new  High 
school,  St.  Berclnuan’s,  started  by  the  Roman  Catholic 
Mission.  The  school  at  Boothapandy,  unfavourably  re¬ 
ported  on  in  the  review  for  1066,  has  been  allowed  to 
continue  for  another  6  months,  owing  to"  some  improve¬ 
ment  in  its  condition.  The  attendance  has  slightly  im 
creased  and  the  standard  has  been  brought  up  to  its 
former  level.  The  Thiruvellah  District  school  is  stated  to 
have  fallen  off  in  a  marked  degree  and  to  have  the  smallest 
number  of  pupils  on  the  register.  This  is  attributed  to 
the  apathy  of  the  people  in  regard  to  the  .education  of 
their  children.  • 

535.  A  slight  falling  off  is  reported  in  the  attendance 
at  the  Special  school  at  Mavelikaray  for  the  younger 
members  of  the  ancient  houses  allied  to  the  Royal  family. 
Bight  new  pupils  from  Mariyapally  and  Thiruvejlali 
obtained  permission  to  join  the  school,  but  did  not  do  so 
owing,  to  the  inadequacy  of  the  boarding  accommodation, 
The  question  of  improved  accommodation  is  before  Govern¬ 
ment.  The  standard  of  the  school  was  raised  in  the  year 
to  the  Fifth  Form  or  Pre-Matriculation  class.  Of  the  four 
girls  who  attended  the  school,  two  left  in  the  course  of 
the  year. 
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5.36.  There  was  a  slight  decline  in  attendance  in  both 
Government  and  aided  schools  from 

Attendance.  34.5  ^  jQgg  tQ  33.4  ^  tlie  year  under 

review.  Taking  the  Government  schools  alone,  precisely 
the  same  decline,  viz.  T2  per  cent.,  is  observed.  '  The 
highest  percentage,  viz.  9V3,Avas  attained  at  Ambalapulay. 
The  lowest  was  at  the  Mavelikaray  Special  school.  ■ 

537.  Of  the  total  number  of  pupils  under  instruction. 

2,952  or  44‘5  per  cent,  joined  in  the 
■uunefTbe1'  8dnutted  course  of  the  year  and  2,437  or  36*7 
per  cent,  left  the  schools. 

538.  The  average  time  spent  in  school  by  the  pupils 

remaining  on  the  rolls  at  the  end  of  the 
jiniitln  sdrooi’"'6  °f  y©ai’  was  27*1  months  against  227  .in 
pup  shim.  100.  pp6G.  In  the  Government  schools 

alone,  the  average  time  was  27*8  as  compared  with  24-5 
in  the  previous  year. 


Of  the  pupils  who  left  school  in  the  course  of  the  year 
only  44*2  per  cent,  were  under  instruction  for  less  than 
one  year,  as  compared  with  48’5  per  cent,  iu  1066. 


It  is  gratifying  to  note  this  improvement.  Tire 
teachers  evidently  seem  to  have  made  efforts  towards 
persuading. parents  and  guardians  to  allow  their  children 
to  remain  in  school  for  a  reasonable  period.  The  Super¬ 
intendent  .states  that,  the  large  proportion  of  removals  is 
not  due  to  the  fact  that  boys  attend  school  for  only  a 
short  period  and  then  discontinue  their  studies  altogether, 
but  that  some  of  them  are  habitually  irregular,  leaving  off 
at  intervals  and  then  finding  re-admission  more  than  once 
in  the  course  of  a  year.  Mr.  Duthie  will  be  asked  to  dis¬ 
countenance  such  fitful  and  irregular  attendance  and  to 
adopt  measures  to  check,  it.  The  average  time  spent  in 
school  by  those  pupils  who  left  the  Government  schools  in 
the  course  of  the  year  was  257  months  as  compared  with 
227  in  1066.  Taking  the  aided  schools  alone,  a  marked 
improvement  is  observed,  the  average  time  being  .267 
months  against  21 -5  the  preceding  year.

541.  The  fees  realised  during,  the  year  amounted  to

crease  of  Rs.  1,227-20-14. 

542.  The  expenditure  on  the  Government  schools  on 

account  of  establishment  and  contingen- 
Expenditm-e.  oie8  was  rs.  36,217-27-3  as  against 

Es.  33,906-2-13  in  the  year  preceding.  The  increase  is 
due  to  certain  increments  to  salaries  having  taken  effect 
during  tlie  year,  and  to  the  appointment  of  additional 
teachers  in  several  of  .the  schools.  The  cost,  of  buildings, 
furniture  and  repairs  was  Rs.  14,01.0-11-6,  several  new 
buildings  having  been  constructed  during  the  year.  The 
total  cost  therefore  amounted  to  Rs.  50,828-10-9.  De¬ 
ducting  the  fees  realised,  the  net  cost  to  Government  was 
Rs.  29", 281-15-1  or  an  average  of  Rs.  10-8-11  for  each 
pupil  as  compared  with  Es.  .6-20-12  in  L066.  The  Dis¬ 
trict  schools  at  Ambalapulay  and  Shertallay  were  self-sup¬ 
porting,  The  sum  disbursed  to  the  aided  schools  in  the 
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shape  of  grants  during  the  year  was  Rs.  4,411-14—5  against 
Rs.  2,795-22-14  in  1066.  Each  pupil  in  the  aided  schools 
cost  Government  Rs.  3-23-9. 

543.  The  Quilon  High  school  continued  during  the 

.year  to  maintain  its  place  as  the  largest 

ig  at  mo  s.  0£  the  District  schools.  The  strength 

rose  to  461,  and  would  have  been  much  greater  had  not 
admissions  been  refused  owing  to  the  want  of  adequate 
acponnnodation.  A  convenient  and  suitable  site  has  been 
selected  for  the  new  school-house,  and  it  is  hoped  the 
construction  will  be  pushed  on  vigorously.  19  pupils 
appeared  for  the  Matriculation  Examination,  of  whom  8 
passed.  The  results  are  fair. 

544.  The  decline  in  the  strength  of  the  Alleppey  High 
school,  noted  in  the  report  for  1 066,  was  more  than  made 
good  in  the  year  under  review,  when  the  attendance  rose 
from  253  to  340.  This  increase  is  accounted  for  by  the 
collapse  of  an  Anglo-Yernacular  school  in  the  town,  which 
formerly  drew  away  pupils  who  failed  to  get  promotion  in 
the  Government  institution.  Ten  out  of  thirty-seven  pu¬ 
pils  presented  for  the  Matriculation  passed,  with  one  in 
the  first  class. 

545.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  attending 
the  Rottar  High  school  was  .  maintained  during  the  year 
under  review.  It  'was  found  necessary  to  increase' the 
accommodation  in  this  school,  and  a  spacious  additional 
building  is  in  course  of  construction.  The  teaching  staff 
was  also  strengthened  and  improved.  The  results  of  the 
Matriculation  Examination  were  creditable,  7  out  of  23  pu¬ 
pils  presented  having  passed,  with  three  in  the  first  class. 

546.  Under  the  revised  by-laws  of  "the  Madras  Univer¬ 
sity,  the  High  schools  in  the  State  required  to  be  recog¬ 
nised  for  the  purposes  of  the  Matriculation  Examination. 
The  following  schools  were  certified  to  by  Mr.  Dufchie  as 
being  conducted  in  substantial  accordance  with  the  Madras 
Educational  rules,  and  on  the  recommendation  of  His 
Highness’  Government  they  were  recognised  as  High

547.  As  suggested  by  Government,  the  nomenclature  of 
classes  enjoined  under  the  Madras  Educational '  rules  has 
been  adopted  in  all  the  schools  of  the  Department.  The 
new  curriculum  of' study  prescribed  under  the  same  rules 
is  also  followed  in  the  three  highest  classes  of  Government 
schools  viz.  the  Sixth,  Fifth  and  Fourth  forms.  The 
lower  classes  continue  for  the  present  to  follow  the  old 

'  curriculum,  which  has  been  adhered  to  for  several  years  in 
the  District  schools. 

548.  The  annual  comparative  examination  was  held  at 

various  centres,  at  the  end  of  the  school 
’  examfaat,ioii.miMia  session  in-  December.  The  results  are 
reported  to  have  been  not  as  good  as 
in  the  previous  year.  .  The  failures  are  attributed  to  the 
.  severity  of  some  of  the  examination  papers,  chiefly  ip 
'  Mathematics.

He  also  visited  officially  the  following  private  schools, 
the  'C.  M.  S.  College  Oottayam,  Native  High  school  Tre- 
vandrum,  Anglo-Vernacular  school,  Shertallay,  St.  Bercli- 
man’s  High  school  Ghanganacherry,  Sacred  Hearts’  Girls’ 
school,  Alleppey,  and  the  Anglo-Yernacular  schools  at 
■  Martandam,  Pallam,  Perumathoray  and  Eravipuram.  Mr. 
Duthie  was  out  on  inspection  206  days  in  the  year.  The 
more  frequent  the  inspections  the  greater  the  efficiency 
ensured,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  observe  the  good  work 
done  by  the  Superintendent  in  this  direction.  Mr.  Duthie’s 
salary  was  raised  by  Rs.  50  during  the  year,  in  considera¬ 
tion  of  the  increased  work  entailed  upon  him  in  the 
‘inspection  of  the  additional  aided  schools  in  the  State.. 

550.  During  the  year  under  report,  special  attention 
was  directed  to  the  condition  of  school 
11  mss'  buildings.  His  Highness’  Government 

sanctioned  an  annual  allotment  of  half  a  lakh  of  rupees  for 
the  construction  of  new  schools  and  the  repair  and  im¬ 
provement  of  existing  buildings.  .It  is  intended  to  erect 
new  school '  houses  at  Quilon,  •  Changanacherry,  Vycome, 
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Thuckalay,  Ambalapulay,  Kottaracaray,  Thimvettar  and 
Boothapandy  and  to  improve  and  enlarge  the  buildings 
at  Kottar,  Aripaud,  Kayencolum,  Paravoor  and  Thiru- 
vellah. 

•551.  Additional  furniture,  apparatus  and  books  of  refer- 
ence  were  supplied  to  the  High  schools 
i>]innces.Ul°  ™  ap’.  and  the  apparatus  needed  for  the  teach¬ 
ing  of  science  to  ten  first  class  District  . 
schools. 

552.  Discipline  and  order  are  reported  to  be  fairly 
Disci  line  maintained.  Due  attention  is  paid  by 

isup  me.  the  masters  to  the  moral  training  of  the 

boys  committed  to  their  charge. 

558.  Mr.  Duthie  reports  that  the  gymnasia  establish- 
p  aicaJ  t  inino.  ments  in  the  High  schools  are  serving 
yaic  laming.  a  highly  useful  purpose  and  are  taken 
full  advantage  of  by  the  pupils.  All  the  classes  are  required 
to  undergo  regular  instruction  several  times  a  week.  The 
candidates  sent  from  the  High  schools  to  the  annual 
gymnastic  competition  held  at  Trevandrum  during  the  year 
are  stated  to  have  done  well  on  the  whole. 

554.  The  attendance  in  the  Fort  High  school  was 
not  so  large  as  in  the  previous  year. 
Fort^ Hi^’rohooi  Several  pupils  are  reported  to  have  left 

the  institution  for  another  private  school 
in  the 'capital.  A  long  standing  dispute  regarding  the  pro¬ 
prietorship  was  settled  during  the  year  in  favor  of  the  pre¬ 
sent  manager.  He  is  thus  better  able  to  control  the  school. 
Mr.*  Duthie  reports  that  a  decided  change  for  the  better  'is 
now  apparent  in  the  working  of  the  institution,  the  classes  . 
are  better  organised  and  the  teaching  is  carried  on  with 
energy  and  considerable  success.  The  .results  of  the 
Matriculation  examination  were  better  than  in  the  previous 
year,  9  having  passed  out  of  3G  presented. 

■  .555.  There  was  a  slight  falling  off  in  the  strength  of 
this  school,  the  number  on  the  register 
.own  ig  i  sc  ioo  .  aj.  j.jle  c|oge  0f  khe  year  having  been  158 
against  17tj  in  the  one  previous. 
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The  head  master  attributes  the  decline  '  tq  the  proxi¬ 
mity  of  another  large  High  school  which  charged  lower 
fees.  This  latter  school  has,  since  the  close  of  the  year, 
been  brought  under  the  grant-in-aid  rules.  The  rate  ©f 
fees  levied  will  henceforth  be  the  same  as  in  the  other 
schools. 


The  Town  High  school  maintained  the  reputation 
acquired  the  previous  year  in  the  results  of  the  Matricula¬ 
tion.  Out  of  35  pupils  presented  11  passed,  one  being- 
placed  in  the  first  class  and  first  in  Travancore.  -  The 
institution  has  achieved  in  two  successive  years  the  honor 
of  passing  one  of  its  pupils  first  from  all  the  schools  in  the 
State.  Attention  is  being  paid  to  the  physical  training  of 
the  boys.  A  debating  society  in  connection  with  the 
school  was  established  during  the  year.  The  working  of 
the  school  is  satisfactory. 


556.  The  Superintendent  reports  that  this  institution 
possesses  a  good  teaching  staff  and  is 
aonlnstitutiou.  10ho1  provided  with  all  the  necessary  appli¬ 
ances.  More  class  room  accommodation 
was  provided  in  the  year.  A  graduate,  trained  in  the 
Teacher’s  College  at  Madras,  entered  upon  his  duties 
as  Head  Master  during  the  year.  Three  candidates  from 
■  the  instituijon  passed  the  School  Management  examination 
held  in  May  last. 


557.  An  improvement  both  ‘in  at- 
sciiooi  Cottayanf*01'  *  tendance  and  standard  is  chronicled  in 
this  school.  The  teaching  staff  was 
re-organised,  and  an  F.  A.  employed  as  head  teacher. 
.  The  results  of  the  Superintendent’s  inspection  are  reported 
to  .  have  been  more  creditable  than  in  the  former  yeai’, 
though  some  of  the  classes  seem  to  have  been  especially 
backward  in  Grammar  and  Arithmetic.  Satisfactory 
.progress  was  made  by  the  highest  class,  and  more  attention 
seems,  to  have  been  paid  to  hand -writing.  Owing-  to  some 
misunderstanding  with  one  of  the  teachers,  the  manager 
was  forced  to  quit-  the  former  building,  where  an  opposition 
school  seems  to  have  been  started.  The  present, building 
is  reported  to  be  better  adapted  for  a  school-house.  ' 
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558.  Mi\  Duthie  states  that  the  condition  of  this  school 
is  far  from  satisfactory.  The  Managing 
solwofciwugau’o'r  Committee  were  unable  to  conduct  the 
school  properly  and  the  consequence 
was  that  the  teachers  neglected  their  work  g,nd  the  stand¬ 
ard  of  tho  school-fell  very  much  below  the  mark.  Several 
irx’egularities  were  noted  during  the  inspection.  The 
Managing  Committee  have,  since  Mr.  Duthie’s  visit,  been 
re-constituted  and  efforts  made  towards  improvement.  If 
no  change^  for  the  better  is  apparent,  the  grant  will  be 
withdrawn. 


559.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  standard  and 
strength  of  this  school  have  been  mairu- 
MamianamUm  S  SCh°o1  tamed,  although  several  of  the  elojier 
boys  are  reported  to  have  left  the  insti¬ 
tution  for  St.  Bevchman’s  High  school  at  .Changanachei'/ry. 
The  school  is  said  to  be  fairly  well-conducted,  but  [  the 
teaching  staff  requires  improvement.  The  manager  /pro¬ 
mises  to  remedy  this  shortly.  More  Hindu  boys  set4ii  to 
have  joined  the  school  in  the  year.  \ 

500.  The  English  .District  schools  have,  as  usual,  (done 
good  work.  Though  the  number  of  Government.  scHools 
remains  unchanged,  the  standard  of  some  has  been  raised 
and  all  placed  on  a  better  footing.  The  establishment;  of 
High  schools  at  several  centres  seems  to  have  been  attend¬ 
ed  with  beneficial  results.  These  act  as  feeders  to  thfe 
College  at  the  capital.  The  number  of  aided  and  private', 
schools  in  the  country  is  on  the  increase,  and  the  assistance 
of  the  Superintendent  is  often  required  to  report  on  the 
fitness  of  private  schools  either  for  grants  or  for  recog¬ 
nition  for  purposes  of  public  examinations. 

501.  The  Girls’  schools  receiving  grants-in-aid  will  now  -

The  strength  of  the  school  rose  from  94  at  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  year  to  1.03  at  the  end  of  1067.  The  admis¬ 
sions  during  the  year  number  29  in  the  senior  and  52  in 
the  junior  department  as  compared  with  24  and  54  res¬ 
pectively  in  1066.  14  pupils  were  withdrawn  from  the 

former  aird  58  from  the  latter. 

■  5 63.  A  very  heavy  decline  is  observed  in  the  avefago 
attendance  in  both  departments, .  that  in  the  senior  depart¬ 
ment  haying  been  39'fi  and  in  the  junior  42  against  95-‘G 
and:  88' 1  respectively  in  the  previous  year.  Miss  Donnelly 
states  that  this  was  due  to  the  general  unhealthiness  of 
the  season.  Small-pox  prevailed  to  an  unusual  extent  in 
the  town  and  its  vicinity,  and  many  children  were  absent 
from  school  for  long  periods  of  3  and  6  months  at  a  time. 

564.  Of  the  total  numlier  on  the  register  22  were

565.  During  the  year  under  report  the  school  was  re¬ 
cognised  by  the  Madras  University  un- 
°f  °xaml’  der  *ts  revised  by-laws  as  .a  High 
School.  Three  students  were  presented* 


for  the  Matriculation  Examination,  and  one  -passed  in  the 
Second  Class.  Miss  Eliza  Rodriguez,  one  of  the  teachers 
and  an  old  student  of  the  school,  who  appeared  as  a  pri¬ 
vate  pupil,  also  passed  this  examination  with  Malayalam 
for  her  vernacular.  8  students  appeared  for  the  Higher 
Examination  for 'Women  and  all  passed.  One,  however, 
failed  to  secure  the  minimum  marks  for  noedle-work.*  4 
of  the  pupils  studying  in  the  Normal  class  appeared  for 
the  School  Management  Examination  held  in  December 
1893,  and  two  of  them  passed  for  the  ordinary  certificate 
only,  having,  failed  to  obtain  the  percentage  entitling  them 
to  a  Normal  certificate.  All  four  appeared  again  in  May 
1892,  of  whom  one  passed  as  a  trained  teacher.  The 
Middle  School  and  Special  Upper  Primary  Examinations 
having  been  abolished,  Miss  Donnelly  intends  sending 
up  her  pupils  for  the  Lower  Secondary  and  Primary 
School  Examinations  for  the  conduct  of  which  arrange¬ 
ments  will  he  made  m  Trevandrum. 

560.  The  school  building  was  accidentally  burnt  down- 
BuikUii(  m  the  year  under  report,  and  a  great 

mciug’  portion  ot  tli o  furniture  and  apparatus 

entirely  destroyed.  The  school  was  removed  to  the  Rhys’ 
Preparatory  school  building  then  vacant,  thence  to  the  'Col¬ 
lege  Laboratory  and  it  is  now  located  m  the  house  formerly 
'occupied  by  the  Book  Depot.  A,  site  tor  a  new  budding  has 
been  selected  in  the  garden  opposite  the  College,  and  orders 
have  been  issued  to  complete  the  construction  as  expedi¬ 
tiously  as  possible.  New  furniture  and  other  school  .re¬ 
quisites  were  supplied  m  place  of  those  destroyed.  ' 

567.  The  infant  school  classes,  numbering  about  35. 
Infant  classes  boys  and  girls,  are  repartedto  be  mak-\ 

mg  fair  progress.  Every  care  is  taken 
to  make  the  school  life  ot  the  little  tolk  attractive  and 
pleasant.  Miss  Donnelly  says  that  the  teachers  show  a' 
wide  sympathy  with  child-life  m  its  many  aspects,  and 
undertake  the  training  of  the  little  ones  in  that  spirit  of 
love,  which  is  the  keynote  of  all  true  education.  The 
elementary  work  of  the  infant  classes  is  varied  with  object 
lessons,  which  tend  to  evoke  a  child’s  powers  of  obser¬ 
vation.  Lessons  on  the  kindergarten  system  are  also 
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given  to  these  classes,  and  combine  amusement  with 
instruction. 

568.  The  whole  school  is  taught  drawing  from  the  flat 

D  .  ,  and  objects  from  still  life.  Those  who 

.  m\u"g  c  ass.  show  special  aptitude  for  the  art  join 

the«advancod  class  and  practise  painting  in  oil  and  water  ■ 
colours  from  natural  objects.  This  class  consisted  of  12 
pupils.

The  first  prize  was  awarded  for  a  design  in 
oils  of  Travancore  butterflies  from  the  original,  the  second 
and  third  prizes  for  two  oil-paintings,  equally  good,  of 
insect  life  and  wild  grasses  ;  and.  the  fourth  for  a  drawing 
in  crayons  of  a  group  of  Hyderabad  glassware  models.

572.  Two  afternoons  in  the  week  were  devoted  to 
physical  training  under  a  competent 
drill  instructor.  The  younger  pupils 

are  reported  to  show  a  great  liking  for  gymnastic  exercises 
and  musical  drill.

575.  The  Sirkar  Girls’  High  school  has,  a,s  usual,  ac¬ 
quitted.  itself  well  during  the  year.  Notwithstanding  the 
unfortunate  accident  by  which  the  school  was  deprived  of’’ 
its  habitation,  the  instruction  imparted  was  in  no  ivajf . 
affected,  thanks  to  the  energy  of  the  Lady  Superintendent 

,and  her  assistants.  J 

570.  Oimvtmt.  liirlx’  xelwol,  Q,wihn,.  It  is  gratifying  (to 
note  that  the  strength  of  this  school  increased  considerably 
from  55  at  the  beginning  to  71  at  the  end  ot  1067.  The 
standard  of  the  school  was  also  raised  during1  the  year  ;  a 
pre-matriculation  class  has  been  started,  and  three  girls 
are  reported  to  have  been  preparing  for  the  University 
Entrance  Examination,  and  six  for  the  Higher  Examina¬ 
tion  for  Women.  Three  pupils  passed  the  latter  examina¬ 
tion  during  the  year,  one  taking  a  place  in  the  first  class. 
Mr.  Duthie  states  that  tlie  condition  of  the  school  lias 
decidedly  improved,' and  that  the  delects  pointed  out  in. 
the  report  for  the  previous  year  have  been,  to  a  great  extent,! 
remedied.  The  teaching  staff  was  improved,  and  drawing, 
vocal  and  instrumental  music,  and  plain  and  fancy  needle¬ 
work  continued  to  be  taught  during  the  year. 

577.  ( bum;, I  of  tin ■  Holy  .1  imols,  Tr,-M,ulrmu.  The 

grant  of  Rs.  100  a  month,  conferred  on  this  institution  the 
previous  year,  continued  to  be  disbursed  during  the  one 
under  review.  The  Superintendent  reports  that  the  school 
continues  to  be  conducted  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner. 


The  school  building  is  a  large  substantial  structure,  suit¬ 
ably  furnished  and  kept  in  excellent  order ;  and  the  teach- ' 
ing  staff  is  adequate  and  competent.  The  number  on  the 
register  was  249  at  the  close  of  the  year,  as  against  159  at 
the  beginning.  This  increase  is  stated  to  be  owing  to  the 
vernacular  branch  of  the  school  having  been  amalga¬ 
mated  with  the  institution.  Of  the  number  under  instruc¬ 
tion,  27  were  boys  under  ten  years  of  age.  The  attendance 
was  not  so  good  as  in  the  previous  year,  owing  chiefly  to 
the  prevalence  of  epidemics.  Mr.  Duthie  states  that  at  his 
inspection  the  school  made  a  very  creditable  appearance. 
.He  commends  very  highly  the  interest  taken  by  the  Lady 
Superior  in  the  welfare  of  the  children  and  her  ear¬ 
nest  endeavours  for  their  mental  and  moral  improve¬ 
ment,  ' 

Mugiep'drawing,  and  the  usual  branches  of  needle¬ 
work:' continued.  to  be  taught.  The  results  of  the  public 
examination  were  very  satisfactory.  For  the  Matricula¬ 
tion  Examination,  six  candidates  appeared  and  five  passed ; 
fifteen  presented  themselves  for  the  Higher  Examination  f 
for  Women  and  eight  passed,  four  in  the  first  class.  Two 
passed  in  needle-work  only.  Arrangements  are  being 
made  to  train  pupils  for  the  Lower  Secondary  and  Primary 
School  Examinations. 

As  in  the  previous  year,  the  pupils  underwent  a  course 
of  drill  twice  a  week. 

578.  Buchanan  Institution,  Pallam.  This  institution 
was  started  by  the  Church  Missionary  Society  for  the  train¬ 
ing  of  female  teachers  and  the  higher  education  of  girls. 

It  was  allowed  a  grant  of  Rs.  50  a  month  from  the  first  of 
Auny.  The  school  is  attended  by  -70  girls,  all  Protestants 
and  belonging  to  the  Syrian  community.  The  Superinten¬ 
ded  is  the  Revtl.  A.  Lash,  a  gentleman  of  large  experience 
as  an  educationist.  Mr.  Duthie  says  that  the  progress  the 
school  has  already  made  is  highly  gratifying,  and  he  has 
no  doubt  that  under  Mr.  Lash’s  care  the  institution,  will 
become  highly  efficient.  The  students  in  the  highest  class 
are  instructed  in  the  art  of  teaching  and  the  management 
of  schools.  During  the  last  few  months  of  the  year,  five 
of  .the  older  students  left  the  institution  to  he  employed  as 


teachers.  A  large  substantial  building  for  the  school  is  in 
course  of  construction.  * 

579.  Kottayam  Girls’  school.  This  school  was  allowed 
a  grant  of  Rs.  20  a  month,  from  the  commencement  of  the 
year  under  report.  It  is  under  the  superintendence  of 
Miss  Baker  and  is  attended  entirely  by  Christians.  The 
number  on  the  register  at  the  close  of  the  year  was  130. 
The  school  is  reported  to  be  satisfactorily  conducted.  A 
new.  head-master  was  recently  appointed.  All  the  children 
had  drill  exercise  daily. 

580.  Nagercott  Girls’  school.  The  Town  Girls’  school 
at  Nagercoil  was  given  a  grant  of  Rs.  25  a  month  during 
the  year.  It  is  held  in  a  fine  substantial  building,  is  well 
attended  by  Native  Christian  girls,  has  a  good  teaching 
staff  and  the  necessary  furniture  and  school  requisites. 
The  results  of  Mr.  Duthie’s  examination  were  very  fair. 
The  two  highest  classes  appeared  to  have,  been  well- 
taught. 


581.  Krishmparam  Girls  school.  A  grant  of  Rs.  10 
was  given  to  this  school.  The  manager  is  reported  to  have 
found  great  difficulty  in  recovering  fees  and  the  subscrip¬ 
tions  promised  in  support  of  the  school.'  It  is  held  in  a 
temporary  building.  The  people  do  not  seem  to  encourage 
the  institution.  The  progress  of  the  school  was  on  the 
■whole  unsatisfactory.  The  manager  has  been  asked  to 
remedy  this  state  of  things.  •  . 


Vernacular  Schools. 

582.  The  number  of  schools  in  connection  with  the 
.  Vernacular  Education  Department  rose 

um  >ei  o  sc  wo  a.  ^454  at  the  beginning  to  1,491  at 

the  end  of  the  year  under  report  Of.  these,  242  were 
Government  and  1,249  aided  institutions.  There  were, 
besides,  280  unaided  schools  under  inspection  by  Govern¬ 
ment  agency.  Of  the  27  additional  schools  recorded  for 
the  year,  3  were  Government  and  24  aided  schools. 
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583.  The  annexed  statement  compares  the  .number  and 
strength  of  the  schools  for  the  years  1066  and  1067  : — 


The  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  in  the  schools  was 
not  so  marked  as  in  the  previous  year.  The  strength  rose 
from  67,635  in  1066  to  68,698  in  1067,  showing  an  in¬ 
crease  of  1,063. 

Both  the  G-overnment  and  the  aided  schools  under 
native  management  contributed  to  the  increase  while  the 
Mission  aided  schools  showed  a  falling  off,  the  number  of 
prrpils  in  these  schools  having  declined  by  385,  though  the 
number  of  schools  rose  by  23.  No  explanation  is  offered 
by  the  Director  as  to  the  cause  of  the  decline  in  this  class 
of  schools.  It  was  probably  due  to  the  reduction  of  fees 
in  the  lower  classes  of  the  Government  Provertliy  schools. 
Besides  the  institutions  above  notgd,  there  were  through¬ 
out  the  State  774  private  schools  of  all  denominations  with 
25,766  pupils. 

584.  Classified  according  to  creed  and  'sex,  the  pupils 
under  instruction  in  the  Government 
pupils™6'1  and  S0X  °f  an^  aided  schools  give  the  following 
results : —

A  considerable  decline  is  noticed  in  the  number  of 
Mahomodans  under  instruction.  This  is  to  be  regretted, 
more  so  as  in  the  previous  year  the  number  was  almost 
double  that  of  1005.  There  was  a  falling  off  in  the  lower 
classes  such  as  Vedars,  Kuravars,  Pulayas  and  Parayars. 
The  Director  attributes  this  to  the  unhealthy  season.  It 
is  to  be  hoped  that  the  decline  will  bo  but  temporary. 
59*7  per  cent,  of  the  pupils  were  Hindus,  32-8  Christians, 
4-5  the  lower  classes  such  as  Pulayars,  Parayars,  Vedars 
and  Kuravars  and  2'!)  Mahomedans. 

585.  A  pleasing  feature  in.  the  report  is  the  increase 
Proportion  of  .oris  observed  in  the  number  of  girls  under 
instruction.  The  unprecedentedly  large 
number  of  U>,(W7  in  1 0(16  rose  to  14,785  in  the  year  under 
report.  Government  arc  glad  to  note  that  the  progress  of 
female  education  is  sustained.  The  proportion  of  girls  to 
the  total  strength  was  21-5  as  against  20‘6  in  1066  and 
18-4  in  1065.  The  proportion  of  girls  to 'boys  was  great¬ 
est  among  Brahmins  ;  next  came  the  Malayali  Sudras  and 
Christians,  and  the  smallest  was  among  the  Mahome¬ 
dans  and  the  lower  orders. 


586.  The  proportion  of  pupils  of  each  class  to  the

under  Native  Committees  or  agents.  202  schools  were 
devoted  entirely  to  the  education  of  the  lower  classes. 
The  Director  reports  that  there  is  an  ever-increasing 
demand  for  State  aid  and  that  the  grant-in-aid  system  has 
given  a  powerful  impetus -to  elementary  instruction. 

590.  The  Director  reports  favourably  ’on  the  working 
of  the  Vernacular. schools  at  the  capital. 
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591.  The  number  under  instruction  in  the  Central 

Vernacular  School  was  228  against  221

There  is  a  steady  increase  in  the  num-

end  of  the  year  there  were  55  in  the 
normal  and  191  in  the  practising  branch.  The  total  an¬ 
nual  expenditure  on  the  institution  was  Rs.  5,739,  out  of 
which  Rs.  2,100  was  expended  in  scholarships  to  30  stu¬ 
dents,  the  rate  being  Rs.  5  or  7  according  as  the  students 
are  from  the  town  or  from,  out-stations.  The  teaching 
stall  consists  of  one  Head-master,  ten  assistant  teachers, 
three  music  masters,  one  drawing  master  and  two  teachers 
for  needle- work.  4  of  the  teachers  are  graduates  and 
3  females,  former  pupils  of1  the  school.  The  course  of  in¬ 
struction  in  the  highest  class  embraces  Malayalam  Prose 
and  Poetry,  Composition,  Mathematics,  Indian  History, 
Geography,  Elementary  Physiology,  Chemistry,  Hygiene, 
Principles  of  Instruction  and  Discipline,  Music  (Native 
and  European),  Drawing,  Plain  Needle-work  and  a  little 
English.  Two  female  teachers  were  sent  in  the  year 
under  report  for  training  in  the  Presidency  Training  • 
School  for  Mistresses,  Madras,  one  of  whom,  Bhagavathy 
Amma,  is  reported  favourably  on  by  the  Superintendent- 
The  two  students  draw  a  scholarship  of  50  Rs.  each 
per  mensem,  and  are  the  very  first  set  of  native  young 
ladies  sent  to  Madras.  The  Girls’  school  at  Karamanay 
is  also  reported  to  be  prospering.

The  usual  Sastri.  examina¬ 
tion  was  conducted  by  a  committee  consisting  of  the  Valia 
ICoil  Tampuran  as  president  and  Vijayaraghava,  Chariar 
Sastrial  and  Vancheswara  Sastrial  members.  Of  the  six 
students  who  appeared,  five  passed,  all  in  the  first  class. 

594.  The  Normal  school  at  Kottar  and  the  Central 

schools  at.  Thirvellah  and  Paroor  are  ■ 

Out-station  schools,  reported  to  be  making  good  progress. 

The  Thiruvellah  school  in  particular  is 
stated  to  have  outgrown  its  accommodation.  Most  of  the 
other  schools  in  the  department  are  also  favorably  reported 
on.  The  Mahomedan  Girls’  school  at  Thiruvithancode  is 
specially  mentioned.  The  attendance  now  appears  to  be 
very  good  and  is  a  healthy  sign  of  the  interest  taken  by 
the  community  in  this  locality  in  the  education  of  their  girls. 

595.  It  is  satisfactory  also  to  note  that  the-  Girls’ 
schools  in  the  department  are  fast  becoming  popular,  as 
manifested  by  the  increase  in  the  attendance. 

The  Director  gives  interesting  statistics  of  the  state 
of  education  in  Travancore  as  compared  with  that  in  Mysore 
and  Baroda.  The  statement  annexed  gives  the  percentage  ' 
of  pupils  attending  school,  to  the  total  population  in  the 
three  States : — 
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'As  regards  female  education,  this  State  appears  to 
compare  very  favorably  with  the  others. 

■596.  With  the-  increase  of  schools,  the  work  of  the 
ins  icction  inspecting  agency  has  been  greatly 

enhanced.  The  inspection  is  reported 
to  have  been  fairly  well  done.  Each  school  on  an  average 
had  the  benefit  of  an  Inspector’s  visit  more  than  four 
times  in  the  year.  The  Director  was  out  on  circuit 
four  mouths  of  the  year  and  visited  the  various  classes  of 
schools  in  the  four  Divisions. 

597.  The  receipts  and  expenditure  of  the  Vernacular 
Cost  education  department  for  the  years  1066 

and  1067  are  given  in  the  following 


statement : — 
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The  total  cost  to  Government  was  Rs.  1,43,949-4-1 
against  1,23,764-5-5  in  1066.  The  fees  realised  in  the 
year  amounted  to  Rs.  17,632-27-8  or  Rs.  I,i61— 21— 14  less 
than  in  the  previous  year.  This  is  accounted  for  by  ttlie 
abolition,  towards  the  close  of  the  year,  of  feesjin  the  lowest 
classes  of  the  village  schools,  and  a  considerable  reduction 
of  the  rate  in  the  next  higher  classes.  This  step  was 
found  necessary  for  the  encouragement  of  education  among 
the  impoverished  classes  of  the  community,  and  its  effects 
will  have  full  scope  in  the  current  year.  Deducting  the 
fees  from  the  total  cost,  the  net  cost  to  Government  was 
Rs,  1,26,316-4-9.  The  charge  to  the  State  for  each  pupil 
in  the  Government  schools  was  Rs.  2-19-7  (slightly  higher 
.than  the  past  year),  in  the  aided  schools,  1-2-2,  and 
in  both  classes  of  schools  taken  together  R. 1-22-14,  which 
is  a  little  in  advance  of  the  cost  in  1066.

The  teaching  staff  is  reported  to  be 
doing  tolerably  good  work  as  a  whole. 

599.  This  department  is  the  principal  means  by  which 
the  education  of  the  masses  is  carried  on,  and  Government 
are  glad  to  find  that  it  continues  to  deserve  their  apprecia¬ 
tion.  •  The  work  done  during  the  year  is  satisfactory. 

600.  Industrial  School  of  Arts.  The  apprentices  were 

Art  Branch  being  Drained  for  the  Preliminary  Higher 

Examinations  in  drawing,  painting  and 
designing  instituted  by  the  Madras  Government.  Arrange¬ 
ments  will  have  to  be  made  for  conducting  the  examinations 
in  Trevandrum.  A  hall  for  the  drawing  class  is,  the  Super¬ 
intendent  reports,  absolutely  necessary,  and  the  Chief '

605.  Several  good  specimens  of  glazed  teapots,  jars, 

paper  weights,  inkstands,  water  coolers 
were  made  and  sold  during-  the  year, 
am  maun  ac  mo.  Tbere  is,  it  appears,  great  demand  for 
these  articles  locally,  which  will  be  met  when  the  machinery 
for  the  school  is  in  full  working  order.  The  flooring  tile 
press  promises  to  be  very  useful.  Several  plain  and  en¬ 
caustic  tiles  were  turned  out  experimentally  and  a  great 
demand  for  them  is  reported  to  have  arisen. 

606.  The  total  value  of  the  out-turn  for  the  year  was

607.  The  staff  remained  the  same  as  in  the  previous 
„  . .. ,  year.  The  salary  and  contingencies 

amounted  to  Rs.  14,518.  The  value  of 
sales  during  the  year  was  Rs.  1.422-18-2;  the  manufac¬ 
tured  stock  in  hand  is  valued  at  0,904-24-1  and  the  raw 
materials  at  1,909-15-6,  so  that  the  actual  charge  to 
Government  was  Rs.  1,280-26-7.  When  the  machinery 
for  the  manufacture  of  pottery  is  all  set  it])  and  in  working- 
order,  it  is  expected  that  the  charge  to  Government  will 
be  considerably  reduced. 


608.  The  British  Resident  and  several  of  the  European 
’  and  Native  officers  of  the  State  continued  to  take  an  inter¬ 
est  in  the  school,  and  visited  the  institution  several  times 
in  the  year.  The  number  of  visitors  m  1067  was  7,297. 

609.  Bool  Committee.  The  Book  Committee  continu¬ 
ed  to  do  useful  work.  The  pfogress  made  in  translating 
English  books  into  the  Vernacular  was  not  as  satisfactory 
as  in  previous  years.  The  shortcoming  was  due  to  the 
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'President  of  the  Committee  having  been  occupied  with 
revising  works  in  Malayalam,  both  in  prose  and  poetry, 
prepared  by  private  individuals.  Two  chapters  (III  and 
IV)  were  translated  from  “  Akbar  ”  an  Indian  romance, 
the  first  two  chapters  having  been  translated  in  previous  • 
years. 

610.  The  following  works  were  revised  by  the  Presi¬ 
dent  during  the  year  : —

611.  The  spirit  of  private  enterprise  thus  manifested 
in  the  direction  of  writing  books  is  a  hopeful  sign  of  the 
times,  and  its  development  under  judicious  guidance  and 
management  may  prove  a  valuable  source  of  help  to  our 
vernacular  schools  and  to  the  reading  public. 

612.  Public  lectures.  The  Revd.  A.  Thompson  was 

appointed  a  member  of  the  Lecture 
«onnein8eS  *he  1>el"'  Committee  during  the  year,  but  Ire  never 
sat  on  it,  and  having  left  the  country 
may  be  presumed  to  have  vacated  his  place.  Mr.  H.  N. 
Read,  the  Acting  Principal  of  the  College,  proceeded  on 
furlough  and  his  place  was  vacant  for  the  time  being. 
Messrs.  Boyle  and  M.  Rangachariar  who  were  appointed 
in  the  year  as  Professors  in  His  Highness’  College  took 
their  seats  on  the  Committee  1  ex-officio,  and  so  did  Mr. 
Reghunatha  Row,  appointed  Dewan  Peishcar  of  the  Tri¬ 
vandrum  Division  in  the  place  of  Mr.  Patckeappah  Naicker, 
deceased. 

613.  Eight  meetings  of  the  Committee  were  held  du- 

‘  ring  the  year  against  nine  in  1066,  and 

ee  lngs'  the  average  attendance  was  5  against 
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4'7  in  the  year  previous.  Tlie  usual  business  of  selecting 
lectures'and  deciding  on  the  payment  of  honoraria  was 
transacted.  Fifteen  lectures  were  delivered  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Committee,  or  one  more  than  in  the '  year 
preceding.  The  names  of  the  lecturers  and  the  subjects 
of  their  discourse  are  given  in  a  statement  to  be  found  in  the 
appendix.  Five  lectures  were  on  literary  subjects,  4  were 
historical,  4  scientific,  and  2  on  ambulances.  The  atten¬ 
dance  at  the  English  lectures  was,  as  usual,  good ;  it  is  to 
be  regretted,  however,  that  there  is  no  sign  of  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  attendance  at  lectures  in  the  vernacular.

H.  Bensley 
returned  from  furlough  about  the  end 
of  the  year  under  report,  and  resumed  his  place  on  the 
Committee.  The  Valia  Coil  Tampuran’s  connection  with 
the  Committee  ceased  with  Mr.  Bensley’s  return. 


619.  On  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  certain 
paddy  lands  adjoining  the  gardens 
inwitfente  and  im’  were  purchased  by  Government  for  the 
purpose  of  extending  the  lakes  in  the 
garden,  with  a  view  to  ensure  an  ample  and  never-failing 
supply  of  water.  To  carry  out  this  work,  it  was  necessary 
to  raise  a  bund  15  feet  high,  190  yards  long  and -20  feet 
broad.  No  provision  having  been  made  in  the  Budget  Esti¬ 
mate  for  the  year,  sanction  was  accorded  to  the  Committee 
to  utilise  all  unexpended  balances  and  the  sale  proceeds  of 
the  trees  that  stood  on  the  land  assumed,  and  to  divert 
funds  from  works  not  urgently  needed. 


620.  The  usual  work  of  laying  out  the  grounds  and  the 
roads  was  carried  on  by  the  Superintendent,  and  every 
effort  is  being  made  to  render  the  gardens  as  attractive  •  as 
possible. 


621.  The  stock  of  plants  is  reported  to  have  consid¬ 
erably  increased.  The  Superintendent  succeeded  im 
raising  two  plants  of  the  Victoria  Regia  from  seed 
presented  by  the  Agri-Horticultural  Society  of  Madras. 
Some  bulbs  of  the  red  water-lily  were  received  from  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Mysore  Government  Gardens,  and 
these  are  reported  to  be  flourishing. 

622. -  The  lawn-tennis  grounds  were  extended,  to  admit 
of  two  courts  more.  There  are  now  four  tennis  courts, 
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which  are  open  to  the  general  public  provided  they  supply 
their  own  gear. 

623.  The  new  house  for  the  carnivora  was  completed, 
and  the  animals  removed  into  it  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year  under  report.  It  is  a  spacious  building  and  the  exer¬ 
cise  afforded  by  the  out-door  runs  helps  considerably  to 
keep  the  wild  beasts  in  good  health.

The  building  was  as  usual  lent  on  five  different  occa¬ 
sions  for  various  purposes,  and  is  now  the  recognized  place 
of  meeting  for  various  Committees.  The  number  of  visitors 
to  the  Library  in  the  year  was  994.

Mr.  Ross.  The  collection  of  animals  is  reported  to  have 
increased  considerably,  the  number  being  now  314.  The 
arrangements  for  housing  these  are,  it  appeal's,  almost  per¬ 
fect,  with  the  exception  of  the  aviaries  which  require  en¬ 
larging. 

The  index  collection  of  invertebrates  was  enriched  by  a 
supply  of  sponges  and  tunicates  in  jars,  and  of  echinoderms 
.  and  Crustacea  mounted.  Several  skeletons  prepared  by 
the  taxidermist  were  set  up  in  the  Museum.  A  case  show¬ 
ing  the  anatomy  and  topography  of  birds  was  prepared 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  H.  S.  Ferguson,  and  placed  in 
the  bird  gallery.  This,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  of  help  to 
students  interested  in  Ornithology. 

626.  The  Honorary  Secretary  has  been  for  some  years 
past  endeavouring  to  increase  and  classify  the  Natural 
History  collections  in  the  Museum,  and  the  thanks  of 
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Government  are  tendered  him  for  his  efforts  in  this  direc¬ 
tion. 

627 .  The  collecting  peon  and  assistant,  taxidermist 
were  sent,  to  the  High  Ranges,  where,  under  the  kind  direc¬ 
tion  of  Mr.  Turner,  a  good  collection  of  birds  and  mammals 
was  secured.

633.  Dr.  Mitchell  reports  that  the  scientific  results  of 
the  work  of  the  Observatory  are  in  course  of  compilation 
by  him,  for  the  year  beginning  the  1st  January  1892, 
pnd  will  be  submitted  in  separate  form.  The  present 
report  deals  mainly  with  the  management  of  the  institution.

a  ronomic  .  observations  of  clock  stars  was  57  as 

compared  with  74  in  1066.  These  were  used,  as  before,

servatory  clocks  and  giving  time  signals  to  the  Nayar 
Brigade  to  fire  the  time-guns.  The  time,  of  mid-day 
gun-fire  was  observed  on  312  occasions  during  the  year 
and  it  was  found  correct  on  20.  The  average  error  for  the 
whole  year  was  17  second’s  against  15  in  the  year  previous.

The  whole 
of  the  readings  were,  besides,  tabulated  in  a  systematic 
manner,  with  the  object  of  deducing  from  them,  by  proper 
mathematical  methods,  the  scientific  information  they 
contain.

The  rainfall  in  all  the  divisions  was  better  than  that 
of  the  previous  year  and  also  considerably  above  the  aver¬ 
age.  The  excess  was  more  marked  in  the  Southern 
Division,  having  been  33  per  cent.  In  9  taluqs  only  vras 
the  rainfall  below  the  normal ;  in  all  others  the  normal 
was  either  reached  or  exceeded. 
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There  was  a  general  fall  of  rain  in  all  parts  of  the 
State  during  the  first  half  of  Avany  of  the  year  under  re¬ 
port,  except  in  the  Southern  Division.  In  the  second  half, 
however,  this  district  received  a  fair  quantity.  During 
.Purattasy  the  rainfall  was  deficient  in  most  taluqs  especi¬ 
ally  in  the  Quilon  Division,  but  the  Southern  Division 
received  more  than  its  usual  amount.  In  the  month  of 
Alpasy,  there  was  excessive  rainfall  in  the  Northern  Divi¬ 
sion,  and  in  the  other  parts  of  the  country  only  three 
taluqs  shewed  a  deficiency.  The  first  half  of  Kartigay 
was  very  dry  throughout  the  whole  State,  and  in  Margaly 
there  was  as  usual  very  little  rain.  Thye  witnessed  a 
period  of  abnormal  drought,  which  continued  to  the  6th 
of  the  next  month.  During  the  rest  of  Mausy  the  rainfall 
was  normal  in  amount  and  distribution.  Heavy  rain'  fell 
in  the  Southern  Division  in  the  month  of  Chittray.  This 
was  caused  by  a  cyclonic  storm,  which  passed  to  the 
south-west  of  Trevandrum  and  gave  heavy  rain  to  a  con¬ 
siderable  part  of  Southern  India.  Its  occurrence  was  pre¬ 
dicted  by  the  Meteorological  department  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  India,  which  issued  storm  warnings  to  the  ports 
along  the  coast.  The  South-west  monsoon  is  generally 
established  in  the  month  of  Vycausy,  but  in  the  year  under 
report  it  was  somewhat  later,  and  set  in  very  quietly  with 
no  marked  heavy  rainfall  in  any  part  of  the  country.  The 
latter  part  of  Auny  witnessed  several  heavy  rainfalls  and 
in  Audy  it  was  in  excess  of  the  normal  amount  in  all  but 
10  taluqs. 

641 .  Dr.  Mitchell  reports  that  the  past  work  of  the 
Trevandrum  Observatory  has  been  re- 
of  the3titationSlt1011  cen%  recognized  in  a  manner  that  is 
extremely  gratifying.  On  the  recom¬ 
mendation  of  t  he  Royal  Society  of  Edinburgh  and  after  con¬ 
sultation  with  the  Royal  Society  of  London,  the  Royal 
Meteorological  Society,  aud  .the  authorities  at  Greenwich 
and  Kew  Observatories,  the  British  Government  have 
sanctioned,  as  a  special  case,  the  publication,  at  the  expense 
of  Her  Majesty’s  Treasury,  of  the  observations  made  at 
Trevandrum  by  the  late  Mr.  Broun,  who,  prior  to  his 
decease,  had  directed  that  all  his  manuscript  papers  should 
be  handed  over  to  the  Royal  Society  of  Edinburgh.  The 
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work  of  editing  has  been  entrusted  to  Mr.  ,J.  Eliot,  Mete¬ 
orological  Beporter  to  the  Government  of  India,  who  visit¬ 
ed  Trevandrum  recently  to  inspect  the  instruments  used 
by  Mr.  Broun  and  to  obtain  information  regarding-  the 
position  of  the  different  localities  in  which  he  .made  obser¬ 
vations. 

642.  The  credit  of  this  recognition  is  due  to  Dr. 
Mitchell,  who,  as  a  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Edin¬ 
burgh,  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Society  the  re-establish¬ 
ment  of  the  Trevandrum  Observatory. 

643.  The  thanks  of  the  Government  are  accorded  to 
Dr.  Mitchell  for  the  lively  interest  he  manifests  in  the 
improvement  of  the  institution,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that 
his  connection  with  the  Observatory  will  tend  to  revive  its 
former  position  in  the  scientific  world. 
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F.  MEDICAL  SERVICE- 

644.  There  were  no  casualties  or  transfers  to  the 

gtaff  pension  list  during' the  year  1067.  But 

a  '  with  a  view  to  opening  new  medical 

institutions,  3  passed  men  from  the  Madras  Medical 
College  were  entertained  in  the  service.  Of  these,  two 
were  Licentiates  in  Medicine  and  Surgery  and  the  third  an 
Apothecary.  The  Head  Compounder  of  the  General  Hos¬ 
pital,  who  was  permitted  to  attend  the  local  medical  school 
and  passed  the  final  examination  prescribed  for  3rd  class 
assistant  apothecaries  prior  to  the  abolition  of  the  school 
three  years  ago,  was  admitted  into  the  apothecary’s  grade 
as  a  special  case. 

645.  Two  new  dispensaries  were  opened  during  the 

year — one  at  Thiruyella  in.  the  Quilon 

ospl  B'  division  and  the  other  at  Neduvengad 

in  the  Trevandrum  division.  The  dispensary  opened  at 
Canjerapally  in  the  preceding  year  was  converted  into  a 
2nd  class  hospital  with  facilities  for  the  admission  and 
dieting  of  a  fixed  number  of  in-patients.  The  duties  of 
the  medical  subordinates  in  the  Palace  were  divided,  a 
sub-dispensary  having  been  opened  and  placed  in  charge 
of  the  junior  officer. 

646.  Arrangements  were  also  made  for  weekly  visits 
being  paid  to  the  towns  of  Chenganoor  and  Kayencolam 
by  the  Medical  officer  at  Mavalikaray,  and  for  bi-weekly 
visits  to  the  town  of  Chenganacherry.  by  the  officer  at 
Thiroovella. 

647.  The  Charity  Hospital  at  Alleppey,  which  was  more 
of  the  character  of  a  conjee  house,  was  abolished  during 
the  year.  In  that  institution,  lepers  and  others  suffering 
from  loathsome  diseases  were  allowed  to  lodge  in  a  shed 
where  medicines  were  administered  and  a  daily  money  dole 
given  for  food.  Such  of  them  as  were  willing  to  come 
to  Trevandrum  were  brought  at  Sircar  cost  and  ad¬ 
mitted  into  the  Charity  Hospital.  In  this  connection, 
it  may  be  mentioned  that  during  the  year  under  report,  a 
small  Leper  Asylum  capable  of  accommodating  12  patients 
for  the  present  was  established  at  Alleppey  by  the  Church 
Mission  Society,  and  His  Highness’  Government  contribute 
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a  sum  of  30  Rs.  monthly  for  the  maintenance  of  six  leper 
patients.  ■  It  is  intended  to  open  a  State  Asylum  for  lepers 
on  a  site  about  5  miles  away  from  the  Capital  purchased 
for  the  purpose.  The  Chief  Engineer  has  'been  instructed 
to  prepare  the  necessary  plans  and  estimates  in  communi¬ 
cation  with  the  Durbar  Physician. 

648.  The  subjoined  statement  shows 
Number  of  cases  the  work  done- in  the  several  medical 
treated.  institutions  of  the  State  in  comparison 

with  the  previous  year : — 
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The  aggregate  number  of  sick  treated  was  1,61,255 
against  1,37,880  in  1066.  There  was  thus  an  increase  of 
23,375  or  16-9  per  cent.  Of  this  number,  7,211  patients 
were  treated  in  the  new  dispensary  at  Tkiruvella,  3,757  in 
the  Palpanabhapuram  hospital,  2,631  in  the  Fort  dispen¬ 
sary,  2,458  in  the  Kolenchery  dispensary,  while  in  the 
Palace  dispensaries  and  in  the  Shertallay,  Kanjirapally, 
Cottayam,  Alleppey  and  Tycaud  hospitals  there  were 
respectively  1,832,  1,614,  1,405,  1,313,  1,219  and  972  cases 
in  excess  of  the  previous  year.  The  number  treated  by 
men  employed  on  special  duty  on  the  out-break  Of 
epidemics  also  shows  an  excess  of  1,597  cases. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  was  a  decline  of  814  in  the 
number  treated  in  the  Mavelikaray  hospital.  The  Durbar 
Physician  ascribes  this  falling  off  to  the  opening  of  the 
Tkiruvella  dispensary  and  to  the  weekly  visits  made  to  the 
towns  of  Chenganoor  and  Kayencolum.  No  special  reason 
is  assigned  for  the  decline  in  the  Alwaye  and  Moovattu- 
pulay  hospitals  and  in  the  Pooralore  dispensary.  The 
number  treated  by  Native  Vydians  and  Vaccinators  taken 
together  shows  a  decline  of  3,190  patients,  compared  with 
the  number  returned  by  these  agencies  in  the  preceding 
year.  These  men  merely  administer  medicine  prepared 
in  doses  at  the  Medical  Stores  for  fevers  and  epidemics. 
While,  as  shewn  above,  the  number  treated  was  larger 
than  in  the  preceding  year,  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that 
the  mortality  was  much  less,  only  895  deaths  having 
occurred  against  2,006  in  the  previous  year. 

649.  367  prisoners  were  treated  against  255  in  1066. 

The  average  daily  strength  of  the  Cen- 
piS.ntral  Jml  H°a’  tra,l  was  449-3  compared  with  452 '8 
in  the  preceding  year,  and  the  average 
daily  siok  was  10-6  against  107  in  1066.  Four  deaths 
occurred  against  7  in  1066.  They  were  from  dysentery, 
pneumonia,  cerebral  meningitis  and  organic  disease  of  the 
heart. 

650.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  there  were  no  cases 
of  cholera  or  small-pox  in  the  Central  Jail,  although  the 
latter  disease  prevailed  in  an  epidemic  form  in  the  capital 
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and  oilier  parts  of  the  country.  The  diseases  most  com¬ 
mon  were  dysentery,  fever  and  influenza.  143  prisoners 
were  treated  for  dysentery  with  one  fatal  case,  46  for  fever 
and  37  for  influenza,  in  all  of  which  the  patients  were  dis¬ 
charged  cured. 


651.  61  in-patients  and  37  out-patients  were  treated

feature  of  the  report.

Of  this 
number,"  96  were  on  the  register  at  the  close  of  1066  and 
53  were  admissions  during  the  year.  Classified  according 
to  sex,  99  of  the  patients  were  males  and  50  females 
against  81  and  55  respectively  in  1066.  19  of  the  patients 

were  cured,  20  relieved,  29  died  and  81  remained  at  the 
close  of  the  year.  The  average  daily  strength  was  93'87 
and  the  percentage  of  mortality  19-46  against  5  8  in  1066. 
Of  the  29  deaths  recorded,  10  were  from  cholera  which 
was  prevalent  in  the  town  and  affected  the  Female  Asylum; 
9  from  general  dropsy,  6  from  dysentery  and  one  each  from 
paralysis,  heart  disease,  brain  affection  and  -peritonitis. 
Bemarking  on  the  high  death-rate,  the  Durbar  Physician 
observes  that  the  “  mortality  which  last  year  had  fallen 
“  considerably,  has  this  year  increased  very  much.  This 
“  is  chiefly  due  to  an  out- break,  of  cholera  in  the  female 
“  side  of  the  Asylum  by  which  10  out  of  the  11  females 
“  attacked  died.  The  remainder  were  removed  to  some 
“  distance  from  the  town  and  the  Asylum  cleaned  and 
“  fumigated.  No  cases  occurred  after  the  women  went 
“  into  camp. 

“  I  have  been  unable  to  trace  any  direct  contagion  to

It  is  supposed  to  have 
been  introduced  into  North  Travancore  from  the  Perriyar 
Project  Camps.  Quarantine  was  established  but  without 
success.  In  Trevandrum,  about  45  cases  came  under 
treatment  including  the  11  cases  among  the  female  luna¬ 
tics.  Precautionary  measures  were  energetically  adopted 
.  in  the  Sanitary  department,  an  assistant  apothecary  was 
detailed  for  special  duty  and  medicines '  freely  distributed.

Of  the  patients 
delivered,  84  were  natural,  8  tedious,  12  laborious, 
3  preternatural,  5  complex,  3  premature  and  4  were  cases 
of  abortion.  Those  treated  for  disorders  connected  with 
pregnancy  or  who  left  before  delivery  numbered  9. 

In  12  cases  of  delivery  requiring  the  aid  of  instru¬ 
ments,  3  of  the  infants  were  unavoidably  lost  but  the 
mothers  were  all  saved.  In  other  cases,  3  of  the  mothers 
died :  one  from  embolism,  one  from  puerperal  fever,  one 
from  anaemia  with  cerebral  vomiting.  Seven  of  the  in¬ 
fants  were  either  still-born  or  died  after  delivery. 

662.  There  are  now  attached  to  the  various  hospitals

During  the 
year  under  report  they  attended  125 
cases  of  labor.  The  following  statement  compares  the

The  largest  number  of  cases  attended  was  by  the 
midwife  in  hlagercoil  viz.  28,  followed  by  the  Fort  Dispen¬ 
sary  and  Cottayam  midwives  who  attended  25  and  20  cases 
respectively.  In  hfeyyattinkaray  and  Colenchery,  there 
was  only  one  case  each.  In  the  former  the  midwife  was 
absent  during  a  considerable  part  of  the  year  and  in  the 
latter  she  was  entertained  quite  recently. 

663.  Under  the  arrangement  referred  to  in  para  586  of 
Compounders’  class  tlle  rePort  f°T  1066,  a  fresh  batch  of  16 
’’  caS9'  students  was  entertained  in  the  class 
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for  .compounders.  Excluding  from  this  number  those 
who  resigned  and  were  dismissed  from  the  class,'  there 
were  one  private  and  13  Government  students  at  the  close 
of  the  year.  .  With  a  view  to  speedily  meet  the  demand 
for  compounders  in  the  out-station  hospitals,  the  number 
of  students  entertained  was  larger  than  the  class  that 
passed  out.

Vaccination  year  was  ^,772  against  65,867  in  1066 

giving  an  increase  of  21,905  cases  com¬ 
pared  with  the  previous  year.  Of  this  number,  14,336 
were  primary  and  7,569  secondary  cases. 

665.  As  observed  in  para  657  of  this  report,  small-pox 
prevailed  in  the  country  throughout  the  year  and  the 
severity  of  the  disease  rendered  it  necessary  to  increase 
the  number  of  vaccinators.  Accordingly,  12  vaccinators 
were  employed  in  localities  where  the  disease  was  most 
prevalent.  '  Three  additional  hands  were  taken  on  the  per¬ 
manent  establishment,  one  of  whom  was  a  woman  of  the 
Sudra  caste,  an  arrangement  calculated  to  make  vaccination 
popular  among  Hindu  ladies  of  the  higher  classes.  Later 
in  the  year,  the  number  of  vaccinators  on  the  permanent 
establishment  having  been  found  still  inadequate  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  country,  the  employment  of  9 
fourth  class  vaccinators  was  sanctioned  to  take  effect  from 
the  1st  Auvany  of  the  current-  year,  thus  raising  the 
strength  of  the  establishment  to  50  vaccinators.

Treatment  having  failed  to  reduce  this  symptom,  the  case 
was  considered  highly  suspicious  and  byway  of  experiment 
an  ass  was  inoculated  with  the  diseased  discharge  from  the 
suspected  animal.  Within  a  fortnight  after  the  inoculation 
the  ass  developed  farcy,  another  form  of  glanders.  A  week 
later  again  acute  symptoms  of  glanders  manifested  them¬ 
selves,  and  the  animal  died  two  days  after.  The  pony 
meanwhile  showed  no  other  symptoms  than  those  exhi¬ 
bited  on  admission  and  locked  apparently  well,  though  by 
the  experiment  it  was  proved  that  the  animal  was  capable 
of  communicating  a  highly  fatal  disease.  It  was  accord¬ 
ingly  removed  from  hospital  and  destroyed.  A  post 
mortem  examination  clearly  showed  that  the  case  was  one 
of  glanders. 

681.  A  few  eases  of  Eczema  Epizootiea  were  admitted 
for  treatment.

697.  The  Press,  it  is  evident,  has  not  worked  as 
satisfactorily  as  in  1066.  This  is  due  in  great  measure 
to  the  absence  of  the  Superintendent  on  sick  leave  for 
several  months. 


698.  The  printing  work  of  the  Government  has  in¬ 
creased  so  much  of  late,  that-  the  Press  establishment  is 
altogether  unable  to  overtake '  it,  notwithstanding  that 
there  are  separate  presses  iu  the  Jail  and  the  Police  office 
and  that  the  work  of  the  Judicial  Department  is  otherwise 
arranged  for. 

699.  The  reorganisation  of  the  establishment  on#  an 
enlarged  basis  must  soon  engage  attention.

,  703.  A  separate  establishment  to  check  the  spread  of 
the  latter  disease  and  for  the  disposal  of  the  dead  was  ap¬ 
pointed  and  maintained  until  after  the  departure  of  the 
large  number  of  visitors  to  the  capital  on  the  occasion  of 
the  Thulabaram  ceremony.

Mr.  Soobramany  Iyer  was  appointed  Secretary  to 
the  Committee  aud  a  small  establishment  sanctioned  for 
clerical  work.  Rules  were  framed  by  the  Committee  for 
the  conduct  of  business  and  monthly  meetings  arranged 
for. 


The  Conservancy  establishments  in  the  out- 
stations  continued  to  be  maintained. 

■706.  The  expenditure  on  the  Conservancy  of  the  Capi- 
Oogt  t-al  was  Rs.  19,957figsrinst  Rs.  20,016 

in  1066  and  that  for  the  mofnssil  stations 
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Rs.  16,248,  as  compared  with  Rs.  14,830  in  the  pre¬ 
vious  year.  The  aggregate  cost  on  account  of  Con¬ 
servancy  was  Rs.  36,205  against  34,846  in  1066. 

707.  Agricultural  Exhibitions  and  Cattte  Shoivs.  Exhi¬ 
bitions  were  held  during  the  year  under  report,  at  Kotta- 
yam,  Quilon,  Trevandrum  and  Nagercoil.  In  1063  His 
Highness  the  Maha  Rajah  sanctioned  a  scheme  for  holding 
annual  Agricultural  and  Industrial  Exhibitions  at  some 
important  centre  in  each  Division,  and  a  total  sum  of 
Rs.  2,000  was  allotted  for  this  purpose.  The  allotment 
of  500  Rs.  for  each  Division  having  been  found  by  experi¬ 
ence  to  be  insufficient  for  prizes  and  other  incidental 
expenditure,  no  exhibition  was  held  either  at  Kottayam, 
Quilon  or  Nagercoil  in  1066  ;  so  that  a  sum  of  1,000  Rs. 
was  available  for  the  shows  held  in  these  places 
during  the  year  under  report.  Committees  under  the 
presidency  of  the  local  Division  Peishcars  were  appointed 
in  each  place  to  arrange  details  and  hold  the  exhibition. 
From  the  reports  received,  it  is  noted  that  these  exhi¬ 
bitions  have  been  attended  with  success.  The  people 
seem  to  have  become  more  alive  to  the  importance  of  the 
periodical  shows  in  which  the  produce  and  industries  of 
the  country  are  brought  together.  A  healthy,  stimulus 
towards  improvement  has  been  established,  which  is 
apparent  in  the  larger  numbers  and  better  quality  of 
exhibits  sent  in. 

708.  >  No  exhibition  having  been  held  in  the  Trevan- 
drum  Division  since  the  inauguration  of  the  scheme  above 
alluded  to,  it  was  resolved  to  hold  an  Agri-Horticultural. 
Exhibition  and  Cattle  Show  at  the  Capital  during  the  year. 
A  sum  of  Rs.  4,000  was  sanctioned  for  prizes  and  a 
Committee  with  Colonel  W.  T.  Brereton  as  President  was 
appointed  to  give  effect  to  the  resolution.  Local  Com¬ 
mittees  were  also  formed  in  the  four  divisions  under  the 
direction  of  the  Division  Peishcar  to  aid  the  Central  Com¬ 
mittee  in  collecting  exhibits.  The  exhibition  was  held 
on  the  8th  August  1892  in  large  sheds  erected  on  the 
Infantry  Parade  ground.  It  was  formally  opened  by 
His  Highness  the  Maba  Rajah  in  the  presence  of  a 
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large  number  of  visitors,  European  and  Native,  fore¬ 
most  among  whom  were  the  British  Resident  ancl  Mrs. 
Hannyngton. 

709.  Erom  the  report  read  by  the  Honorary  Secretary 
Mr.  H.  S.  Ferguson,  it  appears  that  there  was  a  good 
display  of  exhibits  in  all  the  sections.  One  noteworthy 
feature  was  the  specimens  of  new  industries  exhibited,  viz.
